Washington,  April  2. — The  carriage 
ride  of  August,  i8t)2,  when,  Miss  Pullard 
had  said,  Col.  Breckinridge  had  made 
the  first  formal  proposal  of  marriage  to 
her,  was  the  principal  subject  of  which 
Breckinridge  addressed  himself  when  he 
took  the  stand  in  the  circuit  court  today. 
He  denied,  with  his  customary  reiter- 
ation, that  any  such  ride  had  taken  place, 
or  that  he  had  made    any    proposal,    or 

that  he  had  talked  over  family  matters. 
Then  continuing-,  he  said:  "I  never 
asked  the  plaintifl  to  give  up  any  child. 
I  never  knew  plainlili  had  any  living 
child.  I  never  at  anv  time  spoke  of  niar- 
ri  ige  to  the  plaintiff  before  the  death  of 
my  late  wife." 

Denying  the  conversation  which  Miss 
Poilard  said  took  pla  e  at  the  Hoffman 
house,  to  the  effect  that  a  company  hnd 
been  formed  by  Whitney  and  Fairchiid 
which  he  was  to  represent,  he  said  that 
he  had  not  seen  the  plaintiff  on 
April  30,  that  he  had  not  been  absent 
for  a  moment  from  the  side  of  his  wife 
that  day,  as  he  had  not  been  married  .',8 
hours.  He  never  h.nd  any  business  ar- 
rangements with  tbc  p.entlemen  men- 
tioned, never  contemplated  a  visit  to 
Europe,  never  spoke  oi  intending  mar- 
riage. 

Then  Mr.  Butterworth  called  his  atten- 
tion again  toibe  interview  in  the  office  of 
Maj.  Moore.  "My  recollection  is  that  it 
was  a  much  shorter  visit  than  Maj. Moore 
has  said,"  he  continued.  "It  was  rapid 
and  excited;  the  yourg  woman  did  tucst 
of  the  taikmg."  This  statement  Mr. 
Breckinridge  desired  to  make  to  correct 
an  impression  Maj.  Moore  had  given 
that  the  conversation  had  lasted  a  much 
longer  ti.Tie.  He  went  over  the  conver- 
sation htfitofore  given  in  this  interview 
and  which  included  the  staiemf.nt  to 
plaintiff  that  "I  wii'  marry  the  last  day  of 
the  month  if  God  don't  interpose."  There 
was  no  attempt,  he  s:iid,  to  keep  the  mat- 
ter of  the  interview  secret  from  the  news- 
papers. 

"Mr.  Butterworth  asked  the  witness 
what  interviewshe  had  with  Miss  Pollard 
prior  to  the  interview  of  the  17th  with 
Maj.  Mcorc.  The  witness  then  related 
in  detail  ihe  interviews  that  occurred  and 
the  substance  of  the  conversations  as  he 
renitnibered  them.  'Ihis  included  the 
interview  with  Mrs.  Thomas  the  after- 
noon of  May  18,  when  he  left  Miss  Pol- 
lard in  a  real  or  simulated  fainted  condi- 
tion. 

On  the  next  diy,  Sunday,  while  at  the 
Riggs  house,  in  answer  to  a  card  sent  to 
his  room,  he  saw  her  in  the  ladies'  parlor 
and  had  an  amiable  and  friendly  conver- 
sation with  the  plaintiff.  At  this  time, 
the  latter  expressed  regret  at  what  had 
occurred  along  thg  street  and  in  Maj. 
Mooe's  office.  Plaintiff  gave  him  a 
schedule  of  what  she  would  want  in  the 
way  of  underwear  and  other  clothes  prior 
to  the  trip  to  New  \  ork.  They  parted 
with  every  evidence  of  good  feeling  and 
sincerity  on  the  part  of  the  plaintiff  to 
carry  out  the  agreement  between  them 
whereby  she  was  to  go  to  New  York. 

That  evening  a  boy  came  to  the  hotel 
and  said  Miss  Pollard  wanted  to  sec  htm 
wuh  a  message  n  questing  that  he  take 
her  to  Mrs.  Blackburn's,  where  she 
wanted  to  stay  ali  night.  He  took  her 
to  Mrs.  Blackburn's  house.  Monday  she 
came  agam  to  the  hotel  and  presented  to 
bim  an  additional  schedule  for  clothing. 
She  wanted  a  little  more  money  to  make 
preparations  to  go  away.  The  next  day 
she  sent  him  a  note  and  they  took  lunch 
at  the  Shoreham.  They  talked  again  of 
the  trip  to  Nev/  York  and  she  told  the 
name  of  the  physician  m  whose  care  she 
was  to  put  herself,  and  witness  told  her 
that  this  doctor  was  a  comrade  of  bis  in 
the  war. 

The  next  day  after  this  the  plaintiff 
came  to  see  him  again,  and  on  the  night 
of  that  day  they  tav/  Mrs.  Blackburn, 
who,  after  hearing  their  explanation, 
said  she  would  wash  her  hands  of  the 
whole  matter.  Mis.  Blackburn  ap- 
proved the  agreement  for  the  plaint  ff  to 
go  to  New  York,  The  following  day  to 
this  the  plaintiff  again  came  to  the  hotel, 
and  a  conversation  ensued  between  them 
as  to  a  further  conference  which  it  pro- 
posed should  be  held  with  Maj.  Moore 
prior  to  her  going  away. 

As  he  described  how  be  had  waved 
her  off.  Col.  Breckinridge  gesticulajed 
very  impressively  with  both  hands  and 
explained  the  whole  interview  in  panto- 
mine.  There  was  a  tragic  inflection  to 
his  tones  as  he  closed  the  account  of  the 
visit  to  Mrs.  Thomas  with,  "then  I  left 
her."  There  was  a  constant  reiteration 
in  the  defendant's  denials.  He  would 
frame  them  in  every  possible  form  of 
negation  of  time,  place  and  manner. 
"There  was  no  further  explanation  to 


give.  I  could  give  no  futtber  explana- 
tion, and  Mrs.  Blackburn  said  she  would 
wash  her  hands  of  us,  would  wash  her 
hands  of  people  who  were  engaged  and 
acted  in  that  way,  and  I  could  give  uo 
explanation  of  it,"  was  one' of  .the  char- 
acteristic sentences. 

Continuing  the  description  of  the 
second  visit  to  the  major,  he  said :  "We 
agreed  to  say  that  she  was  going  to 
New  York  to  have  a  child;  that  I  was 
was  the  author  of  her  pregnancy.  We 
agreed  on  ^11  but  one  point. 
She  insisted,  crying  several  times,  tnat  I 
should  tell  Maj.  Moore  1  was  the  only 
man  who  had  ever  been  intimate  with 
her.  I  declined  to  do  that,  I  said  I  had 
put  myself  in  the  po*cr  of  her  and,  Maj. 
Moore  already,  and  I  would  refuse  to 
say  to  any  man  that  I  had  seduced  her. 
Then  she  said  she  would  not  go.  As  she 
turned  her  jacket  back  I  saw  the  gleam 
of  a  pistol  in  her  boso.n. 

"I  said,  'you  are  sitting  ("close  to  me,' 
and  she  said  'I  will  use  it  on  myselt  if  I 
do  on  anybody!' 

Then  describing  the  scene  at  the  office 
of  the  chief  of  police  #hcre  they  sat  on 
the  sofa,  he  said:  'Sl»e  seemed  to  be 
dissatisfied  with  the  form  in  which  I 
made  the  statement.  She  took  out  the 
pistol  and  looked  at  it?  I  said,  "You  had 
better  let  Maj,  Moore  take  that  and 
make  a  Christmas  present  of  it.'  Then  I 
said  that  nobody  could  say  that  I  had 
seduced  her,  because  the  first  night  I 
saw  her  I  took  liberties  with  her  and  the 
second  night  I  slept  wiih  her.  I  made 
this  statement  about  not  seducing  her 
with  considerable  force,  even  temper. 

The  account  of  this  interview  in  Maj. 
Moore's  oflice  differed  from  the  version 
of  it  given  by  that  oftic'..r  and  the  plain- 
tiff. 

Continuing  his  recital  regarding  the 
arrangements  for  Miss  Pollar<i's  visit  to 
New  York  for  confinement,  Col.  Breck- 
inridge said  she  only  v/anted  to  arrive 
th(;re  with  Jio  in  her  pocket,  because  she 
was  afraid  if  she  had  more  she  would 
come  bick  to  Washington.  She  was  to 
stop  at  No.  7  Thirty  ilrst  street  where 
she  would  have  good  care;  she  was  to 
study  painting  on  china  or  in  water  col- 
ors when  her  strength  vculd  enable  her 
to,  ard  to  continue  her  studies  in  Eng- 
lish literature.     He  said: 

"1  considered  the  problem  settled,"  so 
far  as  Washington  was  concerned,  so  far 
a5  Mrs.  Blackburn  was  concerned,  so  far 
as  our  sexual  relations  were  concerned. 
The  only  thing  left  open  was  regarding 
the  child.  I  said  to  her  that  if  it  was  my 
child,  as  I  only  paitially  believed  it  was, 
I  wanted  to  elucate  it,  to  take  care  of  it, 
to  give  it  every  chance  possible  for  a 
child  born  out  of  wedlock,  and  in  the 
meantime  she  was  to  have  every  care 
and  tenderness.  We  parted  without 
anger  .and  on  ihis  understanding." 

Speaki--g  of  the  reasons  for  leaving 
Washington  the  last  of  May,  Col.  Breck- 
inridge said  they  were  not  connected 
with  the  case  but  were  the  most  urgent 
possible  reasO.TS,  relating  to^his  younger 
1  son  who  attended  Washington  and  Lee 
'  university  and  was  in  great  difficulties 
He  took  the  dispatches  which  be  bad 
sent  Miss  PoUara  during  the  trip  and 
read  them  with  great  elocutionary  effect. 
The  burden  of  most  of  them,  which  have 
been  already  published,  was  that  she 
should  make  herself  comfortable.  "That 
was  just  what  1  meant,"  he  commented, 
"that  she  should  make  herself  as  com- 
fortable as  possible;  nothing  more,  noth- 
ing less." 

Tv.'o  dispatches  received  in  Coving- 
ton, signed  by  a  Mrs.  Thomas  and  in- 
quiring if  be  was  in  Covington,  he 
said  he  suspected  were  from  the  plain- 
tiff with  the  name  of  her  landlady  as  a 
blind.  Miss  Pollard  had  gone  to  New 
Yoik  on  May  18  and  returned  the  ig'.h. 
After  arriving  in  Lexington  he  received 
a  telegram  to  the  effect  that  Miss  Pol- 
lard was  coming  there.  He  returned  a 
message,  the  princip.1l  part  of  which 
was,  "wait,  it  will  come,"  referring,  he 
declared,  to  monev.  This  correspon- 
dence was  reviewed  at  length. 


IHE  TiFF  DEBAIE. 


Senator  Voorhees  Began  the  Discussion  This 

Afternoon  in  Support  of  the  Finance 

Committee's  Bill. 


Claims  That  it  Reduces  Taxation  on  Neces- 
sities to  the  Amount  of  $76,000,- 
000  and  Increases  Revenue. 


Concessions  Were  Made  Which  Do  Not   Suit 
Him  Fully,  But  They  Were  Abso- 
lutely Necessary. 


Washington,  April  2.— Senator  Mor- 
gan has  reported  to  the  senate  the  Ber- 
ing sea  bill  to  carry  into  effect  the  Paris 
arbitration  and  asked  its  immediate 
consideration.  The  bill  was  read  at 
length,  and  then  went  over  until  later  in 
the  day.  The  tariff  debate  was  opened 
by  Senator  Voorhees,  who  said : 

"Sir,  I  challenge  the  attention  of  the 
senate  and  the  country  to  the  great  and 
commanding  fact  that  by  the  provisions 
of  this  bill,  the  seeming  paradox  of  a  re- 
duction of  taxes  and  at  the  same  time  an 
increase  of  public  revenues  will  be  recon- 
ciled when  It  becomes  a  law.  I  will  not 
stop  to  consider  at  this  point  the  vast 
individual  robberies  committed  in  protec- 
ted markets,  the  untold  and  incSlculable 
millions  of  blackmail  levied  by  American 
manufacturers  for  their  own  pockets  on 
their  enforced  customers,  when  cut  off 
from  all  outside  competition;  it  is  enough 
for  my  presenc  purpose  to  say  that  we 
have  liberalized  American  markets,  made 
them  more  accessible  to  the  traffic  of  the 
world,  and,  while  not  establishing  free 
trade,  we  have  made  trade-  freer  and 
more  evenhanded  between  the  manu- 
facturer and  the  consumer. 

'•But  over  and  above  and  beyond  this 
wide  and  well-known  field  of  extortion 
and  injustice,  it  will  be  found  from  the 
schedules  of  this  bill  that  tariff  taxes 
now  officially  ascertiuned  and  paid  un- 
der existing  law,  on  the  wants,  necessi- 
ties and  daily  consumption  of  the  labor- 
ing men,  women  and  children  of  the 
United  .States,  have  been  reduced  more 
than  $76,000,000  per  annum.  The  reduc- 
tions are  as  follows:  ' 

"On  cheraicah.  Si,ooo,ooo;  on  pottery, 
$1,900,000;  on  glass,  $1,500,000;  on  met- 
als, $13,500,000;  on  wood,  $3,300,000;  on 
tobacco,  $3,300,000;  on  agricultural  pro- 
ducts, $3,300,000;  on  spirits,  wines,  etc., 
$1,500,000;  ou  cotton  manufactures,  $3,- 
450,000;  on  flax,  hemp  and  jute  manu- 
facture?, $6,000,000;  on  woolen  ttranufac- 
tures.  $23,500,000;  on  silk  manufactures, 
$3,coo,cx3o;  en  paper  and  pulp,  $3,300,000; 
on  sundries,  $2,450,000;  transferred  to 
the  free  list,  $12,170,000;  total,  $76,670,- 
000. 

"To  this  must  be  added  the  further  im- 
portant fact  that  the  bill  provides  for  a 
lull  and  ample  revenue,  largely  in  ex- 
cess of  present  supplies  with  which  to 
meet  all  the  requirements  of  the  public 
credit.  Such  a  consummation  as  this,  so 
full  of  relief  to  the  people  and  of  strength, 
safety  and  honor  to  the  government  may 
well  atone  for  the  imperfectness  and 
shortcomings  alleged  against  the  im- 
pending meas'tire  and  will  constitute  the 
rock  on  which  the  temple  of  tariff  reform 
will  be  built,  and  against  which,  in  the 
ameliorated  future,  the  gates  of  avarice, 
oppression  and  fraud  shall  not  prevail.

She  V/as  Hanged  in  Liverpool  Today  for  Kill- 
ing Her  Husband. 

Liverpool,  April  2.— Margaret  VVal- 
ber,  53  years  of  age,  was  executed  today 
in  Walton  jail,  this  city.  Mrs.  Walber, 
in  November  last,  murdered  her  hus- 
band. The  woman,  who  was  extremely 
jealous  of  the  deceased,  confined  bim  in 
a  garret,  chained  Knd  padlocked  bim 
until  he  was  hardly  able  to  move  and 
otherwise  brutally  ill  treated  him. 

When  the  rcom  was  entered  Walber 
was  found  dead,  the  apartment  in  which 
he  had  been  imprisoned  resembling  a 
shambles,  blocd  b'i'iog  spattered  all 
round  it.  The  prisoner,  at  her  trial,  ad- 
mitted striking  her  husband  over  the 
head  with  a  heavy  chain. 

A  large  crowd  of  people  assembled 
outside  the  jail  during  the  execution. 
Reporters  were  not  admitted.

A  few  days  ago  Miss  \'andorn  retained 
counsel  and  on  Saturday  had  Martin  ar- 
rested and  arraigned  before  Justice 
Senior  on  a  charge  of  conspiracy.

Body  of  Charles  Gans  Found  in  the  Delaware 
River  and  Has  Been  Fully  Iden- 
tified. 


According  to  the  County  Records,  However, 

Gans  Was  Buried  Only  a  Few 

Weeks  Ago. 


Paterson,  N.  J.,  April  2, — John  Mar- 
tin, a  well-to-do  contractor  of  this  city, 
met  Annie  Vandorn,  of  Passaic,  in  i8(;2, 
and  in  less  than  a  month  they  were  en- 
gaged. Martin  betrayed  the  young 
woman's  confidence  and  put  off  the  mar- 
riage until  the  birth  of  their  child  when  he 
promised  to  right  the  wrong  he  had  done. 
When  they  talked  over  the  wedding, 
Martin  said  he  would  have  his  cousin, 
John  Duncan,  of  Brooklyn,  act  as  best 
man. 

The  next  nis'ht  he  visited  the  home  of 
the  Rev.  (ieorge  M.  Dorwart,  rector  of 
the  Church  of  the  Holy  Communion,  and 
arranged  for  the  wedding  to  take  place 
on  the  following  night.  This  was  on 
Sept.  4,  i8q2,  and  the  next  day  brought 
Duncan  from  Brooklyn.  The  cousins  re- 
semble each  other  in  height  and  features. 
When  they  got  together,  there  is  reason 
to  believe,  Martin  told  Duncan  of  his 
love  episode  and  said  it  was  his  desire  to 
get  rid  of  the  woman,  but  how  should  he 
do  it?  Duncan  said  he  would  marry  her 
himself. 

"Sure,  she'll  not  know  the  difference, 
as  we  look  so  much  alike,"  he  added, 
"and  I  assume  any  name  but  my  own." 
It  was  agreed  that  Duncan  should  be  the 
groom,  and  that  they  should  drug  the 
bride;  at  least  that  is  an  apparently  well- 
founded  presumption. 

That  night  they  set  out  from  this  city 
for  Passaic  in  a  coach  and  got  Miss  Van- 
florn.  On  the  way  back  Martin  stopped 
the  carriage  at  a  hotel  and  brought  out 
drinks  for  all.  When  they  reached  the 
parsonage  Miss  Vandorn  complained  of 
leeling  ill.  She  savs  she  felt  "as  if  her 
senses  had  left  her."  She  cannot  recol- 
lect even  to  this  day,  she  says,  what  was 
said  and  done  at  the  minister's  home. 
She  knows  she  was  married  and  that  is 
all. 

Martin  returned  home  with  her  after 
the  ceremony  and  they  lived 
together  fur  several  months. 
One  day  he  had  a  quarrel 
with  herand  told  her  he  was  not  her  hus- 
band and  had  never  married  her.  He 
added  that  the  marriage  certificate, 
which  she  had  not  looked  at  since  it  was- 
given  to  her  by  the  officiating  clergyman, 
would  disclose  who  her  husband  was.

The    Brazilian   Government    Insists    on    the 
Rebels'  Surrender. 

Nkw  York,    April    2. — The   Herald's 

Rio  Janeiro  dispatch   says:    The  British 

and  Italian  ministers  here  have  sent    to 

Washington   a  .request  that    Secretary 

Gresham  should  instruct  Minister 
Thompson  to  join  in  their  petition  to 
Brazil,  asking  her  to  withdraw  the  de- 
mand upon  Portugal  with  regard  to  the 
landing  of  the  rebel  refugees  now  on 
board  the  Portuguese  maii-of-war  Albu- 
querque and  Mindello  at  Montevideo. 

They  received  a  reply  that  President 
Cleveland  considered  there  was  no  good 
ground  for  the  request,  that  Admiral  da 
Gama  and  his  officers  had  been  engaged 
in  a  conspiracy  to  overthrow  the  legally 
constituted  authorities  and  must  be  re- 
garded as  ordinary  rebels  without  politi- 
cal standing. 

This  decision  proved  highly  gratifying 
to  the  Brazilian  government  and  France 
and  Germany  sent  refusals  to  interfere 
in  da  Gama's  behalf.  Portugal  now  asks 
that  the  refugees  be  allowed  asylum  on 
shore  until  the  revolt  is  over  in  the 
South.  Brazil  replies  that  the  question 
at  issue  is  whether  she  has  or  has  not  the 
right  to  demand  the  surrender  of  these 
rebels  on  the  guarantee  that  they  be 
given  a  legal  trial.

The  clothing 
was  the  same  as  that  worn  by  Gans 
when  he  left  home  on  Jan.  15.  So  far  as 
the  examination  has  gone,  drowning  was 
the  apparent  cause  of  death. 

Whose  body  it  was  the  boys  found  in

— A  body 
found  in  the  Delaware  has  been  identi- 
fied as  that  of  Charles  Gans  of  Sweeds- 
boro.  According  to  the  county  records, 
however,  the  body  of  Charles  Gans  was 
found  in  a  creek  a  few  weeks  ago  and 
was  buried  by  his  relatives.  The  coro- 
ner's inquest  at  that  time  disclosed  the 
fact  that  murder  had  been  committed 
and  the  two  men  who  were  last  seen 
with      Gans    are      now    awaiting     trial 

charged  with  the  crime.  The  finding  of 
the  second  body  makes  the  case  a  very 
mysterious  one,  for  everything  seems  to 
show  that  the  first  body  was  not  that  ot 
Gans,  and  presents  a  Chinese  puzzle  to 
the  police  as  to  what  hand  the  two  men 
now  under  arrest  had  in  the  death  of 
either. 

Gans  was  last  seen  alive  on  the  night 
of  Jan.  15.  On  that  night  he  was  in  the 
hotel  drinking.  Two  men  were  wiih 
him.  They  were  Patrick  Kerwin  and  D. 
P.  Armstrong.  The  trio  became  in- 
volved in  a  fight  in  which  it  was  Gans 
against  the  other  two.  Snortly  after  the 
fight  Gans  left  the  hotel  and  started 
down  the  road.  Ten  minutes  later  Ker- 
win and  Armstrong  left  the  barroom  and 
also  went  down  the  road  in  the  same  ci- 
rection  Gans  had  taken. 

This  was  the  last  seen  of  Gans.  A  few 
days  afterward  when  he  did  not  appear 

j  at  his  home  an  investigation  was  made. 
Kerwin  and  Armstrong    were    arrested. 

'  Nothing  could  be  proved  against  them, 
as  it  was  not  even  knovn  that  Gans  was 
dead,  and  they  were  released. 

The  search  for  Gans,  however,  was 
kept  up  and  on  March  11  two  bovs  while 
tramping  through  the  woods  found  a 
body  in  a  little  creek  containing  hardly 
enough  water  to  cover  it. 

The  body  was  taken  to  Camden  and 
was  identified  by  a  brother  of  Charles 
Gans  as  that  of  his  brother.  The  county 
physician  made  an  autopsy  and  an- 
nounced that  the  man  had  been  mur- 
dered. The  neck  was  broken,  there 
were  many  bruises  and  it  was  shown  that 
life  had  been  extinct  before  the  body 
had  reached  the  water.  Mrs.  Gans.  the 
wife  of  the  missing  man,  said  the  body 
was  not  that  of  her  husband.  She  said 
the  clothes  were  different  from  what  he 
had  worn,  (ians'  mother  was  also  doubt- 
ful.

FOUL  MURDER    IN  OHIO. 


An  Old  Woman  Found  With  Three  Bullet  Holes 
in  Her  Head. 

PoMi.KOV,  0.,  April  2.— The  foulest 
murder  in  the  history  of  this  county  was 
committed  here  about  midnight.  I'liza- 
beth,  the  divorced  wife  of  Dr.  Richard 
Slaughter,  was  found  dead  on  the  next 
door  neighbor's  porch  with  three  bullet 
holes  in  her  head.  She  lived  alone  and 
was  70  years  of  age. 

Neighbors  Clayton  Stahl  and  wife,  on 
returning  from  an  entertainment,  fell 
over  the  dead  body  at  their  door.  She  is 
supposed  to  have  run  to  the  neighbor's 
when  attacked,  and  was  murdered  while 
trying  to  get  in  their  door.  The  body 
shows  marks  of  kicks. 

The  front  door  of  the  dead  woman's 
house  was  found  open  and  the  lamp 
burning.  Nothing  was  disturbed.  The 
object  of  the  murder  is  a  mystery.  She 
was  a  peaceable  and  well  liked  woman. 
A  32-calibre  Smitn  &  Wesson  shell  was 
found  in  the  yard.

No   Change  Has   Bcsn  Made   in  the 
ment's  f^egulaiions. 

Washington.  April  2.— Objections 
have  been  raised  by  letter  carriers  in 
several  cities  to  the  requirements  of  the 
postoffice  department  concerning  the 
purchase  of  c^irriers'  iiniform?,  although 
no  formal  protest  has  been  made.  First 
Assistant  Postmaster  General  ](n\e?,  in 
speaking  of  the  matter  today,  said: 

'No  rule  respecting  the  carriers  or 
substitutes'  uniforms  has  been  changed. 
The  purchase  of  these  suits  rests  with 
the  carrier  and  postmaster  as  provided 
in  Section  613  of  'the  postal  laws  and 
regulations.  This  provides  for  an  in- 
spection of  uniforms  every  six  months 
bv  the  postmaster  and  that  no  postmaster 
shall  require  a  new  suit  or  any  article  of 
it  to  be  purchased  when  that  in  use  is  in 
reasonably  good  condition.  When  pro- 
per he  may  require  any  carrier  to  pur- 
chase a  nev'  uniform  or  part  of  one,  and 
the  carrier  must  .nppear  as  neat  and  tidy 
as  the  service  will  permit. 

"The  only  purpose  of  the  depirtment 
in  contracting  for  the  uniforms  was  a  de- 
sire to  aid  the  carriers  in  securing  better 
uniforms  at  a  lower  price.  There  is 
nothing  compul^ory  in  it  further  than  is 
alre.-xdy  provided  by  the  postal  laws."

has  secured  cheap  land  which  was  of 
great  fertility  and  produced  bounliful 
crops  that  sold  at  very  high  prices,  plac- 
ing him  on  the  top  wave  of  prosperity. 

But  there  has  been    a    change.    The 
profits  of    whe.it-raising    have  attracted 
so  many  that    the    over-production    has 
reached  very  large  figures.    The  wheat 
market    is    glutted  and     naturally    the 
fierce  competition  has  lowered  prices  to 
a  pitiably  low  point.    The  present  con- 
ditions remaining,  what  can  cause  a  rise 
in  wheat  prices.^    In  what  quarter    can 
the  farmer  discover  any  solid    basis    for 
his  hope  of    higher  prices.    Mr.    Smal- 
ley's    prediction    of    better     times     for 
American  agriculture  may    be    fulfilled 
some  day,  but  it  certainly  will  not  be    in 
the  immediate  future.    It  may  be    true 
that,  as  he  says,  we  are  now   in    a    tran- 
sition  period    in    agriculture    and    that 
with  the  change    from    the    "big    farm" 
system  to  small  holdings  receivmg  more 
careful  attention  the   farmer's  condition 
may  undergo  a  great  improvement,  but 
there  is  nothing  visible    at  present  that 
makes  such  a  conclusion  other    than    a 
prophecy  which  is  but  little  more  than  a 
guess. 


President  Hill's  Return. 

President  James  J.  Hill,  of  the  Great 
Northern  railway,  arrived  in  New  York 
on  Saturday  from  London  on  the  steam- 
ship Lucania,  of  the  Cunard  line.  The 
Herald  learns  that  the  report  published 
in  this  paper  recently  that  Mr.  Hill  had 
been  succ2ssful  in  bis  financial  negotia- 
tions in  the  British  money  market  was 
entirely  correct  and  that  he  now  has  at 
his  command  ample  funds  for  construct- 
ing the  air  line  between  Duluth  and 
Fosston  and  for  the  other  enterprises 
that  be  has  in  view. 

Mr.  Hill  has  a  high  standing  with  the 
English  capitalists  owing  to  the  great 
success  which  has  attended  his  manage- 
ment of  the  Great  Northern  road  and  its 
extension  and  expansion  into  a  great 
transcontinental  system.  At  the  same 
time  he  has  increased  the  earning  ca- 
pacity of  the  road,  which  has  been  con- 
structed at  a  low  cost  and  yet  in  a 
thorough  manner  that  enables  him  to 
carry  freight  at  a  profit  at  lower  rates 
than  can  be  made  by  other  reads. 

While  the  Union  Pacific,  Northern  Pa- 
cific and  other  great  roads  have  passed 
into  the  hands  of  receivers,  unable  to 
produce  sufficient  revenue  to  pay  oper- 
ating expenses  and  interest  on  their 
bonded  indebtedness,  the  Great  North- 
ern has  been  so  skillfully  managed  that, 
even  during  the  period  of  great  depres- 
sion, it  has  been  able  to  show  a  respect- 
able sum  as  net  earnings  for  declaring 
the  usual  dividend. 

That  this  has  been  possible  is  due  to 
the  great  ability  of  President  Hill  as  a 
railroader  and  a  financier.  Today  he 
stands  at  the  head  of  the  successful  rail- 
way men  of  the  age. 


The  Future  of  Farming. 

The  elimination  of  man  and  the  substi- 
tution of  machinery  in  farming  opera- 
tions are  largely  responsible  for  the  de- 
cline in  prices  oi  farm  products,  accord- 
ing to  the  views  of  E.  \'.  Smalley,  the 
editor  of  the  Northwest  Magazine,  which 
are  expressed  in  an  article  in  the  April 
Forum.  But  while  making  this  claim, 
Mr.  Smalley  regards  the  future  with  con- 
siderable optimism.  "The  iniluence  of 
machinery,"  he  says,  "has  been  fully  ex- 
erted. There  are  no  mote  fertile  lands 
on  the  globe  to  be  conquered  by  civiliza- 
tion and  to  increase  the  food  supply. 
With  growth  of  population  will  come 
better  prices  for  farm  products.  Farm 
life  will  become  more  attractive.  The 
tendency  to  large  farms  will  be  checked. 
A  hundred  acres,  even  with  exclusive 
grain  farming,  will  p.fford  a  good  living 
to  a  family.  Better  limes  for  American 
agriculture  are  not  far  off." 

The  Herald  fears  that  Mr.  Smalley  is 
altogether  too  sanguine  as  to  the  future. 
It  may  be  true  that  the  iniluence  of  ma- 
chinery in  this  country  has  been  fully 
exerted,  but  there  are  other  influences 
which,  in  the  judgment  of  careful  ob- 
servers, will  continue  the  present  low 
level  of  wheat  prices.  The  indications 
at  present  are  that  the  present  low  level 
of  prices  is  not  temporary  but  is  of  a 
permanent  nature,  and  that  the  day  of 
dollar  wheat  has  departed.  Strong  rivals 
to  the  Northwest  in  the  wheat-raising  in- 
dustry have  appeared  in  recent  years. 
India  is  now  a  strong'  competitor,  as  is 
also  Southern  Russia,  in  both  of  which 
countries  wheat  can  be  raised  much 
cheaper  than  in  the  Northwest  and  can 
be  sold  at  a  handsome  profit  at  even  the 
low  prices  that  now  prevail.  The  cost 
of  living  in  India  and  Russia  is  very 
cheap,  and  the  cost  of  transportation  is 
less  than  in  this  country.  The  Russian 
government  regulates  the  amount  sown 
and  when  the  crop  is  short  takes  com- 
plete control  of  it  in  order  to  prevent 
extortion,  thus  maintaining  the  low 
prices. 

Considerable  American  wheat  has 
been  sold  in  Germany  in  recent  years 
owing  to  the  tariff  war  between  that 
country  and  Russia,  which  resulted  in 
high  duty  on  Russian  cereals  which 
practically  shut  out  Russian  wheat  from 
the  German  empire.  The  ratification  of 
the  new  Russo-German  commercial 
treaty  completely  alters  this  state  of  af- 
fairs, and  now  the  Black  sea  wheat  will 
p€ur  into  Germany  to  the  exclusion  of 
the  American  grain.  The  acreage  of 
wheat  fields  in  India  is  steadily  being 
increased,  and  every  year  witnesses  a 
large  amount  of  Indian  wheat  in  the 
British  and  continental  markets.  Nor 
is  this  all  that  American  farmers  have  to 
meet. 

Another  competitor,  and  already  a 
successiul  one,  has  appeared  in  the 
sonthern  half  of  this  continent.  In  the 
Argentine  Republic  is  found  a  strong 
rival  in  the  wheat-raising  industry. 
The  production  of  wheat  in  that 
country  according  to  official 
reports,  is  increasing  by  rapid  bounds. 
The  wheat  exports  jumped  from  326,000 
tons  in  1890  to  1,000,000  tons  in  1893,  and 
it  ii  claimed  that  the  exports  during  the 
current  year  will  reach  2,000,000  tons. 
The  soil  in  Argentina  is  very  fertile, 
equaling  in  that  respect  the  Red  river 
valley  lands,  while  labor  can  be  obtained 
there  at  what  in  this  country  would  be 
starvation  rates. 

Then  look  at  the  present  large  stocks 
of  grain  in  this  country.  At  Chicago 
alone  there  is  now  stored  move  than  1

The  Other  the  Dawn  of    a  New  Day.  Better 
and  Brighter  Than  Ever 
Dreamed  Of. 


The  following  pnper  on  the  relations 
of  labor  and  capital  was  read  by  Dele- 
gate McCallum.  of  the  Cigarmakers" 
union,  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Feder- 
ated Trades  assembly,  and  will  be  found 
worthy  of  a  careful  reading: 

"The  subject  I  have  chosen  for  this 
essav  IS  worthy  of  the  brightest  minds  of 
thiE  enlightened  age,  and  realizing  as  I 
do  my  inability  to  do  justice  to  the  sub- 
ject in  hand,  I  trust  you  will  display 
toward  me  the  charity  in  your  criticism 
yon  would  ask  for  yourself  were  you  to 
make  the  same  effort.  I  do  not  tlatter 
myself  that  anvthing  1  can  say  at  this 
time  will  educate  you  to  anv  alarming 
extent  on  the  !::bDr  problem,  but  it  may 
be  the  means  of  bringing  to  light  some 
bright  thoughts  from  the  talent  in  this 
assembly  now  lying  dormant  along  this 
line,  and  if  it  does  I  will  be  amply  repaid 
for  this  effort  of  mine. 

"I  do  not  wish  to  go  on  record  as  an 
oracle,  nut  I  hope  I  am  a  prophet,  in  one 
of  the  two  pictures,  I  propose  drav/ing 
tor  your  approval.  The  first  picture  is 
the  "Present  and  Future  of  the  Toiling 
Masses."  who  do  not  receive  a  just 
share  of  what  they  produce. 
We  have  here  a  country  virtually  flowing 
with  CTiilk  and  honey.  Since  the  begin- 
ning of  time  no  other  people  have  pos- 
sessed a  territory  so  rich  in  resources  so 
varied  in  products.  Here  are  distributed 
by  nature  all  the  good  things  that  go 
to  make  a  happy  and  contented  people- 
soil  and  climate,  the  distribution  of  for- 
est, lake,  river  and  ocean— all  speak 
louder  than  any  words  of  mine,  that  this 
country,  with  all  its  natural  advantages, 
should  be  the  most  prosperous  country 
on  which  the  sun  shines.  A  country  that 
has  enough  and  to  spare  to  keep  every 
one  ot  her  70.000,000  of  people  in  every 
good  thing  that  goes  to  make  life  worth 
the  living,  and  yet  2.000,000 of  her  people 
beg  m  vain  for  work  enough  to  keep 
themselves  and  families  from  starving. 

"I  see  little  children    toiling  early  and 
late  in    factory    and    sweatshop,    whose 
pinched    features    and    raggCvl  clothing 
tell    their  own  tale  of    the  miserable  pit- 
tance    they    receive    for    their    labor. 
Is    it    from      this      source    that      the 
brawn  and  brain  of  the  future  must  come? 
1  see  young    girls,  who    under    different 
conditions  would  be    an    honor    to    our 
country  as  mothers  of  the    coming    gen- 
eration   for  the    hand    that  'rocks    the 
cradle  is  the  one  that  rules    the    world.'

These 
facts  show  that  the  development  at  Rainy 
lake  is  steadily  progressing,  and  numer- 
ous letters  from  all  parts  of  the  country 
received  daily  by  the  Duluth  ^S;  Iron 
Range  road  and  the  Rain/  Lake  Im- 
provement company  foreshadow  a  great 
rush  of  people  after  the  spring  break-up. 

Preparations  are  being  made  by  ihe 
railroads  and  steamboat  men  to  lianclle 
the  cro-vds.  Coupon  tickets  will  be  sold 
at  the  Inion  depot  here  good  for  passage 
by  rail  and  boat  to  Ramy  Lake  City, 
Robinson  &  Koern  are  building  a  large 
steamer  at  Crane  lake,  and  it  will  be 
completed  before  May.

The  l-reight  Men  Arranging  Rales  for  the  Com- 
ing Season. 

Tne  .St.  Paul-Duluth  lines  will  meet  in 
the  cfifice  of  General  Freight  Agent 
Clark,  of  the  Omaha,  at  St.  Paul  tomor- 
row, to  again  discuss  lake  and  rail  rales 
for  the  season  of  navigation  about  to 
open.  It  is  hoped  that  at  this  meeting 
an  agreement  will  be  reached.  The 
sense  of  the  freight  men  is  that  better 
rates  than  those  of  last  year  should  be 
established. 

The  time  in  which  this  matter  may  be 
settled  and  in  which  all  joint  arrange- 
ments may  be  completed  is  short.  Some 
freight  men  expect  navigation  to  open 
April  10,  and  they  all  expect  it  by  April 
i^.  A  majority  is  in  favor  of  deferring 
lake  and  rail  transportation  later  than 
this  if  possible,  because  of  the  unfavor- 
able coal  market,  on  which  they  depend 
for  return  shipments.  Chicago,  Milwau- 
kee, Duluth  and  other  cities  are  well 
supplied  with  coal  now. 

A  Chicago  dispatch  says:  All  lines 
have  now  agreed  to  lake  and  rail  rates 
on  grain  and  grain  products  of  15  cents 
per  hundred  from  Chicago  to  New 
York  and  17'j  cents  from  Duluth  to 
New  York.

CHIEF  JACKSON'S  REPORT. 

It  Shows  Losses  During  the  Year  Just  Closed 
of  $350,000. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  fire  commission- 
ers Saturday  afternoon  the  reception  of 
reports  and  the  auditing  and  passing  of 
bills  occupied  the  time  of  that  body. 

Chief  Jackson's  annual  report  for  the 
fire  department  was  read.  It  went  into 
details  and  was  iiuite  lengthy.  During 
the  year  there  were  176  alarms  of  fire 
and  the  department  traveled  913  miles 
and  worked  776  hours  in  responding  to 
them.  The  total  losses  of  the  year  were 
$350,029  and  the  amount  of  insurance  on 
property  attacked  f  1,638,080.  From  78 
of  the  fires  no  loss  was  reported,  from  30 
others  the  loss  was  less  than  $100  and 
from  27  the  loss  was  between  $100  and 
$500.  Only  5  fires  during  the  year  caused 
a  loss  in  excess  of  $30,000. 

The  number  of  men  at  present  in  the 
department  is  73.  The  salary  list  last 
year  was  $67,036  67.  The  cost  of  main- 
taining the  fire  alarm  system  was  $62,- 
091.23.  The  value  of  the  property  of  the 
department,  including  its  houses  and  ap- 
paratus, is  $202,430. 

The  fire  tugs,  the  chief  also  thmks, 
should  be  better  equipped  and  supplied 
with  500  feet  of  hose  this  summer.  More 
hydrants  are  needed  in  the  central  and 
wholesale    districts   of   the   city.     The

tien  Ap.oiy  For  Jobs  and  Weep  When  Denied  a 
Chance  fo  Labor. 

When  Street  Commissioner  Hawkin- 
son  arrived  a.  the  city  tool  house  oppo- 
site the  brewery  this  morning  he  met  an 
experieace  that  was  none  too  pleasant 
for  a  man  that  has  any  heart  at  all.  Over 
100  men  were  there  wailing  for  employ- 
ment on  street  work.  They  were  very 
persistent  and  hung  right  to  the  commis- 
:jioner  in  their  rush  and  anxiety  to  be 
favored  with  a  job.  Their  importunities 
were  very  touching  and  many  \^pt  with 
a  distressing  effect  when  they  found  out 
that  they  could  not  secure  places.  About 
seventy-five  men  are  now  employed  by 
the  city  and  the  street  commissioner 
changes  his  gangs  as  much  as  possible 
so  as  to  divide  up  the  work  and  pass  it 
around  among  those  mo.st  need  v. 

President  Davis,  of  the  board  of  pub- 
lic works  this  morning  said  that  few  peo- 
ple realize  the  destitute  and  almost  des- 
perate condition  in  which  large  numbers 
of  Duluths  most  worthy  laboring  men 
are  in.  He  says  that  it  is  worse  in  many 
instances  than  at  any  previous  time  this 
year  and  that  it  seems  bard  that  no 
means  of  relief  seems  to  be  at  hand.  Mr. 
Davis  says  also  that  if  many  who  are  op- 
posing the  construction  of  the  city  water 
works  tetrninais  could  ard  would  once 
see  that  crowd  of  men  importuning  the 
street  commissioner  for  employment 
much  of  that  cpposition  would  be  greatlv 
weakened.

Washington,  April  3. — A  special  to 
the  Evening  Star  from  Florence,  S.  C  , 
says:  A  bulletin  from  Charleston  says 
that  an  attempt  was  made  to  destroy  the 
dispensary  there  this  morning.  A  bomb 
was  e.xplodcd  in  the  r2.ar  cf  the  building. 
No  di- tails  of  the  result  are  given,  but  the 
statement  that  the  police  arc  guarding 
the  dispensary  indicates  that  the  attempt 
was  unsuccessful. 

The  telejjrams  state  thct  the  office  at 
Darlington  is  in  the  hands  of  the  mili- 
tary, woo  refuse  to  permit  transmis.sion 
of  messages  to  newspapers.  A  simple 
message  to  the  editor  of  the  Charleston 
News  and  Courier,  saying  "the  militaiy 
has  received  a  supply  cf  b'ankets  by  ex- 
press" was  endorsed.  "Ofiice  order  mil- 
itary control,  £:uard  refuses  to  let  it  be 
sent."  Gen.  Richbarg  claims  that  he 
has  no  discretion  in  the  matter  as  he  is 
acting  under  uovernor  Tillman's  orders. 

THE  SITUATION  CRITICAL. 

The  Trouble  in  the  Pennsylvania  Coke  Region 
Growing. 

CoNNELi.sviLLE,  Pa.,  April  3.— The 
situation  in  the  coke  region  is  nov/  at  the 
most  critical  stage.  At  first  it  was 
thought  the  Frick  men  would  remain  at 
work,  but  this  impression  was  dispelled 
today  wh^n  the  men  at  Trotter  came  out. 
The  company  has  made  no  attempt  to 
resume  and  will  probably  not  until  the 
strikers  quit  their  hostile  demonstrations. 

A  crowd  of  strikers  assembled  in  the 
vicinity  early  in  the  day,  and  although 
they  are  peaceable  their  actions  are  such 
as  to  indicate  an  outbreak  the  moment 
the  company  attempts  to  itart  up.  It  is 
said  a  body  of  strikers  intend  to  march 
to  Frick's  Davidson  works  this  afternoon 
and  force  the  men  there  to  stop  work. 
In  the  Sccttdale  district,  all  the  plants 
are  still  in  operation. 

The  feeling  among  the  foreigners 
throughout  the  entire  region  is  very  bit- 
ter. They  are  said  to  be  well  supplied 
with  dynamite,  and  will  not  hesitate  to 
use  it  if  the  occasion  presents  itself.

MRS.  SCHMIDT  CONVICTED. 

A  Wealthy  Woman  Found  Guilty  0!  Murder  in 
Indiana. 

K0K.OMO,  Ind.,  April  3.~The  jury  in 
the  Mrs.  Augusta  Schmidt  murder  trial, 
after  sixty-eight  hours'  deliberation  came 
in  today  with  a  verdict  cf  guilty,  fi.xing 
the  punishment  at  ten  years  imprison- 
rient  in  the  woman's  reformatory  at  In- 
dianapolis. 

Mrs.  Schmidt,  who  is  a  wealthy  Ger- 
man woman  and  the  daughter  of  the  late 
Baroness  Schindling,  of  the  province  of 
Swickua,  Saxony,  quarrelled  with  Oscar 
Walton,  one  cf  her  tenants,  last  October 
and  shot  him  dead,  as  he  stood  in  his 
doorway.  She  was  indicted  for  murder 
in  the  first  degree  and  denied  bail  by  the 
supreme  court  to  which  she  appealed. 

She  is  42  years  of  age,  has  a  husband 
and  three  children  and  recently  came  in 
possession  of  a  fortune  of  $100,000.

European  Powers  Likely  to  Suspend  Military 
Preparations. 

London,  April  3. — A  dispatch  to  the 
Times  from  Vienna  points  out  the  politi- 
cal importance  of  the  czar's  step  in  bring- 
ing about  the  Austro-Russian  commer- 
cial treaty,  saying  that  it  aflfords  substan- 
tial evidence  of  the  pacific  tendency  of 
the  emperor  of  Russia. 

The  correspondent  adds  that  he  has 
ground  for  believing  that  the  commercial 
treaties  will  eventually  be  followed  by  a 
political  entente  leading,  if  not  to  dis-

expressed  desire  for  peace  upon  the  part 
of  the  three  imperial  powers  and  Italy.

Judge  Bradley  does  not  seem  to  relish 
the  testimony  which  Col.  Breckinridge  is 
giving.  The  judge  occupies  a  chair  be- 
side the  witness  box,  but  on  a  raised 
platform  behind  a  ponderous  desk. 

W^henever  Col.  Breckinridge  begins  to 
talk,  the  judge  wheels  his  chair  around 
so  that  the  heavy  upholstered  back  is 
turned  toward  the  witness  box  and  di- 
rects his  gaze  toward  a  far  corner  win- 
dow, reads  legal  documents  or  closes  his 
eyes.  The  same  position  was  assumed 
by  his  honor  soon  after  Col.  Breckin- 
ridge stepped  into  the  box  this  morning, 
after  half  an  hour  had  been  consumed  in 
examining  candidates  for  the  regular 
April  jury  and  excusing  them  until  next 
Monday. 

Mr.  Buttcrworth  at  once  opened  the 
question  of  the  admissibility  of  the  cor- 
respondence alleged  to  have  been  held 
with  Madeline  Pollard  in  1886.  Judge 
Wilson,  in  reply,  assured  the  court  that 
the  evidence  had  not  been  discovered 
until  Sunday  and  asserted  that  he  pro- 
posed to  put  the  witness  on  the  stand  at 
once,  that  Col.  Breckinridge  might  not 
be  taken  by  surprise  dud  that  he  might 
have  ample  time  to  make  explanations.

"And  how  do  you  remember  thai?" 
"I  kept  a  memorandum  Ifook  in  which 
I  noted  the  address." 
"Have  you  the  book?" 
"I  have,"  she  said,    and  the    book  was 
passed  around  for  inspection  of  the  law- 
yers. 

"Feeling  sure  that  sooner  or  later  I 
v/ould  hear  more  of  Miss  Pollard  and  not 
wishing  to  trust  my  memory,  I  made 
that  memorandum,"  she  explained  and, 
continuing,  said:  "He  (Breckinridge) 
brought  me  two  or  three  envelopes  sep- 
arately, then  a  package  of  a  dozen  small 
ones  yellowed  with  age,  and  not  such  en- 
velopes as  a  business  man  would  use. 

"I  now  give  you  notice  if  you  have  that 
letter  to  produce  it,"  said  Mr.  Wilson  to 
the  defense. 

"How  can  I  produce  the  letter  if  I  sent 
it  to  the  plaintiff?"  Col.  Breckinridge 
said  in  reply,  wherer.pon  Mr.  Wilson  re- 
marked in  his  inimitable  way:  "You  and 
I  will  have  a  little  conversation  after  a 
while."

Marshalltown,  Iowa,  April  3.— The 
Weise  murder  trial  has  begun,  and  pre- 
dictions that  it  would  be  a  bitter  legal 
fight  are  already  being  verified.  The 
defense  filed  a  motion  that  the  sheriff 
and  deputies  be  barred  from  acting  as 
officers  or  the  court,  on  the  grounds  of 
being  prejudiced  and  bribed  against  the 
defendant. 

The  sheriff  filed  affidavits,  however, 
denying  all,  but  the  ccurt  has  not  yet 
ruled  on  the  motion.  There  is  intense 
interest  in  the  trial,  probably  a  thousand 
people  being  unable  even  to  obtain 
standing  room  in  court, 

Mrs,  Bennett,  the  defendant,  exhibits 
self  possession  and  composure,  A  jury 
will  probably  not  be  secured  before  to- 
morrow. There  is  a  probability  of  sen- 
sational developments  before  the  end  of 
the  week.

Walker.  Arrested  at  Tower, 
at  Eau  Claire  Today. 

St.  Pail,  April  3.  A  Eau  Claire, 
Wis.,  special  to  the  Dispatch  says:  O. 
R.  Walker,  arresled  at  Tower,  Minn.,  by 
Sheriff  Riley,  of  this  city,  and  lodged  in 
the  county  jail  Sunday  night,  was  ar- 
raigned yesterday  in  court  and  pleaded 
not  guilty  and  secured  an  adjourment. 

Walker  three  weeks  ago  persuaded 
five  Eau  Claire  citizens  that  he  could 
show  them  valuable  pine  land  claims  up 
north,  collected  f.25  from  each  of  them 
and  then  gave  them  the  slip  at  Superior. 

Burned  Itself  Out. 
Lancaster,  Pa.,  April  3.— A  spark 
from  a  locomotive  on  the  Lancaster  & 
Downingtownra  Iroad  set  fire  t  J  tie  forest 
on  the  Welsh  mountains  near  BareviUe, 
last  night.  The  flames  spread  rapidly, 
and  by  morning  several  hundred  acres 
of  timber  were  destroyed.  The  fire 
burned  itself  out,  having  spread  to 
clearings  in  all  directions.  All  attempts 
made  to  stay  its  progress  were  futile. 

Indicted  for  Manslaughter. 

Washin(;ton,  April  3. — The  United 
States  grand  jury  yesterday  returned 
another  indictment  for  manslaughter 
against  Col.  Fred  C.  Ainsworth,  chief  of 
the  records  and  pension  division,  war  de- 
oartraent,  in  the  case  growing  out  of  the 
ford  theater  disaster  of  June  last  when 
over  a  score  of  government  clerks  met 
death. 

Fought  Five  Rounds, 

St.  John,  N,  B.,  April  3— The  fight 
last  night  between  George  Addison  and 
Eddy  Connolly,  for  the  featherweight 
championship  of  Canada,  lasted  five 
rounds,  during  which  time  Addison  was 
hardly  in  it.  In  the  fifth  round  the  fight 
was  awarded  to  Connolly, 


New  York,  April  3.— From  revelry  to 
riot  was  but  a  step  and  a  short  one  at 
that,  at  the  masque  ball  of  the  Carmen- 
cita club  in  Tammany  hnll  at  about  4 
o'clock  this  morning.  There  were  upon 
the  floor  and  in  the  boxes  not  far  from 
1500  persons,  and  though  the  bar  was 
closed  there  was  no  lack  of  intoxicants, 
so  that  when  the  disturbance  began  many 
persons  were  more  or  less  crazed  with 
drink.  Roundsman  Shay  precipitated  the 
trouble  by  undertaking  to  stop  the  per- 
formance that  was  going  on  in  a  box  oc- 
cupied by  Eddie  Hirsch,  keeper  of  a 
Coney  Island  dance  hall,  and  a  party  of 
his  friends. 

The  officer  was  told  to  mind  his  own 
business,  whereupon  he  tried  to  pull 
Hirsch  from  the  box.  Instantly  a  rush 
was  made  for  the  officer.  Other  police- 
men in  the  hall  went  to  Shay's  assist- 
ance. Bottles  and  chairs  were  made  use 
of  by  the  crowd,  clubs  were  swung 
lustily,  and  many  heads  felt  the  force  of 
the  locusts.  In  the  midst  of  the  affray 
the  lights  were  extinguished,  but  the 
struggle  did  not  even  then  abate. 

When  the  lights  were  again  turned  on, 
one  man  was  lying  dead  upon  the  steps 
leading  to  the  street.  His  name  was  Ter- 
ence Gallagher,  aged  33  years,  a  race 
tr3.ck  tough,  whose  residence  was  122 
East  One  Hundred  Twenty-fifth  street. 
Mark  Buckner,  a  Baxter  street  puller-in, 
had  his  head  cracked  and  may  die. 
George  Bernstein,  a  b.irkeeper.  was  bad- 
ly cut  in  the  hand.  The  figtit  lasted  un- 
til a  call  sent  to  the  nearest  police  station 
bad  brought  to  the  hall  a  detail  of  offi- 
cers strong  enough  to  overawe  the  fren- 
zied crowd. 

The  police  say  that  Gallagher's  death 
was  caused  bv  heart  disease.  It  is  al- 
leged that  Roundsman  Shay,  whose 
effort  to  stop  a  skirt  dance  in  Eddie 
Hirsch'sbox  brought  on  the  row,  had 
been  drinking  and  was  in  fact  drunk. 

The  organizer  of  the  Carmencita  club 
is  Edward  A.  Corey,  an  ex-detective  and 
a  former  partner  (of  Billy  McGlory,  of 
"dive"  fame,  Corey  now  has  a  saloon  at 
1 1 5  East  Fourth  street.  The  program 
shows  that  among  the  honorary  mem- 
bers are  the  leaders  of  several  East  Side 
political  clubs.

Looks  Like  a  "Woodchjck." 
A  Washington  dispatch  says  that  Sen- 
ator Washburn  yesterday  introduced  a 
bill  similar  to  that  recently  introduced  in 
the  house  by  Maj.  Baldwin,  givinj?  the 
Altamonte  Water  Power  company  author- 
ity to  dam  the  St.  LouisandCloquet  rivers 
to  furnish  water  and  water  power  to  Du- 
lutb and  other  places.  The  Herald  has 
obtained  a  copy  of  the  bill  as  it  was  in- 
troduced in  the  house  by  Maj.  Baldwin, 
and  finds  it  a  very  peculiar  measure, 
with  every  indication  that  it  contains  a 
large-sized  "woodchuck."  The  title  of 
the  bill  is  misleading:  "A  bill  to  increase 
the  navigability  of  the  St.  Louis  and  C)o- 
quet  rivers,  and  for  other  purposes."  In- 
stead of  increasing  the  navigability  of 
those  rivers  the  plans  of  the  Alta- 
monte as  indicated  in  the  bill  itself 
would  certainly  tend  to  destroy  their 
navigability  by  reducing  the  volume  cf 
water.    Here  is  the  bill  in  full: 

"Whereas  the  Altamonte  W.-ter  com- 
pany, a  corporation  organized  under  the 
laws  of  the  st^te  of  Minnesota,  proposes 
to  erect  certain  dams  in  the  St.  Louis 
and  Cloquet  rivers  in  said  state,  which 
will  increase  the  navigability  of  said 
rivers  and  create  a  reservoir  to  furnish 
water  and  water  power  for  the  city  of 
Dululh  and  other  places,  and  said  com- 
pany has  obtained  the  perrai-ssion  of  the 
secretary  of  war  of  the  United  Stater, 
pursuant  to  the  statutes  in  such  cases 
made  and  provided,  to  erect  said  dams: 
Therefore 

"Be  it  enacted  by  the  senate  and  house 
of  representatives  of  the  United  States 
of  America  in  congress  assembled,  that 
said  Altamonte  Water  company  is  here- 
by authorized  and  empowered  to  take 
and  perpetually  use,  for  the  purooses 
aforesaid,  such  lands  of  the  Fond  du  Lie 
Indian  reservation  in  said  state  of  Min- 
nesota adjacent  to  said  St.  Louis  river 
as  shall  be  overflowed,  and  which  shall 
be  neceis.^.ry  in  the  construction  and 
maintenance  of  said  dams,  or  either  ot 
them,  according  to  the  permission  grant- 
ed by  the  secretary  of  war.  In  case  any 
land  or  lands  now  occupied  by  or  be- 
longing to  any  railroad  company  in  said 
reservation  will  be  overflowed,  such  rail- 
road company  is  hereby  authorized  to 
take  other  lands  in  said  reservation  held 
by  the  United  States  which  shall  be 
necessary  for  a  new  right-of-way  loo  feet 
wide  and  for  depots,  railroad  buildings, 
and  yards  in  lieu  ot  the  lands  of  said 
company  necessary  to  be  taken  or  over- 
flowed by  the  construct-on  of  said  dams. 

"Sec.  2. — That  nothing  herein  shall  be 
construed  to  give  said  Altamonte  Water 
company  any  right  to  take  the  property 
of  any  individual  or  corporation  without 
making  proper  compensation  therefor  or 
without  due  process  ot  law.  And  pro- 
vided further,  that  if  any  land  so  taken 
and  overflowed  shall  have  been  allotted 
to  any  Indian  or  Indians,  the  damages 
for  such  taking  shall  be  determined'  by 
the  secretary  of  the  interior  on  the  peti- 
tion of  said  company,  and  the  amount  of 
such  damages  in  each  case  shall  be  paid 
into  the  treasury  of  the  United  States  by 
said  company  for  the  beneht  of  the  allot- 
tees." 

The  people  of  Duluth  know  nothing  of 
the  Altamonte  Water  company  or  its 
plans.  None  of  the  incorporators  live 
here,  and  the  residents  of  this  city  are 
not  acquainted  with  them.  It  is  rumored 
that  the  promoters  of  this  company  are 
two  or  three  Chicago  men  ;  who  for  cer- 
tain reasons  were  dropped  out  of  the 
Minnesota  Canal  company  and  are  now 
trying  to  start  a  rival  company.  The 
Minnesota  Canal  company  has  been 
steadily  going  ahead  with  its  surveys 
and  is  making  arrangements  for  con- 
struction work,  and  should  have  a  full 
opportunity  ^to  demonstrate  the  feasi- 
bility of  its  scheme.  The  Altamonte 
company  maybe  all  right,  but  the  bill 
published  above  should  never  be  passed 
by  congress. 


The  sixteen  pretty  shop  girls  who 
have  gone  to  Washington  from  Rhode 
Island  to  lobby  against  the  Wilson  bill 
should  be  carefully  chaperoned  or 
"Papa"  Breckinridge  may  get  into  an- 
other scrape. 


Henry  Clews,  the  New  York  banker, 
takes  quite  a  hopeful  view  of  the  near 
future.  He  says  that  evidence  as  yet 
beneath  the  surface  indicates  that,  £o 
soon  as  pending  obstructive  legislation 
is  out  of  the  way  and  business  has  re- 
sumed its  normal  course,  there  will  be  a 
launching  of  new  enterprises  that  will 
give  employment  to  the  large  amount  of 
now  idle  home  capital  and  at  the  same 
time  attract  active  co-operation  from  for- 
eign money  centers.  It  therefore  would 
not  be  surprising  if,  twelve  months 
hence,  we  find  the  United  States  and 
Europe  in  the  midst  of  a  marked  revival 
of  investment  and  speculation. 


The  council  last  night  fixed  the  sal- 
aries of  the  members  of  the  board  of 
public  works  at  $goo  and  JSiooo,  the  latter 
amount  being  for  the  chairman  of  the 
.board,  though  why  he  should  receive 
more  than  the  other  members  ts  not  ap- 
parent. Both  amounts  are  too  large  and 
should  be  promptly  reduced  at  the  next 
meeting  of  the  council.  Perhaps  the 
mayor  may  bring  the  matter  to  a  head 
by  vetoing  last  night's  resolution. 


It  is  estimated  that  the  customs  re- 
turns under  the  senate  tariff  bill  will 
amount  to  $163,361,018.  The  internal 
revenue  part  of  the  bill  will  yield  an  in- 
crease over  the  present  law  of  ?;73,ooo,- 
coo,  of  which  t1|e  income  tax  will  furnish 
>30,ooo.ooo.  the  increase  of  the  spirit  tax 
$20,000,000  and  that  on  playing  cards 
$3,000,000. 


■rflfcVr   ■f^^V.*^' 
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Should  Be  Defeated. 

Laws  p.isscd  in  various  states,  includ- 
ing Minnesota,  to  drive  ticket  scalpers 
out  of  business  having  been  declared  by 
state  courts  to  be  unconstitutional,  the 
railroads  are  now  endeavoring  to  per- 
suade congress  to  pass  a  bill  of  a  simi- 
lar character.  The  bill  has  been  intro- 
duced in  the  senate  where  the  railroads 
have  great  influence  owing  to  many  of 
the  members  of  that  body  being  large 
stockholders  in  railroads  or  otherwise 
interested. 

This  bill  would  outlaw  the  business  of 
the  railway  ticket  broker  and  thus  at- 
tempt to  drive  the  scalpers  out  of  the 
business.  It  provides  that  it  shall  be  un- 
lawful for  anyone  to  sell  railway  tickets 
without  authority  from  tbe  company 
which  issues  the  same.  To  make  the 
prohibition  doubly  sure,  it  is  provided 
that  the  railway  companies  shall  deal 
only  with  their  own  agents.  As  a  pen- 
alty for  the  violation  of  the  proposed 
law  a  fine  of  $5000  is  provided. 

The  Cleveland  Leader  opposes  this 
measure  in  a  vigorous  and  sensible 
article,  declaring  that  it  would  be  an 
outrage  to  pass  such  a  bill.  The  Herald 
agrees  with  the  Leader's  belief  that  the 
measure  would  not  be  constitutional.  A 
railroad  ticket  calling  for  a  ride  over  the 
line  of  the  company  issuing  it,  in  justice 
entitles  the  holder,  whoever  he  may  be, 
to  the  enjoyment  of  the  ride,  which  has 
been  bought  and  paid  for.  That  ticket 
possesses  a  distinct  value,  and  in  every 
sense  it  is  the  property  of  the 
person  who  buys  it.  Why  cannot 
he  sell  it  the  same  as  he  could 
sell  anything  else  to  which  he  holds 
a  clear  title?  What  difference  does  it 
make  to  a  railroad  company,  when  John 
Smith  buys  a  ticket  from  New  York  to 
Chicago,  whether  John  Smith  rides  all 
the  way  from  the  metropolis  in  the  East 
to  the  one  in  the  West,  or  sells  his  ticket 
in  Cleveland  through  a  scalper  to  Tom 
Brown,  and  the  latter  finishes  the  jour- 
ney which  John  began?  Would  John's 
transfer  of  bis  right  in  that  piece  of 
pasteboard  or  slip  ot  paper  tend  to  de- 
crease the  annual  dividend  of  the  rail- 
way corporation? 

Of  course,  says  the  Leader,  if  Mr. 
Smith  wanted  to  come  only  as  far  as 
Cleveland  and  had  no  intention  of  going 
to  Chicago,  it  would  seem  like  injustice 
for  him  to  pay  the  railway  company  $15, 
for  instance,  for  a  ride  of  looo  miles 
from  New  York  to  Chicago  when  he 
wanted  to  take  a  ride  of  only  650  miles, 
for  which  he  would  have  been  charged 
$13.  Then,  after  having  taken  advan- 
tage of  that  form  of  robbery  known  as 
competition,  Mr.  Smith  would  be  a  man 
lacking  in  the  finer  feelings  if  he  sold 
his  ticket  in  Cleveland  for  $5,  reducing 
the  cost  of  his  ride  from  New  York  to 
this  city  to  §10,  and  at  the  same  time  giv- 
ing somebody  else  a  chance  to  get  a 
cheap  ride  from  here  to  Chicago.  That 
isv/hat  hurts  the  railroad  companies  and 
makes  them  anxious  to  take  the  scalps 
of  the  scalpers. 

It  is  hardly  likely,  however,  that  this 
bill  will  pass  congress.  It  is  indefens- 
ible from  every  point  of  view  and  should 
be  defeated.  If  it  became  a  law,  it  would 
be  a  gross  interference  with  a  legitimate 
business,  and  while  The  Herald  does  not 
believe  that  its  Validity  would  be  sus- 
tained by  the  federal  courts  its  effect 
would  be  annoying  and  even  disastrous 
to  the    ticket    brokers   throughout    the 

country.

A  comparison  of  the  figures  contained 
in  the  annual  statement  of  lorty-nine  life 
insurance  companies  doing  business  in 
this  country  with  those  for  1892  shows 
that  life  insurance  suffered  compara- 
tively little  from  the  general  financial 
depression.  The  assets  of  those  com- 
panies in  i8g2  were  $926,741,362,  and  in 
1893,^997,804,138,  again  of  $71,062,776. 
The  surplus  in  1S92  was  $122,757,681  and 
in  1893  $127,760,91.1,  a  gain  of  $5,003,233. 
There  was  insurance  wntten  in  1892, 
$1,272,259,180,  and  in  1893,  $1,387,078,472, 
a  gain  of  $114,819,292.  The  insurance 
in  force  in  1892  was  $4,968,419,447,  and 
in  1893,  ?5.336,i62,853,  a  gain  ot  $367,- 
742,  406.  These  figures  approach  the 
point  of  bewilderment. 


Highest  of  all  in  Leavening  Tower — Latest  U.  S.  Gov't  Rcpoi*^ 
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Building  Inspector  Robinson. 

Mayor  Lewis  made  another  excellent 
appointment  last  night  when  he  nomin- 
ated Building  Inspector  J.  H.  Robinson 
for  another  term.  Mr.  Robinson  has 
occupied  this  position  for  several  years 
m  a  most  creditable  manner.  He  has 
carefully  and  ably  performed  the  duties 
of  building  inspector,  and  the  results  of 
his  labors  are  appreciated  by  everyone 
who  has  a  knowledge  of  the  work  of  his 
department.  The  office  of  building  in- 
spector is  one  of  the  most  important  in 
the  city's  service.  The  duties  are  mani- 
fold, covering  a  wide  range  and  for  the 
most  part  not  perceptible  to  the  general 
public.  This  latter  fact  is  due  to  the 
work  being  largely  ot  a  preventive  char- 
acter. 

The  city  has  been  remarkably  free 
from  building  accidents.  As  a  result  of 
Mr.  Robinson's  careful  inspection  there 
has  not  been  an  accident  to  any  one  of 
the  elevators,  due  to  structural  weakness 
or  defect,  during  his  term  of  office.  The 
duties  of  inspector  of  water  meters,  elec- 
tric meters  and  gas  meters  also  fall  upon 
Mr.  Robinson,  and  by  careful  study  he 
has  perfected  himself  in  this  important 
work.  All  in  all,  Mr.  Robinson  is  the 
proper  man  for  the  place,  and  Mayor 
Lewis  has  actrd  wisely  in  retaining  his 
valuable  services. 


The  Princeton  Union  says:  ''If  some 
enterprising  St.  Paul  reporter  were  to 
delve  into  the  United  States  district  at- 
torney's office  in  that  city  he  might  find 
data  for  a  readable  article  on  how  mil- 
lionaires are  made  in  Minnesota.

ALONG  RAINY   LAKE*. 


Gold  or  No  Gold,  the  Time  Is  Ripe  for  a  Boom 
Movement. 

Whether  or  not  gold  exists  in  paying 
(juantities  in  the  Rainy  lake  district  the 
present  .ittention  given  to  that  region 
and  the  advertising  it  receives  will  result 
in  developing  the  territory  lying  along 
the  Rainy  river,  as  there  must  be  an 
overflow  of  explorers  and  investors  to 
the  countrv  west  of  Rainy  lake,  says  the 
Tower  Budget.  For  several  years  the 
resources  of  the  country  centering  about 
the  mouth  of  the  Big  Fork  have  been  ad- 
vanced by  the  different  writers,  but  the 
country  has  not  received  an  influx  of 
settlement  owing  to  its  inaccessibility. 
It  is  true  that  considerable  lodging  has 
been  done  by  adventurous  lumbermen 
along  the  Big  Fork  and  the  Little-Fork, 
but  in  the  absence  of  both  wagon  roads 
and  railways  there  has  been  no  move- 
ment towards  settling  the  lands. 

But  the  starting  of  a  town  at  Rainy 
lake,  the  opening  of  roads,  the  establish- 
ment of  stage  and  bout  lines,  the  influx 
of  people  to  tl'.e  gold  district,  the  pros- 
pecting for  lands  and  the  extensive  in- 
formation published  regarding  what  has 
been  done  and  what  is  to  be  done  in  the 
mineral  d!.-.trict  is  bound  to  have  an  im- 
mediate effect  in  turning  attention  to  the 
neglected  region  further  west,  and  pos- 
sibly it  may  hasten  the  building  of  a  rail- 
way line  through  that  region  to  Win- 
nipeg. 

This  would  indicate  the  gathering  of  a 
prosperous  and  permanent  settlement 
very  soon  somewhere  along  the  Rainy 
river,  probably  at  the  mouth  of  the  Big 
Fork.  Both  that  river  and  other 
streams  flowing  north  into  the  Rainv 
are  well  timbered  v/iih  v.^luable  pine, 
while  there  is  also  a  considerable  region 
tributary  to  this  point  that  has  an  excel- 
lent soil  for  .'igricultural  purposes.  The 
opportunities  for  farming  and  lumbering 
are  not  uncertainties  like  the  gold  re- 
sourcci  cf  the  Rainy  Lake  territory  and 
they  will  soon  be  taken,  giving  an  open- 
ing for  a  good  supply    town  as  a  cecter. 

In  this  region,  lying  in  the  northern 
part  of  Itasca  county,  there  are  thou- 
sands of  acres  of  government  land  mostly 
unsurveyed,  which  will  be  open  to  entry 
as  soon  as  there  is  a  suitable  demand  for 
it.  It  is  safe  to  predict  that  the  time  is 
now  at  hand  for  a  boom  movement  in 
that  direction.

As  a  result,  those  who  pack  the 
council  chamber  to  see  some  exciting  al- 
dermanic  hair  pulling.  :ire  meeting  with 
disappointment  rijjht  along  these  days. 

Last  evening's  meeting  was  pleasingly 
short  and  correspondingly  tame  and  fea- 
tureless. Kverv  city  father  was  in  his 
ch.ijr  and  a  small  budget  of  business  was 
transacted  with  neatness  and  dispatch. 

After  the  rail  to  order  and  the  appro- 
val of  the  niinutcs  of  the  previous  meet- 
ing, the  v:'.erk  started  the  ball  rolhng  by 
reading  the  mayor's  appointment  of  J. 
H.  Robinson  to  succeed  himself,  the  term 
to  embrace  two  years  dating  from  yester- 
day.    Referred. 

Another  communication  announced 
that  Patrolmen  ODonnell  and  .Sonne- 
berg  had  been  discharged  for  conduct 
unbecoming  an  officer. 

Walter  McLean  was  promoted  to  a 
police  lieuienir.cy.  while  N'els  P.  Nelson 
and  N.  f..  Mohn  were  advanced  to  a 
sergeant's  plac;.  Patrolmen  as  follows 
were  appointed:  1>.  1".  Kimball,  Id. 
lioyie,  Charles  .Mork,  General  Kilgore, 
Knute  Mohn  and  A.  I.  Fiskett.  Joel 
Dwyer  got  his  place  as  telephone  opera- 
tor and  J.  P.  Dykms,  foreman  of  the 
chain  gang,  was  designated  for  a  special 
ofHcer!^  Daniel  Sheridan  was  appointed 
a  special  policeman,  without  pay,  for  the 
wilds  of  Merchant  ^v  VVolcolt's  addition. 
The  Commercial  bank  announced  to 
the  aldermen  that  on  June  i,  it  would  oc- 
cupy uptown  ciuarters  in  the  new  .Mc- 
Donnell block  and  as  a  result  would  like 
t  J  be  designated  as  a  cif  |  Jepcsitory.  The 
usual  terms  and  a  satiifaetory  bond  were 
offered.     Referred. 

Charles  W.  P.itter  joined  the  sma!! 
army  of  applicanis  anxious  to  snap  from 
Tom  Olirien  the  shoes  he  wears  as  city 
hall  engineer  and  janitor. 

D.J.Campbell  informed  the  council  ■ 
that  h'j  IS  a  skilled  stone  andbrick  mason 
and  carpenter,  and  that  he  would  like  to 
secure  a  place  as  inspector  of  stone  and 
wood  work.  Referred  to  board  of  public 
works  on  motion  of  Alderman  Cox. 

The  February  uilis,  of  which  there 
was  a  long  list,  were  read  and  later  on 
allowed. 

building  Inspector  Robinson  reported 
that  for  the  month  of  March  he  issued 
twenty  building  permits  representing  a 
valuation  of  S23,oco. 

Noble  Simpson,  mspector  of  weights 
and  measures,  reported  as  follows  for 
the  past  six  months;  Loads  of  coal 
found  correct,  756;  loads  ot  coal  found 
incorrect,  27;  loads  of  wood  found  to  pos- 
sess full  measure,  12;  loacls  of  wood  with 
short  measure,  t;  number  scales  in- 
spected, 83;  number  of  scales  found  in- 
correct, 14. 

The  committee  on  public  buildings  re- 
ported tbat  there  were  no  available 
funds  for  the  construction  of  the  First 
street  tire  hall.  The  matter  was  re-re- 
ferred tiT  the  board  of  public  works.

referred  to  the  city  attorney  with  instruc- 
tions to  take  such  measures  as  the  law 
provides  to  remedy  the  evil  of  which 
complaint  has  been  made. 

A.  Aibunn  wns  granted  an  auctioneer's 
license  until  May  i. 

A.  T.  McGregor,  after  Alderman  Har- 
wood's  inquiry  "'Who  is  this  A.  T.  Mc- 
Gregor" and  Alderman  Cox's  customary 
biographical  skeich  of  the  gentleman 
under  discussion,  was  confirmed 
;is  a  member  of  the  board  of  hre  com- 
missioners. Mr.  Harwood  said  that  he 
had  been  told  that  Mr.  Mc(  iregor  would 
favor  going  out  of  the  citv  for  a  fire 
chief.  If  'hat  were  a  fact,  he  could  not 
vote  to  confirm  him.  No  response  was 
made  and  Mr.  Harwood  voted  aftirm- 
atively. 

Alderman  Olafson's  resolution  fixing 
the  salaries  of  the  members  of  the  board 
of  public  works  at  $1000  for  the  presi- 
dent and  Sgoo  for  his  two  associates,  was 
passed  v/ithout  discussion  or  dissent. 

The  tf  rm  of  M.  Heissler  as  a  member 
of  the  board  of  health  having  expired, 
Alderman  Cox  moved  that  a  successor 
be  selected.  A  five  minute  recess  was 
taken,  after  which  J.  C.  Helm  was  unani- 
mously elected  for  the  place. 

The  confirmation  of  E.  C.  Little  for 
the  fire '.iDoard,  the  uxing  of  the  city 
clerk's  salary  and  the  question  as  to 
wbst  assistance  shall  be  allowed  him  did 
not  come  up,  but  went  over  for  another 
week. 
The  council  then  adjourned.

The  weather  bureau  report  shows  the 
mean  temperature  for  March  to  have 
been  29  degrees  and  f<ir  that  month  dur- 
ing the  past  twenty-three  years  it  has 
been  2\  degrees.  The  highest  tempera- 
ture was  51  degrees  on  March  3  and  the 
lowest  5  degrees  below  on  March  25. 
Prevailing  winds  were  northeast,  the 
total  movement  5634  miles  and  the  max- 
imum velocity  36  miles  on  March  22. 
The  total  precipitation  was  4-3°  inches 
the  highest  ever  known  in  March  for 
twenty-three  years.  There  were  5 
cloudless  days,' 8  pretty  cloudy  and  18 
cloudy.

FATAL 


The  War  Between  Strikers  and  Workmen 

in  the  Pennsylvania  Coke  Region 

Is  Now  On. 


Andy  Miller,  a  Hungarian,  Was  Mistaken  By 

Rioters  For  a  Workman  and  Horgbly 

Beaten. 


He  Was  Assaulted    and  Beaten  With    Cubs 

and  Stones  Until  Supposed  to  Be 

Dead. 


First  Pitched  Battle  Occurred  This.  Morning 

When   Fifteen  Shots  Were  Fired  - 

Another   Battle  Likely. 


Uniontown,  Pa.,  April  4-  The  war 
between  the  strikers  and  the  workmen  is 
now  on  m  earnest  and  a  number  of  seri- 
ous outbreaks  are  reported.  The  worst 
of  these  was  a  murderous  assault  on 
Andy  Miller,  a  Hungarian,  near  Trotter, 
shortly  before  midnight.  He  was  at- 
tacked by  fifty  rioters  and,  being  taken 
for  a  workman,  was  horribly  beaten  with 
clubs  and  stones.  He  was  released  only 
when  thought  to  be  dead.  He  will  not 
live. 

Trotter  was  the  scene  of  the  wildest 
disorder,  nearly  loco  Hungarians  h.-iv- 
ing  camped  there  for  the  night.  They 
took  possession  of  the  company's 
grounds  and  carried  on  in  a  most  dis- 
graceful manner.  The  Leissinig  and 
Trotter  works  of  the  H.  C.  Frick  com- 
pany have  been  running,  except  when 
forced  out  by  the  rioters. 

Shortly  before  midnight  a  squad  of 
fifty  men  came  across  Andrew  Miller  on 
his  way  from  Meyer  to  the  Trotter.  He 
is  a  striker  from  the  Trotter  works,  but 
lives  at  Meyer,  from  which  place  he  was 
coming  when  attacked.  The  strikers 
tock  him  for  a  workman,  and  without 
asking  any'questions  assaulted  him  and 
beat  him  into  insensibility  with  clubs  and 
stones. 

The  mob  that  camped  at  Trotter 
moved  to  New  Haven  where  they  were 
joined  by  strikers  from  the  southern  end 
of  the  region.  They  number  nearly  2000 
men  and  all  are  armed  with  guns,  iron 
bars,  picks  and  shovels.  This  afternoon 
they  started  rorthward  for  the  purpose 
of  visiting  all  the  works  beween  Con- 
nellsville  and  Mount  Pleasant,  where  the 
strike  has  never  been  recognizird. 

In  this  section  there  are  about  4000 
men  at  work  under  the  protection  of 
armed  deputies,  and  it  forms  the  wedge 
between  the  extreme  southern  and  north- 
ern end  of  the  coke  field.  If  the  strikers 
do  not  succeed  in  driving  the  men  from 
these  planti  the  movement  will  be  lo-t. 
They  will  force  the  men  out  at  the  point 
of  guns  rather  than  see  them  work.  The 
southern  end  of  the  region  was  the  scene 
of  numerous  raids  today,  but  no  lives 
were  lost. 

About  300  men  at  works  north  of  here 
marched  to  the  Leith  and  Brownfield 
works  of  the  Frick  company,  to  the  Fair- 
chance  works  of  the  Fairchance  Furnace 
company  and  drove  the  men  from  the 
yaris.  Very  little  resistance  was  offered 
;ind  now  all  the  plants  south  of  Connells- 
ville  are  shut  down. 

The  men  were  found  going  to  work 
but  returned  without  makin«j  a  fight. 
The  workmen  at  the  Mount  Braddock 
works  of  the  W.  J.  Rainey  company  were 
driven  from  the  yards  today  by  rioters 
and  the  plant  is  now  shut  down  as  are 
a.l  the  plants  of  the  Rainey  company. 
A  delegation  of  rioters  also  visited  the 
Wheeler  and  Morrell  works  of  the  Mc- 
Clure  company  and  compelled  the  men 
working  to  lay  down  their  tools  and  va- 
cate the  ground;;. 

It  was  later  developed  that  the  women 
from  the  Leissinigs  took  a  hand  in  the 
beating  of  Andy  Miller  last  night,  and 
the  news  has  just  reached  here  that  a 
workman  from  the  Painter  plant  of  the 
McClure  company  was  assaulted  by  the 
wives  of  the  strikers  last  night  and 
clubbed  into  insensibility.  He  was  car- 
ried home  and  has  not  been  able  to  move 
himself  since. 

The  Mayfield  and  Donnelly  plants  of 
the  McClure  Coke  company  on  the  Mt. 
Pleasant  branch,  were  the  scene  of  the 
first  pitched  battle  about  10:30  today. 
The  rioters  had  assembled  in  large  num- 
bers and  were  parading  about  the-  works 
with  colors  flying.  The  men  were  work- 
ing both  on  the  >ards  and  in  the  pit,  and 
the  strikers  asked  them  to  come  out.  No 
response  was  given. 

Superintendent  Boyle  and  fifteen 
armed  deputies  were  in  charge  of  the 
works  and  warned  the  strikers  not  to 
trespass.  The  rioters  paid  no  attention 
to  it  and  made  a  rush  on  the  works.  The 
first  move  called  forth  a  volley  of  shot 
from  the  guards  and  one  Hungarian  fell 
mortally  wounded.  The  invaders  turned 
and  fled,  carrying  their  wounded  com- 
panion with  them  and  leaving  the  plants 
in^operation.  About  fifteen  shots  were 
fired. 

It  is  said  some  were  fired  by  the  strik- 
ers, but  thev  deny  it  and  say  it  was  an 
unprovoked  assault  upon  them  by  the 
guards.    The  rioters    returned    to    their 


place  (if  icade.vous  and  are  rapidly 
m.-»ssing  men  for  another  attack.  The 
greatest  excitement  prevails  and  a 
pitched  battle  of  greater  magnitude  and 
with  more  serious  results  is  expected. 

The  McClure  company  is  determined 
and  Superintendent  Brennau  has  tele- 
graphed Sheriff  Wilhem  here  to  send 
on  the  next  train  fiUy  armed  deputies 
with  all  the  ammunition  available.  The 
.sheriff  is  now  swearing  the  deputies  and 
they  will  go  at  once  to  the  scene  of  the 
conflict.  Sheriff  McCann,  of  Westmore- 
land, was  also  telegraphed  and  arrived 
on  the  grounds  at  noon  with  a  posse  of 
deputies. 

As  soon  as  the  deputies  from  here  ar- 
rive thev  will  be  stationed  at  the  three 
works.  Painter,  Donnelly  and  Mayfield, 
and  any  attempt  on  the  part  of  the  strik- 
ers to  interfere  with  the  plants  or  intimi- 
date the  workmen  will  result  in  a  battle, 
and  the  deputies  have  been  instructed  to 
shoot  to  kill.  The  coke  region  is  now  in 
a  more  critical  condition  than  at  any  time 
since  the  famous  riots  of  i8()i,  when  so 
many  depredations  and  so  much  shoot- 
ing was  done. 

The  scene  of  the  contlict  has  been 
transferred  to  the  northern  end  of  the 
region,  where  the  workmen  insist  on  re- 
maining true  to  their  employers,  and  all 
battles  will  be  in  that  section  hereafter. 
Tomorrow  morning  an  immense  mass 
meeting  will  assemble  south  of  Union- 
town  and  march  from  one  end  of  the  re- 
gion to  the  other  for  the  purpose  of  forc- 
ing a  suspension  everywhere.  They  wijl 
disband  at  Scottdale  at  the  extreme 
north  end. 

Later— I.  H.  Paddock,  chief  engineer 
of  the  H.  C.  Frick  company,  was  killed 
at  Davidson,  by  a  mob  of  strikers,  at  3 
o'clock  this  afternoon.  The  mob,  which 
numbered  several  hundred,  marched  on 
the  works  and  demanded  that  the  men 
come  out. 

Upon  their  refusal,  an  assault  was 
made,  during  which  a  large  stone  was 
thrown  at  Paddock,  striking  him  on  the 
head  and  killing  him  instantly.  The 
mob  was  then  repulsed  and  marched 
away.

,    THE  INDIAN  APPROPRIAIION. 


Legislation  to  Keep  Squaw  Men  Of!  the  Reser- 
vations. 
Wasiunoton,  .A-pril  4.— Material  pro- 
gress has  been  made  by  the  Indian 
affairs  sub-committce  in  the  preparation 
of  the  annual  Indian    appropri.ation  bill, 

though  several  more  meetings  will  he 
necassary  to  complete  it.  Some  radical 
changes,  particularly  in  the  reduction  of 
the  expenses  for  administering  the  affairs 
of  the  bureau,  have  been  urged.  One  of 
them  is  to  abolish  the  offices  of  the  five 
Indian  inspectors  who  receive  S3000  per 
annum. 

Amendments  are  proposed  prohibiting 
on  Indian  reservations  under  charge  of 
the  government  the  plurality  of  Indian 
wives,  or  Indian  plural  coh:ibitation  as 
man  and  wife;  providing  that  no  white 
man  marrying  an  Indian  woman  shall 
be  permitted  to  residi>  with  said  wife  on 
an  Indian  reservation  under  the  charge 
of  the  government,  or  to  re- 
side upon  a  reservation  and  co- 
habit with  an  Indian  woman; 
proposing  that  the  school  term  of  Indian 
children  at  reservation  schools  shall  not 
exceed  five  years,  and  at  the  national  in- 
dustrial and  training  schools  or  at  con- 
tract schools  four  years,  and  that  where 
possible  all  national  Indian  schools  shall 
embrace  industrial  education,  and  pro- 
posing that  hereafter  Indian  pupils  shall 
not  be  received  at  any  national,  indus- 
trial or  contract  schools  from  the  six 
nations  of  New  York  and  the  five  civil- 
ized tribes,  unless  tuition  and  support  is 
paid  by  the  Indians. 

An  amendment  is  also  pending  for  the 
abolishment  of  the  Indian  agencies  at 
New  York,  Pueblo  and  Jicaritla  reserva- 
tions, N.  M.;  Mission  Tule  river  reserva- 
tion, Ca!a.;  Sac  and  Fox,  Iowa;  Ncz 
Perces,  Idaho;  Siletz,  Ore.;  Neah  Bay, 
Colville,  Puyallup,  Tulalip  and  Yakima, 
Wash.;  Green  Bav,  Wis.;  La  Pointe 
Minn.;  Round  \alley  and  Hoopa 
Valley,  Cala.;  Umatilla,  Warm  Sprintrs 
and  Grand  Ronde,  Ore.;  Sisseton,  S.  D.; 
Quappawa,  I.  T.;  Osage,  O.  T.;  Omaha, 
Winnebago  and  Santee  agencies,  Neb.; 
Poiawatomie  and  Great  Nemeha,  Kan- 
sas, and  White  Karth,  Minn. 

One  of  the  crying  needs  of  the  Indian 
service  is  said  to  be  a  general  law  relat- 
ing to  right-of-way  for  ditch  companies 
across  Indian  reservations.  The  Indian 
lands  should,  it  is  asserted,  be  given  free 
water  forever  for  the  privilege.  An 
amendment  bavin?  this  object  in  view 
will  be  offered  to  the  bill. 

An  attempt  will  probably  be  made  to 
incorporate  in  the  bill  a  clause  enabling 
the  secretary  of  the  interior  or  commis- 
sioner of  Indian  affairs  to  pay  taxes  upon 
allotted  lands,  which  under  the  law  are 
exempt  from  taxation  for  twenty-five 
years. 

The  Brazilian  Refugees. 

Lisbon,  April  4. — The  steamship  An- 
gola, commanded  by  Capt.  Andrade, 
with  a  detachment  of  Marine  infantry  on 
board  to  act  as  police,  has  left  this  port 
for  Buenos  Ayres,  where  the  vessel  will 
embark  the  Brazilian  refugees  who  are 
now  on  board  the  Portuguese  warships 
at  that  port.  The  Angola  will  come 
straight  back  to  Portugal  and  will  not 
touch  at  any  Brazilian  port.

Col.  Breckinridge  Being  Sizzled  on  the  Grid- 
iron of  Cross-examination  By  Judge 
Jere  Wilson. 


Denies  That  He  Ever    Made    Protestations 
of  Love  to  Madeline  But  Only 
■  Talked  Kindly. 


Never  Under   Any   Circumstances    Did   He 

Make  a   Proposal  of  Marriage  to 

the  Plaintiff. 


He    Deceived    Mrs.    Blackburn    But    Says 

it  Was  Part  of  an  Arrangement 

With  Madeline. 


CUT  THIS  OUT. 


Washington,  April  4.- -Col.  Breckin- 
ridge looked  extremely  pale  when  he 
stepped  to  the  witness  stand  this  morn- 
ing. The  first  question  which  Judge 
Wilson  asked  him  was  whether  he  had 
ever  been  in  Goldsborough,  to  which  he 
replied  that  be  bad  been  in  the  little 
hamlet  once  to  make  a  speech  at  a  bar- 
becue, which  he  thought  was  in  1886  or 
;888.  He  did  not  remember  the  colored 
woman  who  opened  the  door  at  iSrq  H 
street  the  day  after  he  took  luncheon 
there  in  April  (as  heretofore  testifit:d  to). 
nor  having  complimented  her  on  the 
luncheon. 

"Did  not  you  say  to  her  that  when  you 
and  Madeline  went  to  keeping  house,  you 
wanted  her  to  come  and  cook  for  you?" 

"That  is  entirely  fanciful.  I  never 
said  anything  of  the  sort  to  any  colored 
woman." 

"Did  she  not  say  that  she  had  been  in 
service  in  that  family  a  long  time  and 
did  not  want  to  leave? " 

"No  such  conversation  could  have  oc- 
curred." 

Referring  to  the  colonel's  statement 
that  be  had  made-  no  protestations  of 
love  to  Miss  Pollard  on  the  occasion  of 
that"  momentous  carriage  ride,  when 
seduction  is  alleged  to  have  occurred, 
Mr.  Wilson  asked  him  when  he  had  first 
began  to  talk  to  her  affectionately. 

"1  never  did  make  protestations  of 
love.  I  talked  to  her  kindly,  encourag- 
ingly, when  she  was  depressed,  endeav- 
ored to  get  her  to  do  something  to  make 
a  place  in  the  world  for  herself.  I  spoke 
solicitously  to  her,  particularly  when  I 
I  first  learned  that  she  was  pregnant  by 
me,  ha<ring  the  interest  in  her  which  a 
man  might  fora  young  unmarried  woman 
who  had  such  circumstances  in  her  life, 
for  which  he  felt  that  he  was  in  a  mea- 
sure responsible,  since  their  lives  had 
become  interwoven." 

"There  were  no  expressions  of  affec- 
tion?' 

"There  were  expressions  of  affection- 
ate interest,  but  not  such  as  could  be 
construed  into  an  intimation  that  our  re- 
lations could  be  on  a  different  basis  than 
thev  were." 

"Then  it  was  sort  of  business  interest 
for  her  welfare?" 

"Expressions  of  kindly  interest." 

"Were  there  expressions  which  might 
be  understood  by  her  10  be  expressions 
of  love?" 

Col.  Breckinridge  wished  to  draw  the 
distinction  carefully  between  expres- 
sions and  demonstrations.  He  said  there 
was  nothing  but  a  perfect  understanding 
on  their  part  of  their  relations,  that  they 
went  to  houses  of  a  certain  character  for 
a  certain  well  understood  purpose.  They 
stayed  there  such  a  time  as  their  plea- 
sures or  necessities  demanded.  "I  took 
her  in  my  arms  and  kissed  her.  These 
were  all  accompaniments  of  such  a  rela- 
tion, which  was  carried  out  not  coldly  or 
brutally." 

"There  were  no  expressions  of  love  on 
her  part? " 

"1  could  not  say  that.  She  was  at 
times  very  demonstrative,  at  times  other- 
wise." 

"Your  relations  were  those  of  lust 
rather  than  love? " 

"I  would  not  say  tiat,  for  we  met  often 
at  times  when  physical  intercourse  was 
impossible.  She  was  a  young  woman  of 
considerable  talents,  sprightly  and  inter- 
esting." 

Again  Mr.  Wilson  led  the  colonel  to 
repeat  the  destinction  he  drew  between 
the  injury  to  the  young  man  and  the  de- 
struction of  a  young  woman  from  illicit 
relations. 

"And  do  you  think,"  he  asked,  "that  a 
man  is  under  obligations  to  prevent  the 
destruction  of  a  young  woman? ' 

"Most  assuredly  I  do,  and  if  he  does 
not  he  should  be  punished.  I  have  had 
my  punishment  and  am  trying  to  take  it 
without  complaint." 

Mr.  Wilson  asked  when  the  subject  of 
marriage  had  been  first  mentioned  be- 
tween them,  to  which  the  colonel  replied 
that  it  was  in  September,  1892,  when  she 
first  spoke  of  going  to  Berlin.  He  had 
told  her  that  for  many  reasons,  among 
them  the  disparity  in  their  ages,  that 
since  he  knew  what  he  did  of  her  re- 
lations to  Rhodes,  and  that  as  she  had 
t)led  him  three  years  and  thrown  him 
away  like  a  sucked  orange,  marriage 
between  them  was  impossible. 

"You  had  a  contract  as  binding  as  hers 
to  Rhodes?" 

"Much  more  binding"  replied  the  colo- 
nel, referring  his  to  marriage. 

Then  Mr.  Wilson  got  his  affirmative 
answers  to  the  questions  that  Miss  Pol- 
lard had  associated  with  the  best  fami- 
lies of  Kentucky  in  the  city,  had  lived  in 
bouses  of  the  highest  respectability  and 
was  a  brilliant  young  woman. 

"Your  relations  were  carefully  con- 
cealed," asked  the  attorney,  "so  that 
there  were  no  impediments  in  that  direc- 
tion?" 

"We  had  endeavored  to  conceal  them, 
but  they  were  known  to  several  people." 

"There  was  never  from  you  any  pro- 
posal of  marriage?" 

"Never  under  any  circumstances," 
most  emphatically. 

"Then  it  was  understood  that  you  were 
to  carry  out  the  semblance  of  a  marriage 
contract  which  you  both  understood  was 
never  to  be  fulfilled?" 

"There  was  the  semblance  of  a  con- 
tract to  be  carried  out  before  only  one 


living  person,  and  thai  person  is  Mrs. 
(Governor  Blackburn." 

After  more  fencing  the  colonel  stated 
that  the  contract  befott  Mrs.  Blackburn 
had  been  made  to  enab.e  Miss  Pollacdto 
die  out  of  his  life  and  $<  parate  from  Mrs. 
Blackburn.  "And  wit  1  a  view  to  enab- 
ling her  to  die  out  of  your  life  and  Mrs. 
Blackburn's,  you  took  her  to  Mrs.  Black- 
burn and  said  you  would  place  her  i^der 
Mrs.  Blackburn's  care? ' 

"I  did  not.  My  reccllection  and  the 
recollection  of  Mrs.  Blackburn  upon  that 
point  differ  as  to  the  meaning  of  my 
words." 

"And  you  went  to  see  Mrs.  Blackburn 
again  at  once?" 

"I  went  to  see  her  se/eral  times  after- 
wards." 

"And  you  caressed  the  plaintiff  in  her 
presence  as  a  part  of  that  deception?" 

"I  did  not  caress  the  plaintiff.  I  will 
explain  that." 

"But  what  passed  t  acre  was  for  the 
purpose  of  carrying  ou'  the  deception?" 

"Undoubtedly." 

In  further  cross  exanr.ination  Mr.  Wil- 
son brought  out  the  fa  :t  that  in  filling 
<Sut  the  certificate  of  narriage  of  Mrs. 
Wing  to  Col.  Breckinridge,  it  was  made 
io|ipp;ar  that  the  marriage  was  the  colon- 
Col's,  second  whereas  it  was  really  his 
third;  that  he  bad  asked  Dr.  Paxton  not 
to  make  that  marriage  public,  and  that 
after  his  marriage  with  Mrs  Wing  he 
stopped  with  her  at  a  hatel  in  New  York, 
registering  as  William  Z.  Campbell  and 
wife.

Then  Mrs.  Black- 
burn's testimony  was  read,  and  Mr.  Wil- 
son asked  him  it  it  had  occurred,  to 
which  the  colonel  replied  that  she  had 
recollected  it  differently  from  the  way  he 
had  said  it,  that  she  had  construed  his 
expressions  of  gratitude  for  what  she  had 
done  in  the  past  into  requests  for  her 
protection  in  the  future. 

"Do  you  deny,"  asked  Mr.  Wilson,

Washington.  April  4— The  Bering 
sea  bill  will  be  slipped  through  the  house 
without  the  usual  delays  incident  to  leg- 
islation. Secretary  Gresham  was  before 
the  house  committee  on  foreign  affairs 
yesterday  to  urge  the  desirability  of 
speedy  action.  The  senate  had  just 
passed  the  bill  presented  by  Mr.  Morgan 
and  in  the  opmion  of  the  secretary  this 
bill  covered  the  case  and  time  could  be 
saved  by  its  immediate  adoption  by  the 
house.  The  house  committee  thereupon 
voted  unanimously  to  report  the  senate 
bill. 

Chairman  McCreary  then  arranged  to 
get  the  bill  before  the  house  at  the  ear- 
liest moment  possible.  Speaker  Crisp 
was  ready  to  recognize  Mr.  McCreary 
on  the  bill  as  soon  as  the  pending  elec- 
tion case  was  out  of  the  way.  It  was 
also  arranged  with  Representative  Bland 
that  his  move  to  pass  the  seigniorage  bill 
over  the  veto  would  give  way  long  enough 
to  pass  the  Bering  sea  bill. 

This  appears  to  make  the  speedy  pas- 
sage of  the  bill  certain,  yet  Mr.  Mc- 
Creary fears  the  unanimous  consent  of 
the  house  necessary  for  advancing  the 
bill  may  not  be  secured.  In  that  event 
he  is  prepared  to  secure  a  special  rule 
from  the  rules  committee  making  the 
Bering  sea  rule  the  immediate  order  of 
business. 

Secretary  Gresham's  talk  with  the 
committee  did  not  indicate  any  uneasi- 
ness as  to  the  satisfactory  close  of  the 
negotiations  with  Great  Britain.  He 
looked  upon  it  as  desirable,  however, 
that  this  country  should  fuUv  execute 
the  award  of  the  Paris  court  of  arbitra- 
tion, as  it  could  then  be  better  able  to 
insist  that  the  other  party  to  the  arbitra- 
tion should  fully  live  up  to  the  award.

"I  took  the  victim  and  his  whole  fam- 
ily in  a  victoria,  filled  up  his  overcoat 
with  perfectos  and  the  children  full  of 
candy,  and  when  we  got  out  there  I 
found  a  $.5,000  house  and  barn  on  the  lot 
and  a  nice  middle  aged  man  living  there 
with  a  pair  of  twins  that  had  grown  on 
the  place. 

"The  owner  had  got  tired  and  sold  the 
place  himself  last  winter.  If  you  hear 
of  a  man  who  wants  a  good  faithful 
hand  to  carry  liver  and  things  to  a  tame 
bear,  I  would  like  to  accept  a  portfolio  of 
that  kind." 

He  then  went  swiftly  down  the  frozen 
road  to  where  his  team  was  tied,  mean- 
time kicking  debris  from  his  p.ath  as  he 
went.  Real  estate  men  generally  are 
adding  insurance,  pensions  and  the  set- 
ting and  filing  of  saws  this  winter  to 
their  other  work.

Some  of  the  one  plunk  houses  have  no 
bell,  and  so  you  find  when  your  eyes  are 
full  of  .soap  that  you  must  wipe  your 
face  and  hands  on  the  curLatns.  and  noth- 
ing makes  me  more  impatient  than  to 
suffer  with  the  keen,  cutting  pain  of  a 
pair  of  soapy  eyeballs  while  I  grope 
for  the  queen  holland  shade,  only  per- 
haps to  have  it  scoot  swiftly  to  the  top 
of  the  window,  while  a  bevy  of  school- 
girls in  the  street  below  laugh  "hal  ha!" 
and  e.xclaim,  "That's  him!" 

This  class  of  hotel  is  often  found  in 
college  towns.  Why  a  poor  hotel  should 
go  with  good  educational  facilities  I  do 
not  know,  but  it  is  so  in  many  cases. 

'•I  had  a  queer  exi)erience  on  the  road 
along  this  line  throe  yours  ago,"  said  a 
plaasaut  voiced  man  to  me  yesterday.

Since  the  resignation  of  the  rector,  the 
otticers  of  the  Episcopal  church  have 
concluded  to  close  the  doors  of  the 
sanctuary  and  for  a  time,  at  least,  dis- 
pense with  the  services  of  a  stated 
clergyman.  It  is  expected  that  Ur. Ryan, 
of  St.  Paul's  church,  will  till  the  pulpit 
at  odd  times  and  keep  together  the  spirit 
of  organi.:ation  among  the  members. 

The  strmgent  times  are  having  a 
marked  effect  upon  West  Duluth 
churches  three  of  them  at  least  bemg 
shepherdless  at  the  present  time  and 
others  finding  it  almost  impossible  to 
meet  the  requirements  of  a  pastor's 
salary. 

"In  proportion  to  the  number  of  wor- 
shipers the  town  evidently  has  too  many 
churches"  s.aid  a  venerable  Christian  in 
speaking  of  the  matter,  "and  it  is  a  pity 
that  some  ot  them  could  not  lay  aside 
bigoted  dogma  and  get  down  on  their 
knees  together  at  the  same  altar.  The 
boom  in  church  building  which  struck 
West  Duluth  simultaneously  with  tiie 
re.ll  estate  flurry  has  done  more  spiritual 
injury  than  good  and  filled  the  town  with 
a  burdensome  number  ot  weak  churches, 
none  of  them  with  vigor  enough  to  com- 
mand aijy  appreciable  influence  in  the 
community.

An  Important   Measure  That  is   Now  Before 
Congress. 

Washington,  April  4.— A  bill  intro- 
duced in  the  house  by  Mr.  Wolverton,  of 
Pennsylvania,  abolishes  the  office  of 
United  States  circuit  court  commissioner 
and  repeals  all  laws  authorizing  appoint- 
ments thereto. 

The  attorney  general  is  authorized  to 
divide  the  states  and  territories  into  so 
many  commissioners  districts  as  he  may 
deem  necessary  to  sticure  the  speedy  and 
economical  administration  of  the  laws, 
and  to  change  the  boundaries  of  such 
districts  or  create  new  districts  wlien  in 
his  opinion  the  proper  .idministration  of 
justice  may  require  it. 

The  president  is  authorized  to  appoint 
on  the  nomination  of  the  attorney  gener- 
al, a  sufficient  number  of  commissioners 
in  these  districts  lo  insure  speedy  and 
convenient  hearings  and  trials  of  all 
persons  charged  with  offenses. 

They  are  to  bold  their  office  for  a  term 
of  four  years  unless  sooner  removed, 
and  the  attorney  general  is  authorized 
to  remove  such  commissioners  when 
the  proper  administration  of  the  laws 
in  his  opinion  require  it.  The  com- 
missioners have  the  same  jurisdiction 
in  their  districts  as  now  conferred  on 
United  States  circuit  court  commission- 
ers, and  are  authorized  to  try  with  a  jury 
of  six  all  ofifenses  punishable  with  fine  or 
simple  imprisonment,  and  on  conviction 
or  a  plea  of  guilty  to  sentence  the  de- 
fendant with  the  same  effect  as  if  the 
defendant  tad  been  convicted  in  the 
United  States  district  court.  They  are 
not  allowed  to  retain  out  of  their  fees  ^s 
compensation  more  than  $2500  per  year, 
and  stringent  provisions  are  made  as  to 
fees  and  returns. 

"It  is  believed,"  said  Mr.  Wolverton, 
"that  this  bill,  if  it  becomes  a  law,  will  f  o 
far  towards  correcting  the  abuses  which 
prevail  m  many  states  by  which  large 
fees  are  m-ide  for  circuit  court  commis- 
sioners and  marshals.  They  have  juris- 
diction only  within  their  districts  and  the. 
deputy  marshal  will  be  deprived  of  the 
opportunity  of  arresting  a  person  in  one 
part  of  the  state  and  dragging  him  the 
whole  length  of  the  state  for  hearing  be- 
fore a  particular  commissioner.

to  the  Interstate  Construction  company, 
of  New  Yopk.

THE  MINNEAPOLIS  GONE  DOWN. 

A  Propel'er  Sunk  In    Two    Fathoms  of  Water 
This  Morning. 

Mackinaw,  Mich.,  April  4.— The  pro- 
peller  Minneapolis  went  down  off  Mc- 
Gulpin's  Point  at  3:30  ^bis  morning  in 
two  fathoms  of  water.  Capt.  Bogard 
and  the  crew  ot  fifteen  men  reached 
shore  in  safety. 

The  Minneapolis  was  a  Wdoden  pro- 
peller of  1072  tons,  owned  by  A.  A. 
Parker,  of  Detroit.  She  was  A2.  was 
valued  at  §50,000  and  insured  for  $43.750' 
When  the  disaster  occurred  she  was  on 
her  way  from  Chicago  to  Buffalo  laden 
with  48,000  bushels  of  grain. 

It  is  supposed  that  the  heavy  gale  that 
was  blowing  from  the  southwest  swung  a 
mass  of  ice  against  her  side,  staving  a 
hole  large  enough  to  sink  her. 

The  steamer  State  of  Michigan,  of  the 
Grummond  line,  went  on  a  reef  twenty 
miles  north  of  Alpena  last  night.  Tugs 
have  gone  from  here  to  pull  her  off,  and 
as  she  lies  in  still  water  it  is  thought  she 
will  not  be  badly  damaged. 

The  loss  of  the  Minneapolis,  following 
closely  after  the  loss  of  thj  Barnum  yes- 
terday, will  stop  the  going  of  the  grain 
fleet  and  no  more  boats  will  leave  Chica- 
go for  the   present. 

The  Parker  and  Millen  fleet  from  Chi- 
cago included  eight  boats  in  all,  four 
steamers  and  four  tow  barges.  They 
sailed  together  Sunday  afternoon.  The 
Minneapolis  and  San  Deigo  were  the 
last  of  the  bunch  to  reach  the  straits, 
All  the  others  are  well  down  Lake 
Huron. 

The  loss  of  $53,000  en  two  grain  car- 
goes in  two  days  has  made  a  big  hole  in 
the  premiums  of  the  underwriters  who 
carried  the  grain  in  the  winter  fleet.

Poorly  Off  for  Leaders. 
The  consternation  into  which  the  Dem- 
ocrats of  the  house  were  thrown  by  the 
appointment  of  Speaker  Crisp  to  a  seat 
in  the  senate  shows  how  poorly  off  *hey 
are  for  leaders.  It  shows  also  how  ill- 
prepared  they  are  for  any  emergency. 
Mr.  Crisp's  going  out  of  the  speaker- 
ship would  undoubtedly  have  been  a 
great  catastrophe  to  them  at  this  time. 
The  appointment  came  on  the  very  day 
when  their  helplessness  had  been  em- 
phasized by  the  speaker's  having  to  take 
the  floor  for  the  second  time  during  the 
session  to  do  battle  with  Reed,  before 
whose  lance  there  appeared  none  able  to 
stand. 

If  the  thing  had  been  designed  to  mag- 
nify Crisp,  it  could   not    have  happened 
more  opportunely,  and  there  has  been  no 
time  since  his  election  for  the  first  time 
to  the  speakership  when  his  quitting  the 
office  would  have  been  more  productive 
of  disorder.    With  the  president's  veto 
still  ringing  in  their  ears  the  Democrats, 
it  they  had  been  called    upon  to    elect  a 
speaker,  would  have  at  once  got  into  one 
of  the  worst  rows  that  can  be    imagined. 
The  very  possibility  of  the  thing  brought 
a  flash  into  the  eyes  of  the    angry  silver 
men,  who    began    to    see    visions  of  re 
venge,  and  at  once  the    lines    began    to 
form  for  a  fight   against  the  administra- 
tion. 

In  the  present  temper  of  the  house 
there  is  little  doubt  that  whatever  would 
most  affront  the  administration  would  be 
done  on  such  an  opportunity  being  of- 
fered. Speaker  Crisp  is  a  silver  man, 
but  if  he  had  retired  no  ordinary  silver 
man  would  have  sufficed  to  succeed  him. 
The  opinion  is  freely  expressed  (by  those 
who  are  thankful  for  the  es- 
cape) that  even  Bland  might  havt 
been  elected  if  he  sought  the  place.  The 
most  general  opinion  is  that  Hatch,  of 
Missouri,  who  is  almost  as  persistent 
and,  if  possible,  more  aggressive  and 
vigorous  than  Bland,  would  have  been 
the  candidate  of  the  silver  men  and 
would  easily  have  defeated  in  caucus 
any  conservative  candidate  who  could 
have  been  put  up  against  him.  Had 
such  a  thing  happened  the  counting  of  a 
quorum,  which  Mr.  Reed  is  trying  to 
bring  about,  would  have  been' one  of  the 
first  events  of  the  new  regime.  Hatch  is 
a  believer  in  radical  measures  and  radi- 
cal methods. 

Mr.  Crisp  is  making  a  great  personal 
sacrifice  in  declining  the  senatorship. 
The  declination  carries  with  it,  not  only 
the  short,  but  also  the  long  term,  since 
all  factions  tendered  their  support  to 
him.  It  is  known  that  for  some  time  his 
ambition  has  been  to  go  to  the  senate  at 
some  future  time,  and  he  would  not  have 
hesitated  a  minute  about  accettng  tie 
position  now  if  he  had  not  felt  the  obli- 
gation to  see  this  congress  through.  The 
prospect  of  a  Republican  house  during 
the  next  congress  did  not  lessen  his  de- 
sire to  go  to  the  senate.  It  is  regarded 
as  altogether  probable  that  the  tables 
will  be  turned  in  the  next  congress  aad 
that  Mr.  Crisp  may.  as  the  leader  of  the 
minority,  receive  from  Mr.  Reed  some 
of  the  discipline  that  he  is  now  adminis- 
tering to  the  Maine  leader. 


A  Demagogue  Seated. 
After  a  wrangle  lasting  several  days 
and  repeated  unsuccessful  attempts  to 
secure  a  (juorum,  the  house  yesterday 
decided  the  O'Neill-Joy  election  contest 
by  deciding  to  scat  Mr.  O'Neill  in  the 
place  of  the  sitting  member,  Mr.  Joy.  It 
is  creditable  to  many  of  the  Democrats 
that  they  did  not  vote  for  this  outrage, 
which  defeats  the  will  of  the  people  as 
expressed  at  the  polls.  Mr.  Joy  was 
fairly  elected,  but  he  is  a  Republican  and 
therefore  he  was  throv/n  out  to  make 
room  for  a  Democrat.  These  contested 
election  cases  are  usually  conducted  on 
the  shady  side  of  politics.  The  shadows 
around  these  particular  cases  are  dense. 
There  seems  to  be  an  impression  among 
partisans  in  congress  that  each  is  in  duty 
bound  to  oust  the  fellow  who  belongs  to 
the  other  pariv.  and  if  the  committee  on 
elections  is  willing  to  take  the  responsi- 
bility of  recommending  it  they  usually 
vote  blindly  on  party  lines. 

In  this    case    it  went    very  hard   with 
many  of  the  Democrats  to    follow  tradi- 
tions.   In    the    first  place  they  did    not 
think  that    O'Neill    was  entitled  to    the 
seat,  and  in  the    second  place  they   did 
not  want  him  in  congress    anyhow.    He 
is  a    loud-mouthed    demagogue,    whose 
chief  stock  in  trade    is   a  professed    de- 
votion to  the  "laboring  man,"  and  whose 
most  prominent  attainment  is  a  wonder- 
ful capacity  for  telling    offensive  stories. 
The  hope  that  he  might  never  break  into 
the  house  was  frequently    and  very  feel- 
ingly expressed    by   Democrats.      This 
feehng  was    due    principally  to  the  fact 
that  they  fear  the    trouble    he    is   liable 
to    give  them  by  constantly  bringing    to 
the  front  some  wild-eyed    labor   scheme 
designed  to  impress  "the  masses"  with 
his  activity  in  their  interest.     This  ob- 
jection to  him  may  not  arise   from  any 
very  lofty  idea,  but  it  is  humiliating  to 
be  called  upon    to    impose   upon    blind 
justice  for  his  benefit.     More  than  to  the 
obstructive  tacticsj  of    the   Republicans 
it  was  due  to    the    reluctance   cf    some 
Democrats  to  help  this  deed  that  there 
was  not  for  many  days  a  quorum   to  put 
Joy  out  of  his  seat.    Finally  when  party 
feeling  was  worked  up  sufficiently  they 
came  in  and  let  "the  deed  be  done."

A  SeriCfUs  Future  For  the  Farmer,  From  the 

Present  Outlook. 
To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald: 

In  a  very  discriminating  editorial  in 
the  Monday  evening  edition  of  The  Her- 
ald you  demonstrate  the  fact  that  farm- 
ers have  little  ground  ot  hope  for  im- 
provement in  the  price  of  wheat  during 
the  coming  year  or  in  the  near  future, 
and  such  we  believe  is  the  conclusion  ar- 
rived at  by  a  majority  of  the  intelligent 
people  who  have  at  all  examined  the 
subject.  Not  only  is  this  a  serious  future 
for  the  farmer  but  it  must  have  its  effect 
and  an  e<iually  important  one  upon  the 
prosperity  of  the  country  and  in  particu- 
lar those  ot  the  Northwest  to  which  the 
wheat  raisitjg  industry  is  tributary.  The 
vast  amount  of  capital  invested  in 
wbea-.  farms  and  wheat  harvest- 
ing m.achinery;  the  enormous  in- 
terest bearing  debt  resting  upon  the 
agricultural  community  and  the  cer- 
tainty that  no  margin  of  profit  can  be 
realized  at  present  prices,  even  if  pro- 
duction can  be  sustained,  is  a  matter  for 
grave  consideration;  and  it  may  not  be 
out  of  place  to  study  the  situation  in  a 
reflective  and  possibly  retrospective 
mood. 

The  recent  Russo-German  treaty,  as 
you  have  discerned  and  well  remarked, 
was  devised  and  entered  into  by  those 
powers  for  the  sole  purpose  of  securing 
and  fostering  international  trade,  where- 
by Russia  should  be  enabled  to  furnish 
Germany  with  wheat  and  other  bread 
stufis  the  latter  might  stand  in  need  of 
importing,  in  exchange  for  the  products 
of  the  German  workshops;  a  manifest 
boon  to  both  countries  and  of  incalcul- 
able benefit  to  the  industrial  classes  of 
both  countries  and  the  result  of  enlight- 
eiied  commercial  ideas  i^^ofar  asthe  coun- 
tries concerned  are  involved. 

This  relation  of  fair  interchange  hav- 
ing been  established,  the  German  will 
no  longer  turn  toward  us  for  his  bread 
supply,  and  we  shall,  if  we  are  to  act 
harmoniously  with  a  somewhat  prevail- 
ing notion,  thank  our  stars  and  keep 
quiet,  now  that  this  cup  of  foreign  trade 
has  passed  from  us  elsewhere.  To  Eng- 
land we  have  for  years  been  obliged  to 
look  for  that  exchange  which  has  en- 
abled us  as  a  nation  to  occasionally  show  a 
favorable  balance  sheet,  and  she  is  the 
only  country  that  has,  during  a  long 
period  of  years,  invariably  purchased  of 
us  more  than  she  has  .sold  us,  and  this 
largely  in  the  form  of  wheat,  cotton 
and  other  agricultural  products.  Dur- 
ing that  period  and  especially  latterly 
we  have  patriotically  discriminated 
against  her  and  her  products  until  forced 
by  sheer  need  of  self  protection  and 
doubtless  urged  on  by  a  spirit  of  retalia- 
tion, she  has,  recently,  undertaken  in 
India  and  South  America  the  creation  of 
wheat  raising  areas  where  she  could  ob- 
tain free  exchange  of  commodities,  and 
thus  has  forever  turned  her  back  upon 
the  American  farmer  and  his  products. 

But  very  recently  a  distinguished  citi- 
zen, speaking  m  St.  Paul  to  a  large  con- 
course of  people,  argued  and  demon- 
strated that  relations  of  reciprocity  had 
wrought  wonders  in  furnishingthe  Amer- 
ican manufacturer  with  a  field  for  com- 
merce in  South  America,  but  he  had 
nothing  to  say,  strange  as  it  may  seem, 
about  the  great  markets  that  had  been 
taken  from  the  American  farmer,  and 
especially  he  of  the  Northwest,  by  ad- 
verse legislation.  It  may  possibly  be 
pleasing  for  the  city  denizen  to  reflect 
that  he  is  removed  from  afl  harm  that  will 
ccme  and  hasalreadvcometo  the  farmer, 
but  with  city  property  rapidly  depreci- 
ating in  value,  with  mills  and  factories 
idle  and  counting  houses  doing 
an  insignificant  business  because 
that  same  American  farmer  has 
no  money  to  purchase  with 
and  therefore  cannot  buy  the  products  of 
the  artisan  communities,  that  gratifying 
reflection  may  pass  to  the  acute  stage 
and  create  a  reverse  side  to  the  picture. 
He  will  at  least  have  time  for  thought. 

It  is  unnecessary  to  go  into  a  statis- 
tical inquiry  to  prove  the  facts  here  pre- 
sented, nor  will  it  be  a  sufficient  reply  to 
say  that  wheat  raising  should  give  place 
to  mixed  farming  for  such  change  can 
come  but  gradually  at  best  and  will  give 
no  present  relief,  and  even  that  field  is 
only  of  local  character,  for  the  same 
forces  that  have  »vi ought  the  great  per- 
manent changes  in  the  channels  of  trade 
referred  to  have  driven  buyers  out  of  the 
American  market  generally. 

Horse  and  sheep  breeding,  once  re- 
munerative, are  so  no  longer,  as  the  de- 
mand in  cities  for  the  former  has  greatly 
decreased  with  the  advent  of  electricity, 
and  the  fleece  of  the  latter  is  largely  de- 
barred the  loom  of  the  domestic  manu- 
facturer for  want  of  cheap  long  staple 
wools  to  mix  with  it.  Now,  if  present 
conditions  are  to  cont-nue,  in  what  man- 
ner, may  we  ask,  is  the  farmer  of  the 
Northwest  with  the  prices  of  his  product 
constantly  falling  and  the  burden  of  his 
indebtedness  proportionately  increasing, 
with  the  dollar  measuring  both  also  ap- 
preciating and  the  hind  worked— capital 
invested— lowering  in  value,  to  lift  the 
mortgage  debt  or  meantime  to  buy  and 
pay  for  the  products  of  factory  aud 
loom  or  mine  and  forest? 

Possibly  the  sages  of  our  past  twenty 
years'  dispensation  can  easily  answer 
these  questions,  but  the  average  humble 
citizen  is  painfully  seeking  light  and 
much  of  it.

Donnelly  and  Sims  io  Cross  Swords  a!  the 
Lyceum  Next  Week. 
The  announcement  of  the  joint  debate 
on  the  A.  P.  A.  between  Hon.  Ignatius 
Donnelly  and  Professor  Walter  Sims  for 
Thursday  night,  April  12,  at  the  Lyceum 
is  creating  a  good  deal  of  gossip  in  both 
political  and  religious  circles.

One  of  the  Best  Known  Lake  Sailors  Died 
Chicago. 
Capt.  William  J.  Waters,  one  of  the 
b:st  known  sailors  on  the  lakes,  died  at 
Oswego.  March  30,  aged  62  years.  Capt. 
Waters  first  came  to  Oswego  in  his  early 
manhood.  He  had  sailed  upon  the  ocean 
and  had  in  his  lifetime  seen  much  of  this 
and  foreign  countries. 

In  the  days  when  steamboats  were  the 
great  means  of  transportation  upon  the 
Mississippi,  Capt.  Waters  followed  the 
river.  Previous  to  that  he  had  sailed 
upon  the  lakes.  His  first  charge  was  a 
small  vessel  and  then  he  took  command 
of  the  schooner  Alice,  of  Detroit.  Tfie 
Star  of  Hope,  also  of  Detroit,  was  his 
next  vessel,  and  then  he  went  into  the 
Santiago  as  part  owner  and  master.  The 
Santiago  in  her  day  was  the  finest  vessel 
afloat. 

After  leaving  the  Santiago,  Capt. 
Waters  went  as  master  of  the  schooner 
.Scotia,  of  Buffalo.  The  latter  was  his 
last  vessel.  He  next  sailed  as  first  offi- 
cer in  large  steamers  between  Buffalo 
and  Duluth.  Afterwards  he  was  cm- 
ployed  by  a  hoisting  company  in  Buffalo 
.-ind  for  the  last  foui  or  five  years  '"-'' 
lived  ashore. 


Annual  Stalement  of  the  Directors  to  the  City 
Council. 

The  annual  report  of  the  directors  of 
the  public  library  is  as  follows:  The  cir- 
culating department  of  the  library  was 
open  305  days  during  the  year.  The 
rcadmg  room  365  or  each  day 
in  the  \ear.  fhe  whole  num- 
ber of  books  issued  was  q|,o4I 
volumes,  showing  an  increase  of  20,407 
over  last  year.  They  embraced  classes 
as  follows: 

General  works,  21C0;  philosophy,  489; 
religion,  712;  sociologv,  n>;6;  philology, 
54;  natural  science,  1877;  useful  arts,  S62; 
fine  arts,  1140:  general  works,  7C8; 
poetry,  go7:  drama,  539;  fiction.  70,430; 
essays,  545;  oratory,  iio;  letters,  ic8; 
satire,  1205';  geography  and  travel,  3735; 
biography,  2845;  history,  3235. 

The  average  daily  circulation  was  2^4, 
a  gain  of  20  per  cent  over  last  year.  l)t 
the  books  issued  89,121;  were  from  the 
main  library  and  4912  from  the  West 
End  branch. 

During  the  year  3195  new  volumes, 
embracing  the  following  classes,  werq 
added:  General  works  233,  philosophy 
39,  religion  145,  sociology  2co,  natural 
science  234,  philology  32,  useful  arts  112, 
fine  arts  91.  general  works  So,  poetry  47, 
drama  67,  fiction  1105,  essays  15,  oratory 
7,  letters  26,  Latin  16,  miscellany  22, 
geography  and  travel  203,  biography  207, 
history  314. 

Of  the  books  added  149  w-ere  gifts  and 
3046  were  purchased;  2740  were  circula- 
ting volumes  and  455  were  for  reference; 
3  were  pamphlets  and  3192  were  bound; 
whole  number  of  books  accessioned  14,- 
080;  books  withdrawn  from  library  pre- 
vious to  March  i,  1S94,  169  volumes. 
Books  withdrawn  during  the  month  424, 
U  of  which  were  burned  through  fear  of 
contagion. 

Users  cards  issued  during  the  year, 
2048;  whole  number  of  cards  issued  7367, 
making  a  gain  of  504  over  last  year.  In 
the  central  library  there  are  go  maga- 
zines and  23.newspapers.  In  the  West 
End  branch  there  are  18  magazines  and 
6  newspapers.  In  the  Bethel  reading 
room  there  are  45  magazines  and  16 
newspapers.  The  local  papers  donate 
copies  to  each  rca'ling  room. 

At  a  small  expense  to  the  library  board 
for  reading  matter  only,  a  reading  room 
has  been  maintained  at  the  Bethel.  This 
is  largely  patronized  by  people  who  sel- 
dom visit  the  central  library  and  it  is 
considered  one  of  the  most  useful  depart- 
ments of  the  library. 

The  experiment  of  the  branch  library 
at  the  W' est  End  has  not  met  the  expec- 
tation; of  the  boird,  but  the  reports  from 
that  department  for  January  and  Febru- 
ary are  more  encouraging.  The  directors 
realize  that  the  public  has  just  cause  to 
complain  of  the  accommodations  at  the 
central  library-.  There  is  an  urgent  need 
of  a  larger  reading  room  with  better  ar- 
rangements for  ventilation;  the  stock 
room  is  already  crowded  and  the  shelves 
for  reference  books  are  full;  but  owing 
to  the  continued  financial  depression,  it 
is  deemed  inexpedient  to  so  largely  in- 
crease expenses  this  season,  as  the  rental 
for  the  additional  room  necessary  for 
the  required  changes  would  involve. 

Tha  Lighthouse  Service. 

Maj.  Adams,  of  the  ninth  and  eleventh 
lighthouse  districts,  will  make  a  tour  of 
inspfvction  about  May  5.  This  will  be 
the  first  trip  to  the  Amaranth.  She  will 
carry  about  two-fifths  of  the  material  tor 
the  new  li;;:hthouse  to  be  erected  at 
Fourteen  Mile  Point;  also  a  boiler  for 
Spectacle  Reef  .and  an  oil  house  for 
Detour.  She  will  steam  on  to  Duluth, 
where  lumber  will  be  taken  aboard  for 
the  new  lighthouse.

PAYS  EIGHT  PER  CENT. 

High  Rate  of  Interest  Paid  by  the  City  on 
Orders. 

Yesterday  morning,  when  Mayor  Lewis 
went  to  put  his  signature  to  a  batch  of 
city  orders,  he  found  that  they  bore  in- 
terest at  the  rate  of  8  per  cent.     "That's 

not  right,"  he  said.  "A  city  of  the  stand- 
ing of  Duluth  should  never  be  compelled 
to  pay  that  rate  of  interest,  especially 
when  monev  is  as  plenty  as  they  say  it 
is.  Why,  I  can  get  money  myself 
cheaper  than  that  and  I  don't  llatter 
myself  that  my  credit  is  better  than  that 
of  the  city  of  Duluth.  I  hate  to  put  my 
name  to  those  papers." 

Inquiry  of  the  city  treasurer  brought 
the  information  that  Duluth  is  paying  8 
per  cent  interest  on  gOs.ooo.  Of  that 
amount  $15,000  represent  loans  made  to 
meet  the  pay  rolls  last  December  and 
January  during  the  hard  times.  The  re- 
maining amount,  $50,000,  was  inherited 
by  the  city  Jan.  i  from  the  deceased 
village  of  West  Duluth.

The  editorial  in  last  night's  Herald 
with  reference  to  the  Altamonte  Water 
Power  company  has  loosened  the  tongues 
of  several  men  wh«>  have  hitherto  kept 
silent.  In  explanation  th^y  this  morn- 
ing made  the  foIk>wing  staltinent  of 
facts: 

I'.eforc  the  bill  was  mtroduccil  liy 
Maj.  I'.aulwin,  E.  .S.  Jenniscn.of  Chicaijo, 
came  to  Dululh  at  the  request  of  Maj. 
Baldwin  to  confer  with  some  h.ilf-dc/en 
men  wlumi  he  recommended  Mr.  Jenni- 
son  to  see.  These  men  were  Messrs. 
Munger,  Mendechall,  Hartley,  Thomp- 
son, Judge  Hale,  Mayor  Lewis,  Gridley 
and  Hinchman,  of  Philadelphia.  Mr. 
Baldwin  also  asked  th.-it  the  matter  be 
referred  to  these  citi/ens,  and  if  they 
recommended  that  the  bill  be  introduced 
and  put  through,  he  would  do  all  he  could 
to  that  end. 

After  that  consultation,  all  the  fore- 
going parties,  none  of  whom  were  di- 
rectly interested,  joined  in  a  telegram  to 
Maj.  BildwiD,  requesting  him  to  put  the 
bill  through. 

The  next  morning  Maj.  Baldwin  intro- 
duced the  bill.  Since  that  time  diligence 
has  been  used  by  the  above  named 
gentlemen  in  learning  as  much  as  pos- 
sible concerning  the  merits  ot  the  two 
companies.  They  have  learned  that,  at 
the  instance  of  the  AUamont  e  company, 
the  war  department  has  taken  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  St.  Louis  and  Cloquet  rivers 
as  navigable  streams  and  granted  to  the 
Altamonte  company  the  right  to  dam 
those  streams  at  three  different  places, 
-requiring  the  company  to  let  doable  the 
minimum  flow  pass  their  dams.  The 
building  of  the  large  dam  proposed  at 
Cloquet,  a  dam  eighty  feet  in  height, 
would  tlood  the  track  of  the  Duluth  & 
Winnipeg  railway,  now  owned  by  the 
Canadian  Paqitic  railway,  some  fifteen 
or  twenty  miles.  It  has  been  learned 
from  Mr.  Jennison  and  also  from  one  of 
the  principal  officers  of  the  railway  com- 
pany that  a  contract  has  been  made  be- 
tween the  railway  company  and  the 
water  power  company,  providing  for  the 
moving  of  the  tracks  and  obviating  that 
difficulty.  From  the  knowledge  gathered, 
it  has  been  concluded  by  the  Duluthians 
named  that  the  Altamonte  company  is 
the  owner  of  the  water  of  those  streams 
except  double  the  minimum  flow  which 
it  is  required  to  let  pass  its  dams. 

The  company's  plans,  if  carried  out, 
wouM  practically  utilize  the  total  water 
fall  of  the  St.  Louis  and  Clcquet  River 
valleys  and  utilize  it  for  water  power 
and  other  purposes,  distributed  within 
the  city  limits,  and  that  with  a  fall  of  e^o 
feet. 

The  Duluth  gentlemen  named  say  they 
are  also  satificd  that  it  would  would  fur- 
nish to  the  city  pure  water  with  ample 
pressure  and  at  a  very  low  cost  to  the 
city.  The  company  proposes  to  pipe 
the  water  acrass  for  city  purposes.  In 
light  of  thes°  facts  these  gentlemen  sav 
they  cannot  sec  that  the  Minnesota 
Canal  company  can  obtain  the  water  to 
carry  out  its  enterprise.  The  Minnesota 
Canal  company's  plan  requires  thirty- 
four  miles  to  get  the  water  across  to  the 
top  of  the  hi)!,  and  in  an  open  canal. 
The  Altamonte  company  by  taking  the 
water  at  a  higher  elevation  can  bring  it 
across  in  eleven  miles,  and  for  city  pur- 
poses in  an  enclosed  pipe. 

The  local  parlies  who  have  taken  an 
interest  in  th's  matter  would  not  criticise 
the  Minnesota  Canal  company's  enter- 
prise. But  Irom  information  gathered, 
they  feel  compelled  to  favor  the  Alta- 
monte company's  plans,  the  onlv 
object  being  to  favor  iha't 
enterprise  which  can  and  will 
improve  the  great  power,  bring  it  into 
the  city  for  power  purposes,  furnish  the 
residents  with  pure  water  for  domestic 
use  and  all  that  in  the  shortest  possible 
time. 

It  is  but  fair  to  stale  that  the  Minne- 
sata  Canal  company,  w  ben  it  came  here 
asking  for  lands,  neglected  and 
refused  to  tell  any  of  the  people  who 
or  what  it  was  and  if  it  was  able  to  carry 
out  this  enterprise.  Up  to  this  time  no 
more  is  known  than  then.  Those  who 
favor  the  Altamonte  enterprise  say  that 
while  they  do  not  condemn  the  Minne- 
sota Canai  company,  they  do  not  com- 
mend it.  They  say  that  they  gladly  would 
do  so  if  they  could  learn  the  necessary 
facts  to  justify  such  a  position.

Armed  Bodies  of  Strikers  in  the  Coke  Region 

Assembling  to  Attack  Works  in 

Operation. 


The 


Excitement  is  Now  Intense  and    More 
Bloodshed  and   Destruction  of  Pro- 
perty is  Feared. 


Deputy  Sheriffs  Guard  the  Plants  and  Have 

Orders  to  Shoot  or  Arrest  All

ScoTTDALF.,  Pa.,  April  5.— The  entire 
coke  region  is  in  a  high  state  of  excite- 
ment today  and  fears  of  more  bloodshed 
and  destruction  of  property  are  enter- 
tained. From  all  points  come  reports 
of  armed  bodies  of  strikers  assembling 
for  the  purpose  of  marching  on  works 
still  in  operation.  In  this  section  all  the 
plants  are  running  but  the  Painter  works 
of  McClure  &  Co. 

The  strikers  visited  the  works  last 
night  and  remained  with  the  men  until 
daylight.  The  workmen,  with  few  ex- 
ceptions, are  willinir  to  work,  but  are 
afraid.  Sheriff  Wilhelm  is  still  busy  ar- 
resting strikeis  who  participated  in  yes- 
terday's riot  in  which  Chief  Engineer 
Paddock  was  killed.  He  now  has  125 
men  safely  behind  the  bars  at  Connells- 
ville. 

About  thirty  of  the  mob  were  sur- 
rounded in  a  house  at  Vanderbilt  today, 
but  they  refused  to  surrender.  Ihe 
house  is  now  in  a  state  of  siege.  While 
making  the  arrests  the  deputies  were 
CDmpelled  to  fire  on  the  mob.  It  is  re- 
ported that  the  bodies  of  six  men  were 
found  on  the  road  to  Adelaide,  the  di- 
rection in  which  the  mob  fled. 

Four  hundred  strikers  camped  near 
here  last  night  and  at  9  o'clock  started 
for  Mount  Pleasant  to  visit  the  works 
along  the  line.  Sheriff  McCann  has 
from  25  to  125  deputies  at  each  of  the 
plants  and  serious  trouble  may  be  ex- 
pected. The  deputies  are  well  armed 
and  have  orders  to  arrest  or  shoot  any- 
one guilty  of  a  misdemeanor.  Many  of 
the  workmen  are  also  armed,  so  that  the 
mob  will  be  certain  to  receive  a  warm 
reception. 

A  crowd  of  600  is  marching  on  Mount 
Braddock  and  another  mob  of  nearly 
1000  is  on  the  way  to  Lemont  and  Oliver. 
After  stopping  work  at  Hill  Farm  and 
the  Adelaide,  they  will  cross  the  river  to 
attack  Bradford.  There  is  tal'<  of  a 
posse  of  Connellsville  citizens  forming 
to  prevent  them  getting  across  the 
river.

were  found  in  some  woods  near  Dawson 
by  some  boys  who  were  going  across  the 
fields  to  school.  The  men  were  found 
lying  in  different  sections  of  the  woods 
and  all  had  bullet  holes  through  their 
bodies  and  were  more  or  less  beaten  up. 
Where  they  come  from  or  by  whom  they 
were  killed  is  yet  a  queition.  and  the 
discovery  is  the  sensation  of  the  day  in 
the  coke  region. 

It  is  supposed  these  Hungarians  were 
shot  ycbterday  afternoon  by  deputies 
during  an  attack  on  the  Bradford  works 
and  crawled  out  into  the  woods  to  die. 
In  the  conflict  at  these  works  there  were 
volleys  of  shots  fired  and  one  Hungarian 
was  killed  outright  during  the  attack. 
The  bodies  found  have  been  identified 
as  members  of  this  mob.  They  are  still 
lying  in  the  woods  and  the  authorities 
refuse  to  care  for  them. 

The  Hill  Farm  mines  were  overrun  b 
a  horde  of  the  strikers  and  the  workmen 
driven  from  the  grounds  despite  the  fact 
that  deputies  were  on  guard.  The 
works  are  now  closed  down.  The  mob 
of  men  who  camped  last  night  near 
Scottdale  moved  up  the  Mount  Pleasant 
branch  and  will  attempt  to  force  the 
men  out  at  all  the  works  from  Dawson 
to  Mount  Pleasant.  This  includes  the 
Moyer  plant,  where  a  fight  has  been 
scheduled  for  the  past  few  days  with  150 
deputies  standing  guard  there. 

They  stopped  at  Westoverton,  near 
the  Bessemer  mines,  and  about  half  a 
dozen  speeches  were  made.  Near  there 
they  were  met  by  Sherifif  McCann  and 
100  armed  deputies,  who  warned  them 
not  to  trespass  on  the  companies'  grounds 
or  interfere  with  work  of  the  men.  All 
the  roads  to  the  Moorewood  and  Alice 
mines  are  guarded  by  deputies  and  the 
strikers  cannot  reach  them  excejt  by 
way  of  the  Mount  Pleasant  road  on 
which  the  famous  battle  of  iSgl  was 
fouijht  and  in  which  seven  strikers  were 
kilkd.  The  mob  is  marching  to  Mount 
Pleasant. 

Alexander  Markey  was  today  made 
president  of  the  organization  of  mine 
workers  to  fill  the  place  of  L.  R.  Davis, 
who  is  in  jail  on  a  charge  of  murder. 
Markey  has  been  identified  with  all  pre- 
vious strikes  and  stands  well  with  the 
strikers.  He  announces  that  the  move- 
ment will  be  pushed  and  that  no  stone 
will  be  left  unturned  to  force  a  suspen- 
sion everywhere.  He  says  the  strikers 
are  not  discouraged,  but  believe  they 
will  win  the  contest. 

At  12:30  today  District  Attorney  Jeff- 
ries made  information  against  Secretary 
Daniel  Darby,  of  the  association,  on  a 
charge  of  murder.  Darby  was  at  the 
time  attempting  to  get  bail  for  Davis  and 
was  arrested  and  lodged  in  jail.

The  Arrest  of  the  Leader  of  the  Movement  Has 
Rattled  the  Men. 

Uniontown,  Pa.,  April  5.  The  arrest 
of  President  L.  R.  Davis,  of  the  local 
mine  workers'  association,  and  his  lodg- 
ment in  the  jail  here  today  has  placed 
the  strikers  in  a  state  of  bewilderment 
throughout  the  region,  and  the  abandon- 
ment of  the  strike  within  the  next  twelve 
hours  is  being  predicted.  President  Davis 
is  charged  with  murder  and  therefore 
cannot  be  released  on  bail. 

A  mob  of  1200  rioters,  out  of  which 
Davis  was  taken,  camped  last  night  in 
the  woods  near  Scottdale  and  did  not 
make  a  move  during  the  night.  They 
had  planned  an  attack  on  the  Moyer 
works  of  A.  J.  Rainey,  of  \anderbilt,  but 
the  absence  of  a  leader  caused  them  to 
abandon  the  idea. 

They  will  not  move  today  until  a  meet- 
ing of  delegates  from  all  parts  of  the 
region  can  be  held.  They  fully  expected 
Davis  to  return  to  them  and  map  out  a 
plan  of  operation,  but  now  a  new  leader 
must  be  chosen  or  the  movement  will 
fall  fiat.  There  is  general  consternation 
in  the  ranks  of  the  strikers  and  many 
are  in  favor  of  giving  up  the  fight.  There 
are  now  ninety-tive  rioters  in  jail  here 
and  these  arc  the  leaders  in  the  move- 
ment. 

The  only  place  depredations  are  being 
committed  is  at  Braddock  plant  of  W. 
I.  Rainey,  near  Dubar,  where  about  500 
of  the  marauders  are  assembled.  They 
have  destroyed  some  property  about  the 
plant,  but  no  encounter  is  feared  since 
the  workmen  will  not  attempt  to  enter 
the  mine  until  the  mob  is  dispersed. 

The  ovens  were  charged  last  night 
and  are  burning.  At  Hill  Farm  the  men 
returned  and  are  being  guarded  by  fiftv 
deputies.  In  other  parts  the  situation  is 
unchanged.  The  murder  of  J.  H.  Pad- 
dock has  turned publicsentimeiit  against 
the  strikers. 


Anarchists  Arraigned. 

London,  April  5. -Charles  Meunier, 
the  notorious  anarchist,  and  John  Picken, 
his  companion  at  the  \  ictoria  station 
when  Inspector  Melville  arrested  him, 
were  arraigned  at  the  Bow  street  police 
court  today.  The  first  named  was  charged 
with  being  connected  with  the  explosion 
at  the  cafe  V^ery  in  Paris,  by  which  the 
proprietor  of  that  establishment  lost  bis 
life. 

Picken  was  charged  with  being  a  sus- 
picions character,  possibly  connected 
with  an  anarchist  cc^nspiracy.  Both 
prisoners  were  remanded. 

Four  People  Drowned. 

AiiEKDKEN,  Miss.,  April  5.— Mrs.  Wil- 
liam Raymond,  who  lives  at  Cherokee, 
near  the  state  line,  started  to  this  place 
yesterday  in  a  buggy  with  her  three 
children.  While  crossing  the  bridge 
over  the  Hatchachubbe  river  the  horses 
became  frightened  and  bumped  against 
the  railing  of  the  bridge.  The  railing 
broke  and  horses,  buggy  and  occupants 
fell  into  the  river.  >Irs.  Raymond  and 
her  three  children  were  drowned.  Wil- 
liam Raymond  is  a  wealthy  planter. 


Twelfth  Victim  Found. 

WiLKF.SBAKKE,  Pa.,  April  5.— The 
bodv  of  the  twelith  victim  in  the 
Gaylord  mine,  Dan  H'.  Morgan  has  been 
recovered.  He,  like  his  companions, 
was  caught  under  the  fall  of  rock  on 
Feb.  13  and  instantly  killed.  Morgan 
was  a  widower,  32  years  of  age.  Only 
one  more  body  now  remains  in  the  mine, 
that  of  Thomas  Picton,  the  toreman.

A  Wealthy  Woman  in  Jail. 
EvANSTON,  Wyo  ,  April  5.— Mrs.  Tar- 
ter, the  wealthy  widow  of  Robert  Tarter, 
deceased,  well  known  throughout  the 
West,  has  been  committed  to  jail  by 
Judge  Knight  ior  refusing  to  pay  over  to 
John  Ward  $25.75  claimed  due  him  as 
the  court's  administrator  of  the  estate. 
There  is  general  indignation  and  public 
sympathy  is  with  Mrs.  Tarter. 

A  Butter  Trust. 
CHiCAtiO,  April  5.— Articles  incopor- 
poraling  the  Northwestern  Creamery 
company  have  been  riled  with  the  secre- 
tary of  state.  The  capital  stock  is  set  at 
$500,000,  probably  the  largest  amount 
ever  invested  by  a  single  company  in 
butter  making  or  bu\ing,  but  it  is  said  to 
be  the  sUrt  of  "a  butter  trust." 


Washington,  April  5,— Judge  Brad- 
ley's admonitions  of  the  night  before  had 
the  effect  of  reducing  the  attendance  at 
the  circuit  court  today  to  the  thinnest 
audience  yet  gathered  and  some  of  the 
men  present  wore  a  sheepish  air. 

The  defense  made  an  unexpected 
move  by  calling  Miss  Pollard  to  the 
stand  and  questioning  her  about  the 
birth  of  her  second  child,  which  she  said 
was  born  at  noon  on  Feb.  3,  1888.  "I 
only  held  it  in  my  arms  two  hours,  ac- 
cording to  my  promise  to  him, "  she  be- 
gan. 

"Now,  now,  Miss  Pollard,"  Mr.  Butter- 
worth  began  nervously,  warning  Miss 
Pollard  with  great  solicitude  to  confine 
herself  to  answering  his  <iueslions.  Mr. 
Wilson  also  admonished   her. 

The  child  had  been  taken  to  the  Pro- 
testant foundling  asylum  on  Fourteenth 
street  in  Washington  where  she  had 
visited  it  with  Dr.  Mary  Parsons  once. 
She  continued:  "I  gave  it  a  little  Ger- 
man name.  1  pinned  a  note  on  its  cloth- 
ing so  they  could  name  it.  I  was  read- 
ing Carlyle,  and  I  named  from  a  charac- 
ter of  his  Dietz  Carlyle--a  name  as  far 
as  possible  from  that  of  Col.  Breckin- 
ridge or  my  own." 

The  second  time  she  saw  the  child  was 
on  May  3  at  Wright's  undertaking  estab- 
lishment before  it  was  buried.  When 
Mr.  Butterworth  asked  how  the  funeral 
expenses  had  been  paid  she  said  that 
Mrs.  Parsons  had  looked  after  that,  she 
supposed  Col  Breckinridge  paid  them, 
but,  when  Mrs.  Parsons  was  recalled  to 
the  stand  they  could  ask  her. 

•That's  all.  Miss  Pollard,"  said  Mr. 
Butterworth,  dismissing  her  and  then  he 
called  for  Dr.  Mary  Parsons  who  was 
not  forthcoming,  however. 

Miss  Pollard  had  been  perfectly  self- 
possessed  while  she  was  being  questioned 
about  her  child  and  bad  spoken  in  a  low, 
almost  plaintive  tone.  "I  don't  know 
much  about  these  things,  you  know,  Mr. 
Butterworth,"  she  had  said  when  he  was 
asking  her  about  the  regulations  of  the 
foundling  asylum. 

Some  time  was  passed  waiting  for  Dr. 
Parsons,  and  when  the  judge  inquired 
the  cause  of  the  delay  he  was  told  by 
Mr.  Shelby  that  the  defertse  wished  to 
further  cross-examine  her  about  matters 
she  had  testified  upon  for  the  plaintiff 
and  which  they  had  omitted  to  ask  her 
about.  The  plaintiff's  lawyers  thought 
this  was  a  rather  unusual  procedure, 
but  were  not  disposed  to  press  objec- 
tions. 

Pending  the  arrival  of  Dr.  Parsons,  a 
middle  aged  lady  with  spectacles,  v/ho 
had  been  sitting  in  court,  was  called. 
She  announced  her  name  as  Mrs.  Little, 
said  she  was  employed  in  the  census 
bureau  and  in  1888  had  been  matron  of 
the  Washington  foundling  asylum  cm 
Fourteenth  street.  The  record  of  the 
asylum  for  that  year  being  shown  her 
she  identified  the  record  of  a  child 
brought  vhere  by  a  large  colored  woman 
which  had  a  paper  pinned  on  its  clothing. 
A  slip  of  paper  which  she  thought  had 
come  on  the  clothing  was  pasted  in  the 
book.

Guarded  by 
the  A.  P.  A.  men  they  entered  the  car- 
riage and  were  driven  at  a  gallop  through 
the  crowd.  The  mob  attempted  to  fol- 
low but  was  distanced.

The  English  Bill  to  Give  Effect  to  the  Bering 

Sea  Agreement  Displeases  the 

Senate. 


Senator    Davis  S:)ys  That  the  Bill  is    Inade- 
quate and  He  Points  Out  Its 
Weaknesses. 


This  Country,  However,    Will  Proceed  In  Its 

Own  Way  to  Enforce  the  Treaty's 

Provisions. 


Washington,  April  5.— The  English 
bill  to  give  effect  to  the"  Paris  agreement 
oa  the  Bering  seal  fisheries  does  not  give 
entire  satisfaction  at  the  capitol.  Senator 
Davis,  of  the  committee  on  foreign  rela- 
tions, said  today  that  the  bill  was  inade- 
quate and  does  not  go  as  far  as  does  the 
bill  which  passed  the  senate  yesterday 
looking  to  the  prevention  of  seal  poach- 
ing. He  pointed  out  that  the  English 
bill  provides  a  penalty  of  ^500  forfeiture 
for  an  offense  against  the  treaty  stipula- 
tions which  is  the  outside  limit. 

"It  may,"  he  said,  be  made  a,  low  as 
^"ic."  He  took  special  exception 
to  the  clause  providing  that  the  act  shall 
not  be  enforced  against  any  vessel  which 
may  have  sailed  previous  to  the  publica- 
tion of  the  act.  'The  fact  is,"  said  the 
senator,  "that  the  Pacific  is  covered  with 
Canadian  sealing  vessels  who,  it  will  be 
found,  have  sailed  in  time  to  evade  the 
provisions  of  the  treaty,  and  the  effect  of 
the  legislation  will  be  to  give  the  Cana- 
dian sealers  another  |year  to  devastate 
the  herd." 

Senator  Davis  said  the  inadequacy  of 
the  English  legislation  could  have  no  in- 
fluence upon  this  country,  as  it  is  our 
duty  to  proceed  in  our  own  way  to  exe- 
cute the  treaty. 

Senator  Morgan,  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee on  foreign  relations  in  the  sen- 
ate, said  today  in  discussing  the  report 
that  Lord  Hannen,  now  deceased,  had 
not  signed  one  of  the  protocols  to  the 
Paris  convention,  that  this  omission 
would  not  afifect  the  terms  of  the  agree- 
ment, as  the  fact  that  it  had  been  signed 
by  the  president  of  the  commission  and 
countersigned  by  the  secretary  was  suffi- 
cient to  vouch  for  its  official  character. 
The  signatures  of  others  were  accepted 
merely  as  certificates  of  the  correction 
and  of  the  English  translation. 

MURDER  IN  MONTANA. 


A  JAUNT  FOR  SENATORS. 


One  of  the  Most  Brutal  Crimes  Commitfed  in 
the  State. 

St.  Paul,  April  5.— A  Helena,  Mont., 
special  to  the  Pioneer  Press  says:  A 
young  Swede  named  Ole  Sillidard  start- 
ed to  a  settlement  some  miles  in  the 
country,  engaging  as  a  guide  a  worth- 
less lounder  named  John  Osness.  When 
near  their  destination  Osness  killed  his 
compnnion  by  cutting  his  throat  with  a 
.knife. 

He  then  dragged  the  body  by  the  heels 
fifty  feet  into  a  washout,  rifled  the 
pockets,  went  on  to  the  town  where  his 
victim  was  bound,  remained  over'  night 
and  came  back  to  Benton,  the    next  day. 

His  appearance  excited  suspicion,  and 
a  search  revealed  the  dead  body  of  the 
young  Swede.  Osness  was  arrested  and 
there  was  considerable  talk  of  lynching 
him,  but  it  is  thought  this  will  not  be 
done. 

TO  AMEND  THE  PATENT  LAWS. 


Representative  Hall  Will  Prepare  a  Bill  to  Suit 
the  Committee. 
Washington,  April  5.— The  essential 
features  of  abill  to  amend  the  patent  laws 
in  many  particulars  have  been  agreed 
upon  by  a    sub-committee  of    the  bouse 

committee  on  patents.  The  sub-com- 
mittee has  had  the  assistance  of  Repre- 
sentative Hall,  of  Minnesota,  who  has 
taken  much  interest  in  the  matter  and 
he  will  prepare  and  introduce  the  bill  in 
the  house. 

An  important  provision  is  that  requir- 
ing applications  for  the  patenting  of  an 
invention  patented  abroaa  to  be  filed  in 
this  country  within  one  year  after  the 
granting  of  such  right  abroad.  Another 
provision  is  that  for  the  protection  of  in- 
nocent purchasers  of  patented  articles.

They  Will  Visit  Indian  Territory  to  Investigate 
Life  Tliere. 

Washington,  April  5.— The  senate 
committee  on  the  tive  civilized  tribes  of 
Indians  is  preparing  to  start  to  Indian 
Territory  for  the  purpose  of  investigat- 
ing, among  'other  subjects,  the  relations 
existing  between  the  Indians  and  the 
white  settlers.  This  cjuestion  has  at- 
taired  some  prominence  recently  in  co-- 
nection  with  the  effort  to  have  the  In- 
dian Territory  included  as  a  part  of  the 
proposed  state  of  Oklahoma. 

The  Indians  have  resisted  the  proposi- 
tion, declaring  that  if  they  should  accept 
statehood  their  tribal  relations  will  be 
destroyed,  thev  would  be  compelled  to 
accept  land  in  severalty, and  would  be  so 
outnumbered  by  the  whites  as  to  cut 
them  out  of  all  voice  in  their  affaiis. 
They  also  assert  that  they  hold  their 
lands  under  treaty  and  are  guaranteed 
self-government  by  the  same  process. 

Under  the  existing  condition  of  affairs, 
while  far  outnumbering  the  Indian  popu- 
lation, the  whites  say  they  are  deprived 
of  all  rights  of  citizenship  and  cannot  be- 
come owners  of  real  estate,  of  which  the 
Indians  have  more  than  they  can  utilize. 
There  was  a  large  delegation  in  Wash- 
ington during  the  winter  in  the  interest 
of  statehood,  and  the  Indians  have  also 
had  representatives  here,  but  the  mem- 
bers of  the  committee  complained  that 
it  was  impossible  to  secure  from  these 
representatives  a  clear  idea  of  the  status 
of  affairs. 

The  scope  of  the  resolution  under 
which  the  committee  is  to  act  is  of  a  very 
general  nature,  and  it  is  probably  that 
the  inquiry  will  go  into  many  other  cjues- 
tions  connected  with  life  in  the  Indian 
Territory.  The  committee  will  leave 
Washington  tomorrow  and  will  probably 
be  absent  about  two  weeks. 

THE  PACKING  COMBINE. 


It  Will  Again  Try  to  Control  the   Live  Hog 
Trade. 
Chicago,  April  5.— The  sale  of  AUer- 

ton  Packing  plant  for  §294,000,  which 
has  been  consummated  here,  is  taken  as 
an  indication  of  the  resumption  of  opera- 
tions by  the  packing  combine.  The 
plant  was  purchased  by  R.  H.  Moran,  of 
Chicago,  who  is  said  to  represent  a  num- 
ber of  Scotch  capitalists. 

The  old  pool  was  broken  five  years  by 
internal  dissensions,"aiid  the  purchase  of 
the  Allerton  property  is  said  to  be  the 
first  step  toward  reforming  the  combine, 
the  object  being  to  control  the  live  hog 
trade  of  the  country. 


A  Lengthy  Boulevard. 
Washington,  April  5.— Representa- 
tive Dunphy  of  New  York  has  intro- 
duced in  the  house  a  bill  providing  for 
the  appointment  by  the  president  of  a 
commission,  to  consist  of  four  or  more 
persons  to  be  selected  trom  the  differ- 
ent departments  of  the  governments 
to  examine  and  report  on  the  feasibility 
and  desirability  of  constructirg  a  bou- 
levard from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific 
oceans.

BOMB  EXPLODED  IN  PARIS. 

The  Front  of  a  Cafe   Blown  in  and  Several 
People  Injured. 

Paris,  April  5. — Another  bomb  explo- 
sion occurred  at  9:30  last  evening  in 
front  of  Cafe  Fogot,  near  the  senate 
chamber,  blowing  in  the  front  and  dam- 
aging other  buildings.  It  had  been 
placed  in  a  flower  box  on  a  window  ssU. 
Mr.  Taillank,  an  anarchist  orator  and 
poe  ,  and  a  lady  friend  were  injured. 

The  cashier  cf  the  restaurant  was 
Madame  Leroux.  Her  hair  was  com- 
pletely burned  off.  One  of  the  waiters 
was  rendered  deaf  by  the  cpncussion. 

Th'j  senate  chamber  shows  traces  of 
the  explosion,  the  force  of  which  was 
sufficient  tobre"kk  the  two  immense 
plate-glass  windows  in  a  tavern  at  the 
corner  of  Rue  de  Conde  and  Rue  de 
Vaugatrd,  a  block  away. 

It  IS  now  said  that  there  were  only 
three  persons  dining  in  the  restaurant  at 
the  time  the  bomb  .was  exploded.  The 
building  was  completely  wrecked  and 
the  damage  done  to  adjoining  buildings 
is  much  greater  than  was  at  first  sup- 
posed. 

The  waiter  in  the  cafe,  who  was 
wounded  by  the  explosion,  is  believed  to 
be  dying,  but  the  other  wounded  persons, 
including  M.  Taillande,  the  Socialist 
poet,  are  doing  well,  although  the  latter 
IS  suffering  a  great  deal  on  account  of 
the  injury  to  his  eye  and  head.  Portions 
of  the  missile  also  struck  M.  \'ilnor,  the 
manager,  on  the  head,  but  did  not  injure 
his  skull. 

The  report  caused  by  the  explosion  of 
the  bomb  was  so  loud  that  it  was  heard 
as  far  away  as  Asniceres.  The  report 
of  M.  Girard,  chief  of  the  municipal 
laboratory,  says  that  the  bomb  or  infernal 
machine  thrown  into  the  cafe,  was  chiefly 
charged  with  nitro-benzine,  and  that  also 
a  quantity  of  dynamite  was  used  with  it.

For  a  long  time  people  in  the  rural 
districts  seemed  to  regard  the  event  at 
Chicago  as  a  sort  of  magnified  county 
fair  rather  than  as  an  international  ex- 
position; and  with  homely  local  j)ride 
they  offered  for  its  adornment  crazy 
(juilts,  shell  frames,  rustic  embroideries, 
and  many  other  marvels  from  the  land 
of  the  prairies.  The  teeth  of  the  art- 
managers  were  set  on  edge  by  the  offer 
oi  many  very  droll  pictures,  devoid  of 
all  trace  of  European  influence  and  all 
idea  of  perspective  or  tone. 

h  was  to  this  beleagued  department 
that  a  well-meaning  woman  offered  a 
very  curious  opera  cloak,  made  from  the 
feathers  of  many  hundred 

Prairie  Chickens. 
.\lthough  she  claimed  th:it  it  had  taken 
her  teti  years  to  make  this  singular  gar- 
ment, "t  was  not  allowed  to  enter  the 
competition.  Another  woman  stated 
that  she  had  hair  five  feet  three  inches 
long,  her  statute  being  but  five  feet  and 
two  inches;  and  she  was  anxious  to  ex- 
hibit this  chevelure  before  the  visitors  to 
the  fair. 

It  is  of  course  difficult  to  display  ab- 
stract ideas,  yet  many  such  were  offered 
to  the  Columbian  manageis.  If  such  was 
the  idea,  also  brought  out  by  one  of  the 
fair  sex,  as  'a  discovery  too  good  to  be 
kept  back,"  of  sharpening  the  unused 
ends  of  matches  (the  ends  not  intended 
lor  lighting),  so  that  any  one  may  tell  in 
dark  which  is  the  business  extremity. 
The  inventor  naively  suggested  that  "it 
is  a  good  thing  itself,  and  a  great  saver 
of  bad  temper  in  husbands  and  cooks." 
This  is  not  a  bad  idea,  and  may  be  com- 
mended to  the  trust  which  now -controls 
the  making  of  American  matches.

John  McClintpck  of  Kansas  City,  Mo., 
came  down  from  Rainy  Lake  City  last 
night  and  will  be  in  Duluth  for  a  few 
days.  February  lo,  Mr.  McClintock 
Ictt  Kansas  City  with  a  stock  of  mer- 
chandise which  he  rushed  through  to 
the  new  Eldorado.  He  recently  sold 
out  to  a  good  financial  advantage  and 
now  will  plan  some  other  move,  alter 
which  he  will,  in  all  liklihood  return  to 
the  land  of  gold. 

Mr,  McClintock  has  made  his  home 
"at  the  mouth  of  the  Kaw"  for  15  years, 
for  a  number  of  years  was  a  member  of 
the  council  and  at  one  time  was  presi- 
dent of  that  body.  At  one  time  he 
planned  an  eleven  mile  boulevard  to 
circle  Kansas  City,  but  property  holders 
stood  in  the  way  and  the  enterprise  has 
not  yet  been  consummated.

Yes,  worse  ttian  that,  there's  a  lock  on 
the  door  and  to  get  the  combination,  any 
citizen  who  wishes  to  enter,  must  go  to 
the  corner  of  Tenth  and  Walnut  streets," 

That  was  the  site  of  the  Journal  build- 
ing and  the  laugh  which  went  up  after 
the  alderman's  remark  was  equalled  only 
by  the  applause  that  attends  one  of  Al- 
derman Co.x's  eloquent  defenses  of  the 
West   End. 

Mr.  McClintock  is  in  the  real  estate 
business  and  says  that  since  he  left 
home,  there  has  been  an  unexpected  up- 
ward tendency  in  Kansas  City  realty, 
which  is  as  welcome  as  unexpected.  He 
will,  however,  give  a  good  deal  of  atten- 
tion to  Rainy  Lake  City  and  the  region 
round  about  |this  summer,  for  he  be- 
lieves "there's  millions  in    it."

The  November  Elections. 
The  elections  to  be  held  next  Novem- 
ber are  already  attracting  considerable 
attention  and  the  candidates  are  prepar- 
ing to  enter  the  list  for  the  party  nomin- 
ations. In  many  cases  early  conven- 
tions are  announced  and  this  means 
lengthy  campaigns,  an  evil  that  could 
well  be  dispensed  with  at  a  time  when 
the  business  world  is  anxious  to  avoid 
any  disturbance  that  may  retard  re- 
covery from  the  great  financial,  indus- 
trial and  commercial  depression  that  has 
visited  the  country.  The  politicians, 
however,  never  consider  the  injurious  in- 
fluence which  long  campaigns  inflict  on 
business,  and  they  will  act  in  this  re- 
spect just  as  the  political  exigencies  of 
the  time  demand. 

The  November  elections  of  this    year 
will  be  of  extraordinary  importance.   An 
entire  house  of  representatives    is    to  be 
elected,  and  legislatures  are  to  be  chosen 
that  will  elect  nearly   one-third    of    the 
senate.    There  are  many  indications  that 
the  Republicans  will  be  very  successful 
at  the  polls  in   November.    There    are 
many  who  assert  that  it  is  a  Republican 
year,  and  judging  by  the  results  of  the 
municipal  contests  this  spring,  when  the 
Republicans  have  gained    victory   after 
victory,  their  claim    seems   to   be   well 
founded.    At  present  the   senate  is  com- 
posed of  forty-three  Democrats,  thirty- 
seven  Republicans  and   five    Populists. 
There  are  also  three  vacancies    in    the 
delegations  of  Northwestern  states.    Of 
the  twenty-nine  senators  who  terms  will 
expire  March  4,  1895,  thirteen  arc  Demo- 
crats   and    sixteen    Republicans.     The 
legislature      of      Kentucky      has      al- 
ready      chosen       Mr.        Lindsay       to 
succeed    himself   and    the   legislatures 
of    Virginia   and    Mississippi  have  also 
elected  Democrats,  thus  leaving  but  ten 
states    to    choose    senators    to   succeed 
Den:ocrats.    These  are:    Alabama.  Ar- 
kansas,    Georgia,     Lou  siana,     Texas, 
North  Carolina,  South  Carolina,  Tennes- 
see, West  \'irginia  and  New  Jersey.  Two 
'of   these    seats  are  in  doubt,  viz..  West 
Virginia  and    New    Jersey,  with  a  very 
strong  probability  that  New  Jersey  will 
go  Republican. 

The  states  in  which  successors  to  Re- 
publicans are  to  be  chosen  are  Colorado, 
Delaware,  Idaho,  Illinois,  Iowa,  Maine, 
Massachusetts,  Michigan,  Minnesota, 
Montano,  Nebraska,  New  Hampshire, 
Oregon,  Rhode  Island,  South  Dakota 
and  Wyoming.  Of  these  the  Democrats 
assert  that  they  will  gain  two  seats,  viz., 
Illinois  and  Delaware,  while  they  also 
make  a  faint  prediction  that  they  v/ill 
capture  the  one  in  Montana.  Upon 
what  ground  they  base  these  hopes  is 
not  stated,  and  most  people  will  conclude 
that  they  are  claiming  too  much.  The 
Republican  victories  at  the  municipal 
elections  in  Montana  this  month  presage 
a  Republican  triumph  in  November. 
Similar  indications  point  to  the  return  of 
Illinois  to  the  Republican  column  next 
fall,  while  the  Republicans  of  Delaware 
are  confident  of  electing  a  Republican 
senator.  The  Populists  are  said  to  be 
claiming  South  Dakota  and  Wyoming 
but  their  hopes  are  not  likely  to  be  re- 
alized. 

The  Northwestern  states  which  have 
vacancies  are  Montana,  Wyoming  and 
Washington,  one  each.  The  Republi- 
cans stand  an  excellent  show  of  electing 
all  three  senators.  Thus  it  will  be  seen 
that  the  political  complexion  of  the  sen- 
ate after  March  4  next  is  likely  to  be 
greatly  changed  and  that  the  Republi- 
cans will  again  have  a  majority  in 
that  body.  The  Democratic  papers  are 
already  preparing  for  defeat  all  along 
the  line,  and  some  are  scared  that  even 
"the  solid  South"  may  be  broken  this 
year.  New  York  Daily  America, 
which  is  one  of  the  staunchest  Demo 
cratic  papers  in  the  country,  says:  "The 
Republicans  will  not  sufifer  from  Josses 
to  Populists,  save  in  possibly  one  or  two 
instances,  but  there  is  no  telling  at  this 
writing  what  may  happen  to  the  Dem- 
ocrats in  several  Southern  states  where 
timid  politicians  have  poisoned  the 
minds  of  their  constituents  with  financial 
demagogy.  In  our  own  opinion  there  is 
but  one  way  to  save  the  South  intact  to  the 
Democracy  and  to  insure  the  election  of 
a  Democratic  congress.  First,  all  Demo- 
cratic factions  in  Washington  must  unite 


International  Bimetallism. 
The  message  of  President  Cleveland 
to  congress,  vetoing  tbe  Bland  silver 
seigniorage  bill,  shows  that  he  is  a  bi- 
metallist  of  the  advanced  school,  and  it 
is  noticeable  that  the  numbers  of  those 
who  entertain  similar  views  are  rapidly 
increasing.  President  Cleveland  does 
not  oppose  the  increase  of  silver  money, 
by  coining  the  seigniorage  that  is  sup- 
posed to  exist  in  the  treasury,  if  at  the 
same  time  the  secretary  of  treasury  be 
authorized  to  issue  bonds  by  means  of 
which  he  can  increase  the  gold  reserve 
and  thus  maintain  the  parity  of  the  gold 
and  silver  money  in  circulation. 

Gen,  Francis  A.  Walker  has  recentlv 
published  an  essay  on  bimetallism,  in 
which  he  writes  about  international  bi- 
metallism and  not  the  restricted  policy 
of  coining  a  profit  existent  only  on  paper. 
Gen.  Walker  would  establish  an  artificial 
I  par  of  exchange  between  gold  and  silver 
— a  par  which  he  contends  practically 
existed  before  the  bimetallic  system  was 
wrecked  by  Germany  in  1873.  He  de- 
plores the  mischievous  effect  of  a  dimin- 
ishing supply  of  money  upon  industry 
and  commerce,  and  he  asserts  that  "the 
period  from  1873  to  1894  has  been  one  of 
falling  prices,  incontestably  due  in  some 
large  degree  to  the  increasing  demand 
for  gold." 

His  panacea  for  the  ills  we  have  is  a 
governmental  declaration  conferring 
upon  "the  two  metals  indifferently  legal 
tender  in  the  payment  of  debts,  at  a  cer- 
tain ratio,"  and  this  he  avers  would  "at 
once  and  powerfully  influence  the  de- 
mand for  one  and  the  other  of  the  two 
metals.  This  was  exactly  what  France 
did  by  the  law  ot  1803,  which  established 
the  bimetallic  system.  By  that  law 
France  declared  that  an  ounce  of  gold, 
in  coined  money,  should  have  precisely 
the  same  power  to  pay  debts  as  that  pos- 
sessed by  is>i  ounces  of  silver,  in  coined 
money.  The  operation  of  this  principle 
was  simple,  instantaneous,  automatic 
and  of  overwhelming  force." 

Gen.  Walker  depreciates  the  progress 
which  has  been  making  towards  "gold 
monometallism"  for  the  last  twenty-one 
years.  In  answering  the  question,  "What 
can  the  United  States  do?"  he  says: 
"The  United  States  has  already  done  too 
much,  in  an  active  way,  in  its  well-meant 
but  in  judicious  efforts  to  promote  bi- 
metallism. Our  coinage  of  2,000,000  a 
month,  under  the  Bland-Allison  bill  of 
1878,  was  directly  against  the  interests 
of  bimetallism;  while  our  purchase  of 
4,500,000  ounces  of  silver  bullion  a 
month,  under  the  Sherman  act  of  iS<)0, 
was  an  even  worse  strategi":  blunder. 
By  these  acts  we  simply  put  our  own 
fingers  in  the  door  and  took  the  squeez- 
ing which  belonged  by  right  to  England 
and  Germany,  which  had  brought  about 
the  trouble." 

Meanwhile  there  are  signs  in  various 
European  countries  that  another  inter- 
national monetary  conference  may  be 
called  which  will  agree  upon  some  basis 
for  a  bimetallic  standard.  It  is  very 
clear  that  this  is  the  only  way  that  bi- 
metallism can  be  established.  The 
British  elections  are  not  far  distant,  and 
it  seems  very  likely  that  the  conserva- 
tive-Unionist combination  will  control 
the  next  house  of  commons,  in  which 
event  the  Rosebery  ministry  will  fall  and 
Lord  Salisbury  or  Mr.  Balfour  will  be- 
come premier.  Both  these  statesmen 
have  of  late  indicated  a  leaning  towards 
bimetallism,  and  the  friends  of  silver 
have  good  reason  to  expect  that  their  ac- 
cession to  power  would  greatly  increase 
the  probability  of  an  international  agree- 
ment upon  this  subject.

TAXATION  OF  GREENBACKS. 

It  is  Claimed  the  Present  System  is  Attended 
by  Fraud. 

Washington,  April  5.— Representa- 
tive Hall  of  Missouri,  who  was  delegated 
by  the  committee  on  banking  and  cur- 
rency to  write  the  favorable  report  on 
the  Cooper  bill  to  tax  greenbacks,  said 
concerning  the  bill: 

"I  regard  the  measure  as  a  most  sig- 
nificant one.  The  greenback  was  orig- 
inally the  people's  money,  but  of  late  It 
has  become  the  pet  of  the  national 
banks.  They  have  kept  it  from  circu- 
lation, as  its  freedom  from  taxation 
made  it  more  desirable  to  keep  in  the 
bank  vaults  than  silver  or  gold,  which 
are  subject  to  taxation. 

"The  anxiety  of  the  banks  to  get  hold 
of  greenbacks  has  been  so  great  that  a 
fraudulent  practice  has  grown  up.  There 
are  only  $346,ooo.ccx)  of  greenbacks  in 
circulation,  yet  official  returns  show  that 
banks  and  individuals  claim  exemption 
on  $3,000,000,000  of  greenbacks.  The 
manner  of  conducting  the  fraud  is  simple. 
A  package  ot  greenbacks  is  passed  I  rom 
bank  to  bank  ahead  cf  the  tax  assessor, 
and  at  each  bank  he  exempts  the  same 
package  of  greenbacks.  The  Cooper 
bill  will  put  an  end  to  this  practice. 

"As  affecting  the  currency  question  in 
general,  the  bill  is  also  important.  At 
present  coin  money  is  subject  to  taxa- 
tion, and  as  silver  is  the  coin  in  greatest 
circulation,  silver  bears  the  great  burden 
of  taxation.  This  measure  will  relieve 
silver  from  one  of  many  unjust  discrimi- 
nations made  against  it.  Paper  money 
will  pay  the  same  tax  as  silver,  and  there 
will  be  no  further  reason  for  denying 
silver  access  to  the  banks  and  general 
circulation  because  of  the  present  pecu- 
niary advantages  of  securing  greenbacks. 

"The  bill  will  undoubtedly  pass.  It 
has  twice  passed  the  senate  by  unani- 
mous vote,  and  it  is  in  most  of  the  Dem- 
ocratic state  platforms."

Rivers  are  Navigable.

It  vk-as  with  considerable  surprise  and 
some  amusement  that  pc'^ple  read  last 
evening  in  the  statement  made  in  The 
Herald  regarding  the  Altamonte  Water 
company  that  the  war  department  soine 
time  ago  assumed  jurisdiction  of*  the  St. 
Louis  and  Clociuet  rivers  as  navigable 
waters.  The  St.  Louis  has  always  been 
navigable  and  under  the  supervision  of 
the  government  as  far  as  Fond  du  Lac 
but  it  was  never  known  to  be  above  that 
point,  in  such  sense  at  least  as  the  gov- 
ernment interprets  the  word. 

The  history  of  how  the  war  department 
reached  this  decision  is  interesting  and 
proves  E.  S.  leiuiison,  the  Chicago  engi- 
neer who  is  promoting  the  Altamonte 
company,  to  be  a  very  astute  and  stategic 
man.  He  not  only  made  a  great  stroke 
for  his  own  company  but  he  placed  a 
great  stumbling  block  in  the  way  of  the 
Minnesota  Canal  company.  The  latter 
may  be  able  to  get  it  out  of  the  way  but 
it  will  take  some  time  and  trouble  to 
do  it. 

In  December  last  Maj.  Seais  was  ad- 
vised by  the  war  department  that  the 
Altamonte  Water  company  had  applied 
for  permission  to  b'jild  two  dams  in  the 
St,  Louis  river  and  one  in  the  Cloquet, 
and  was  asked  for  a  report.  He  replied 
that  the  St.  Louis  river  as  far  up  as  Fond 
du  Lac  was  under  the  department's  juris- 
diction, but  farther  than  that  was  not  a 
navigable  stream.  The  government 
can,  however,  where  it  has  partial  super- 
vision over  a  stream,  prevent  interfer- 
ence at  any  point  that  will  affect  its 
navigable  portion.  Sears,  therefore, 
gave  in  his  report  data  as  to  the  condi- 
tion of  the  navigable  portion  of  the 
stream,  the  volume  of  water  and  the 
probable  effect  of  the  building  of  such 
dams.  He  advised  that,  if  the  govern- 
ment saw  tit  to  grant  the  permission 
asked,  that  it  be  made  revocable  and 
that  the  government  assume  no  respon- 
sibility lor  damage  to  property  nor  any 
liability  whatever. 

This  report  was  approved  by  Gen. 
Poe  at  Detroit  and  by  the  chief  engineer 
who  made  the  further  endorsement  that 
he  knew  of  no  law  allowing  the  depart- 
ment Vo  K've  permission  to  dam  a  navig- 
able stream.  The  report  then  went  to 
the  judge  advocate  genera).  He  made  a 
report  which  gave  Mr.  Jennison  a  bright 
idea  and  he  seized  upon  it  at  once.  The 
rivers  must  be  proven  to  be  navigable 
waters,  and  Mr.  Jennison  determined  to 
show  that  they  were. 

He  came  to  Duluth  post  haste.  He 
carefully  concealed  his  presence  here, 
refraining  from  registering  at  the  hotel 
and  gomg  about  stealthily  and  with 
greatest  caution.  In  the  meantime  Maj. 
Sears  had  received  copies  of  the  endorse- 
ments by  the  chief  engineer  and  judge 
advocate  general.  There  also  came  a 
retiuest— presumably  made  at  the  in- 
stance of  the  indefatigable  Jennison— for 
turther  information  as  to  the  navigability 
of  these  rivers. 

Jennison  knew  this.  In  a  few  hours 
after  his  arrival  he  was  on  snow  shoes 
bound  for  the  upper  waters  of  the  rivers. 
There  he  stumbled  on  to  some  valuable 
information  and  came  back  in  high  glee, 
bearing  an  affidavit  from  H.  W.  Baker, 
of  Floodwood,  This  affidavit  was  to  the 
effect  that  in  the  summerof  i8g2  a  steam- 
boat navigated  on  those  rivers. 

It  seems  that  when  the  Missabe  road 
was  being  built  an  old  barge  was  ntted 
up  with  a  threshing  machine  engine  and 
was  used  to  carry  supplies  up  the  river 
as  far  as  Floodwood.  It  proved  to  be 
an  unsuccessful  venture  and  was  later 
abandoned  and  the  boat  dismantled. 
The  boat  drew  about  three  feet  of  water 
and  carried  five  or  six  tons.  It  was  a 
rude  craft  and  was  only  lor  temporary 
use.  Little  did  the  projectors  thinic  what 
great  constquefices  should  result  from 
iheir  crude  attempt  to  navigate  the 
stream. 

The  affidavit  made  by  Mr.  Baker,  re- 
pt.rted  the  existence  of  his  boat  and  us 
career  and  present  grave.  It  stands 
riow  at  Floodwood  only  a  ghost  of  its 
former  self  and  with  but  little  prospect 
of  ever  again  rolling  on  the  billows  of 
the  great  St  Louis.  Another  affidavit 
was  procured  by  Mr.  Jennison  from 
George  K.  Stunt/  showing  the  character 
of  the  streams. 

These  were  presented  ti<  Maj.  Scars. 
He  made  a  report  to  the  government 
that  in  bis  opinion  the  rivers  were  not 
navigable,  except  in  so  far  as  nearly 
iream    of  any   si/c   is.     Boats    of 


to  be  admired  i 
now  Mat.  Scars 
Canal  company 
with  these  navi- 
gable rivers,  to  enjoin  and  prevent  it 
from  so  doing,  in  the  name  of  the  great 
I'ncle  Sam.  This  company  will  un- 
doubtedly take  steps  to  knock  out  the 
department's  decision  and  will  hardly  sit 
down  and  tamely  submit.  There  is  fun 
ahead.  

ANOTHER  GOLD  DISCOVERY. 

Locations   Being  T.iken   Up  in   the  Canadian 
Rainy  Lako  Region. 

H.  DeUuincey  Sewcll,  A.  Longheed 
and  James  McCallum,  Ontario  and  Do- 
minion land  surveyors,  during  last  fall 
and  January  and  February  of  this  year, 
were  engaged  in  locating  gold  mining 
claims  on  the  La  Seine  river,  says  a 
Winnipeg  paper. 

The  La  Seine  river  flows  in*o  Rainy 
lake.  Many  locations  for  gold  and  mag- 
netic iron  ores  are  now  taken  up  there, 
and  at  It  ail  one  gold  vein  is  being  de- 
veloped by  Fort  William  capitalists. 

The  ores  from  these  veins  average  all 
round  fri>in  f}^  to  $43.  even  where  no 
gold  is  visible.  This  tract  is  now  being 
taken  lip  rapidly.  It  is  fairly  well  tim- 
bered and  when  navigation  opens,  lively 
times  are  anticipated  in  this  section  gen- 
erally. Some  22,000  acres  in  this  section 
of  Algoma  will  prol^ably  be  blocked  out 
by  Americans,  but  the  most  eligible  min- 
ing lots  are  owned  by  Canadians. 

The  Port  Arthur  Herald  says:  Rainy 
Lake  City  is  going  to  be  the  metropolis 
of  the  northern  part  of  Minnesota,  and 
we  look  to  see  a  town  there  this  fall  of 
4000  or  5000  people.  The  Rainy  Lake 
region  is  drawing  people  from  all  over 
the  Tnited  States,  even  from  California 
and  Maine,  and  the  Deadwood  papers 
complain  of  some  of  their  people  leaving 
for  this  region.

HydrographJc  Experiments. 
A    bottle    thrown    overboard    from  a 
vessel  in  the  Atlantic  was  found  by  Mal- 
colm Maclean,  of  Upper  Shader,  Barvas, 
Scotland,  on  the  shore  there  on  March  7. 
It  contained  a  paper  issued  by  the  hydro- 
graphic  department  of  the  United  States, 
showing  that  it  was  cast  adrift  on  Oct.  18. 
iSg3.  in  44  degrees  -•  minutes  west  longi- 
tude and  51  degrees  6  minutes  north  lati- 
tude.   The    bottle    and    contents    have 
therefore    drifted    about    east    by  north 
some  1800  mile%  in  139  days— an  average 
of  13  miles  a  day.    Another  bottle  mess- 
age, thrown  from  the  same   ship    as   the 
one  which  came  ashore    at    Barvas,  was 
washed  ashore  at  lochdar,  South  Uist,  on 
Feb.   28.     It  was    thrown   overboard  on 
Dec.  8,  1893.  in   52   degrees    46    minutes 
north  latitude  and  39  degrees  17  minutes 
west  longitude,  so  has  averaged  17  miles 
per    day  on    its    journey  of    nearly  1500 
miles.     The   Barvas   message  may  have 
been    ashore    some    days  before  it  was 
found.    These  experiments  are  made  by 
the    hydroeraphic    department     of     the 
I'nitcd    States    navy   to  determine    the 
velocity  and  direction  of  various  Atlantic 
currents. 

Recovered  From  His  Injuries. 
A  Virginia  dispatch  to  The  Herald  on 
March  13  said  H.  A.  Durkee  was  badly 
cut  by  a  Finlander  in  a  row  arising  from 
a  dispute  about  paying  for  drinks.  Mr. 
Durkee  was  in  the  city  yesterday  and 
has  fully  recovered.  His  injuries  were 
not  received  in  a  row  about  drinks  but 
while  Mr.  Durkee  was  playing  the  role 
of  the  good  Samaritan  and  endeavoring 
to  get  a  man  home  while  the  latter  was 
intoxicated.

It  Broken. 
CONNELLSViLLE.  Pa.,  April  6.— Peace 
once  more  reigns  throughout  the  coke 
regions,  but  no  one  can  tell  how  long 
this  condition  of  afifairs  will  continue. 
The  operators  say  the  backbone  of  the 
strike  has  been  broken  and  the  end  is 
only  a  few  days  ahead.  The  Frick 
officials  ot  Scottdale  report  everything 
quiet  at  all  their  plants  and  they  do  not 
fear  any  more  trouble. 

.Similar  reports  come  from  Rainey's 
general  offices  at  V^anderbilt.  None  of 
the  Fnck  plants  are  in  operation  owing 
to  the  death  of  Chief  Engineer  Paddock, 
but  they  will  be  fired  up  tomorrow  or 
Monday.  Many  of  their  plants  were 
charged  with  coke  when  Paddock  .was 
killed  and  this  coke  is  being  drawn  as 
soon  as  it  is  burned.  No  miners  are 
working  at  any  of  their    plants. 

Of  the  Rainey  works,  Mount  Brad- 
dock  and  Elm  Grove  are  idle.  Moyer, 
Rainey,  Paul  and  Fort  Hill  are  in  ojjcr- 
ation,  the  two  latter  having  been  fired 
up  today.  Lemont  Nos.  i  and  2  are  the 
only  plants  ot  the  McClure  Coke  com- 
panv  now  idle  that  were  in  operation  be- 
ore' the  strike  began.  Cochran  &  Sons 
fired  up  their  Clarissa  and  Nellie  works 
today. 

Although  the  operators  say  the  strike 
is  ended,  they  are  preparing  for  possible 
outbreaks  at  any  time.  The  Rainey  offi- 
cials ordered  a  large  body  of  deputies 
from  their  Mover  works  to  the 
Vanderbilt  region.  Others  will  be 
stationed  at  Elm  Grove  and  near  the 
Paul  and  Fort  Hill  works,  ready  to  sup- 
press any  violence  that  may  occur. 
Cochran's  Clarissa  and  Nellie  works  are 
guarded  by  twenty-five  Pmkerton  men, 
who  arrived  from  Pittsburg  last  night  on 
the  midnight  train. 

The  strikers  do  not  think  the  strike  is 
broken.  Their  leaders  say  the  men  are 
gradually  recovering  from  the  confusion 
into  which  thev  were  thrown  by  the  ar- 
rest of  the  officers  of  the  organization 
and  the  100  Davidson  rioters.  As  soon 
as  the  men  recover  from  the  fright,  the 
leaders  say,  the  sti  ike  will  be  renewed 
with  more  vigor  than  ever.

RECRUITS  FROM  HOMESTEAD. 

Coxey's  Commonweal  Army  Received   About 
Fifty  Additions  Today. 

H0MESTE.\D,  Pa..  April  6.— The  possi- 
bilities were  wide  open  here  last  night  in 
the  matter  of  Homesteaders  becoming 
excited  and  thronging  to  join  the  Com- 
monweal of  Christ,  for  the  frequent  refer- 
ences of  Coxey  and  Brown  in  the 
speeches  reopened  the  old  sores. 

While  it  is  at  this  time  impossible  to 
accurately  estimate  the  number  of  re- 
cruits from  this  place,  a  conservative 
opinion  gives  it  as  fifty.  These  men  will 
join  the  army  at  Bulls  Run,  four  miles 
above,  and  at  other  adjoining  points, 
preferring  not  to  appear  in  the  line  of 
marchers  as  they  pass  through  the  main 
thoroughfares  en  route  to  McKeesport. 

It  was  a  quiet  camp  at  the  huge  frame 
ice  house  at  the  foot  of  Amity  avenue. 
Hay  had  been  thrown  upon  the  sawdust 
flooring  and  in  this  the  men  crawled, 
wrapping  their  overcoats  over  their 
heads  and  shoulders.  There  were  over 
400  men  in  a  space  that  would  comfort- 
ably accommodate  100  less.  As  a  result 
they  were  wedged  in  as  closely  as  corn 
upon  the  cob,  several  scores  crawling 
near  the  horses,  hoping  to  find  the 
animal  more  liberal  in  his  demand  than 
shivering  men. 

The  hour  scheduled  for  breakfast  was 
9  o'clock,  but  it  was  10  before  the  rnen 
were  served  with  their  rations  of  boiled 
potatoes,  bologna,  bread  and  coffee.  The 
raw  cold  wind  blew  along  Monongahela 
and  chilled  the  men  to  the  bone. 

TOO  FOND  OF  THE  RACE  TRACKS. 

Wliy  Miss  Torrence   Could   Not  Wed  the  Man 
She  Loved. 

Chicago,  April  6.— A  Chicago  paper 
publishes  a  story  regarding  what  it  calls 
"the  true  inwardness"  of  the  recent  mar- 
riage of  Miss  Jessie  Torrence,  daughter 
of  Gen.  J.  L.  Torrence,  of  Chicago,  to  the 
son  of  the  recently  deceased  New  York 
financier,  George  C.  Magoun.  The  mar- 
riage took  place  very  suddenly  at  the 
Hotel  Brunswick  in  New  York,  and  was 
very  quiet  owing,  it  was  said,  10  the  re- 
cent death  of  the  groom's  father.

CECIL  RHODES'  TRIUMPH. 

The  Premier  of  Cape  Colony  Secures  the  An- 
nexation of  Pondoland. 

Cape  Town,  April  6.— The  annexation 
of  Pondoland  has  been  effected  without 
firing  a  shot.  The  chiefs  and  people  of 
the  newly  annexed  country  are  quietly 
submitting.  This  is  another  triumph 
for  the  so-called  imperial  policy  of  Hon. 
Cecil  Rhodes,  the  premier  of  Cape  Col- 
ony, and  is  a  most  important  addition  to 
the  British  domain  in  South  Africa. 

For  eight  years  past  Pondoland  has 
been  under  an  alleged  protectorate  which 
was  the  cause  of  considerable  friction. 
The  country  lUst  annexed  is  desirable  as 
being  one  of  the  most  delightful  regions 
in  the  world,  the  scene  of  considerable 
lawlessness  and  many  fierce  tribal  fights. 

Pondoland  has  an  area  of  about  3Q00 
square  miles  and  a  native  population  of 
about  200.000.  The  white  population  is 
very  small.

Lo.NDON,  April  6.— Considerable  con- 
sternauon  prevails  in  the  Midland 
counties  owing  to  the  failure  of  Messrs.

A  Compromise  Recommended 
Washington.  April  6.— The  bill 
agreed  on  by  the  Indian  affairs  commit- 
tee of  the  house  for  a  statement  of  the 
troublesome  question  of  the  Southern 
Ute  Indians  in  Colorado  is  in  the  nature 
of  a  compromise.  By  its  terms  the  Indi- 
ans will  be  located  on  the  western  end 
of  the  present  reservation  and  on  a  strip 
of  land  in  New  Mexico.

Department   Work   Out    of 

Politics. 


Admission  to  the  Service,  Which  Would  Be 

Continuous,  Would  Be  Obtained 

Only  Through  Examination. 


Provides  That  Removals  Are  ^o  Be 
Only  on  Proof  of  Misconduct  or 
Inefficiency.

Washington.  April  6.— Senator  Mor- 
gan's bill  for  the  re-org^anization  of  the 
state  dipartment  has  created  consider- 
able comment.  The  purpose  of  the  bill 
is  to  take  the  foreign  service  and  the  de- 
partment work  out  of  politics,  to  provide 
an  educational  qualification  for  appoint- 
ment, to  make  the  service  continuous 
and  to  provide  for  promotions.  Admis- 
sion to  the  service  is  only  to  be  obtained 
through  an  examination  by  a  board  to 
be  appointed  for  that  purpose,  to  consist 
of  the  commissioner  of  education,  two 
professors  of  public  law  from  leading 
universities,  and  two  officers  of  the  de- 
partment, which  examination  is  to  cover 
general  history,  history  of  the  United 
States,  constitutional  and  international 
law,  political  economy,  geography,  arith- 
metic, English  language  and  either  Ger- 
man, French,  Spanish,  Italian  or  Russian. 
Persons  who  pass  this  examination  are 
to  be  eligible  to  appointment  to  the  low- 
est grade  in  the  service.  Persons  now 
in  the  service  are  to  undergo  this  exami- 
nation as  well  as  applicants  tor  appoint- 
ment. No  grade  is  to  be  overstepped  in 
making  promotions.  Positions  in  the  de- 
partment and  in  the  foreign  service  are 
to  be  interconvertible  on  the  same  grade. 
Removals  are  to  be  made  only  on  proof 
of  misconduct  or  inefficiency. 

No  one  under  20  years  of  age  or  above 
45  is  to  be  eligible  to  appointment.  Only 
the  secretary  of  state,  the  first  assistant 
secretary,  the  solicitor  of  the  department, 
ambassadors,  envoy  extraordinary  and 
mmisters  plenipotentiary,  and  consular 
agents  are  to  be  exempt  from  the  exam- 
ination requirements,  except  private  sec- 
retaries, messengers  and  laborers. 

The  bill  provides  for  positions  for 
which  the  examination  prescribed  will  be 
necessary  and  the  salaries  to  be  paid. 
There  is  to  be  i  second  assistant  secre- 
tary at  $3500;  I  third  assistant  secretary 
at  S3500;  I  chief  clerk  at  $2500;  i  trans- 
lator at  §2100;  6  cbiefsof  bureau  at  $2100 
each;  8  clerks  at  $iSoo  each;  10  clerks  at 
$1600  each;  12  clerks  at  Sr  }oo;  12  clerks 
at  $i2co  and  12  clerks  at  $1000  each. 

Officers  in  the  consular  service:  Fif- 
teen consuls  general  at  $5000  each;  20 
consuls  general  at  S^ooo  each;  50  con- 
suls at  S3000  each;  80  consuls  at  $2500 
each;  100  consuls  at  $2300; 
28  vice  consuls  at  $1500  each; 
30  vice  consuls  at  $1200  each.  In 
the  diplomatic  service:  Two  ministers 
resident  at  $7500  each;  ;  ministers  resi- 
dent at  |6cx>o  each;  8  secretaries  of  le- 
gation at  S3000  each;  10  secretaries  of 
legation  at  $2500  tach;  12  secretaries  of 
legation  at  $2000  each. 

Consuls  are  to  receive  no  pay  beyond 
the  salary  fixed,  the  notarial  work  done 
by  them  being  a  part  of  the  service  re- 
quired. Two  hundred  consular  agents 
are  provided  lor,  who  shall  receive  not 
to  exceed  S500  each  per  year  in  fees.

TRIPLE  HANGING  IN  ARKANSAS. 

Three  Train  Robbers  Who  Killed  Conductor 
McNally  Hanged  Today. 

St.  Louis,  April  6.— A  special  to  the 
Post-Dispatch  from  Newport,  Ark.,  says: 
The  three  train  robbers  J.  L.  Wyrick, 
Thomas  Brady  and  Albert  Mansker,who 
killed  Conductor  W.  P.  McXally,  at  Oli- 
phant,  Ark.,  Nov.  3,  last,  were  here  this 
morning.  The  drop  fell  at  7:55  and  the 
men  were  pronounced  dead  at  8:05.  All 
three  necks  were  broken. 

The  crime  for  which  three  men  today 
suffered  death  was  committed  on  the 
n  ight  of  Nov.  3,  1803.  About  10  o'clock 
that  night  Passenger  Train  No.  51,  on 
the  St.  Louis,  Iron  Mountain  &  Southern 
railroad  was  held  up  at  01iphant,a  lonely 
flag  station  in  Independence  county,  by 
seven  masked  men,  who  looted  the  ojc- 
press  and  passenger  coaches.  The  rob- 
Ws  kept  up  a  fusilade  of  firing  all  the 
time  the  robbery  was  being  committed 
and  Conductor  W.  P.  McNally,  who 
bravely  attempted  to  defend  his  train, 
was  killed  by  a  rifle  bullet. 

About  two  weeks  previous  to  the  rob- 
bery half  a  dozen  young  farmers  disap- 
peared from  their  homes  near  Beton- 
ville.  Thev  rode  ponies  and  were 
heavily  armed.  To  their  friends  they 
said  they  were  going  to  the  Indian  terri- 
tory to  buy  cattle.  The  names  of  these 
farmers  were  Albert  Mansker,  James  L, 
Wyrick,  George  Padgett,  O.  L.  Truman 
and  Pennyweight  Powell  and  ^his 
younger  brother,  Sam. 

I'nder  the  leadership  of  Thomas 
Brady,  a  whisky  peddler  from  the  In- 
dian territory,  these  agriculturists  left 
th.ir  farms,  families  and  friends  to  be- 
come train  robbers.  Brady,  Mansker, 
Wyi'ick  and  Padgett  were  arrested  not 
long  after  the  hold-up.  Padgett  turned 
states  evidence  and  is  now  in  jail  await- 
ing trial  at  the  spring  term  of  the  Jack- 
son county  circuit  court.  His  three  com- 
panions were  tried  in  February  and  con- 
victed of  McNally's  murder.  Penny- 
weight Powell  was  captured  in  Denver 
about  a  moulh  ago  and  is  now  in  prison 
awaiting  trial,  Truman  and  Sam  Pow- 
ell are  fugitives  from  justice.

Oakland,  Cal„  April  6.— The  city  of 
Oakland  has  had  many  exciting  events 
in  its  history,  '  but  nothing  has  occurred 
here  to  compare  with  the  turmoil  caused 
early  this  morning  by  a  regiment  of  un- 
employed men  which  left  San  Francisco 
Wednesday  to  join  Coxey's  army  in  its 
journey  to   Washington, 

Last  night  long  every  man,  woman 
and  child  in  Oakland  was  on  the  streets, 
the  not  alarm  sounded,  the  governor  was 
asked  to  call  out  the  national  guards, 
extra  police  and  deputy  sheriffs  were 
sworn  in  and  armed  with  rifles  and  pre- 
parations made  lor  fiq:hting  of  the 
bloodiest  kind,  because  640  unemployed 
desperate  men  refused  to  leave  the  city. 
Only  a  rash  word,  or  an  unlucky  shot 
was  required  to  precipit.ate  a  conflict 
which  would  have  resulted  in  the  extinc- 
tion of  this  branch  of  the  industrial  army, 
for  the  men  who  composed  it  were 
mostly  unarmed  and  could  have  made 
but  a  feeble  resistance  to  the  officers  and 
citizens.  But  the  word  was  not  uttered, 
nor  the  shot  fired,  nor  the  army  over- 
co.Tce  by  force;  they  consented  to  move 
when  it  was  seen  that  the  further  resist- 
ance to  the  will  ot  the  citizens  of  Oak- 
land was  useless. 

On  Wednesday  last,  under  the  leader- 
ship of  a  man,  about  600  unemployed 
men  applied  to  Mayor  Ellert,  of  San 
Fr.anciEco,  for  assistance  in  getting 
across  the  bay  at  Oakland,  where,  how- 
ever, they  expected  to  secure  transpor- 
tation on  freight  trains  to  the  East.  The 
mayor  contributed  S25  and  the  regiment 
was  sent  over  to  Oakland.  Mayor  Par- 
dee, of  this  city,  resented  what  he  called 
'the  foisting  of  San  Francisco's  unem- 
ployed upon  Oakland,  and  a  tart  corres- 
pondence has  ensued  between  the 
mayors  of  the  two  cities. 

Upon  arriving  at  Oakland  the  army 
found  that  the  Southern  Pacific  railroad 
would  not  allow  them  to  ride  on  its 
trains  so  they  camped  in  the  Mills  taber- 
nacle and  waited.  The  people  of  Oak- 
land fed  them  and  they  were  in  no  hurry 
to  move.  The  citizens  raised  J200  to  pay 
the  fare  of  the  industrials  to  Sacramento 
and  arrangements  were  made  to  have 
them  start  at  6  o'clock  last  night.  The 
army  marched  on  Sixteenth  street 
station  to  take  the  train,  and  the  people 
of  Oakland  .  heaved  a  sigh  of  relief  in 
getting  rid  of  them  so  early. 

When,  however,  the  army  found  that  it 
was  to  be  transported  in  box  cars,  the 
men  rebelled  and  refused  to  leave  un- 
less passenger  coaches  were  provided, 
so  the  army  marched  back  to  the  taber- 
nacle. Chief  of  Police  Schaeffer  tried  to 
make  peace  by  asking  the  railroad  com- 
pany to  supply  passenger  cars.  Division 
Superintendent  Wilder  refused  their  re- 
quest saying  that  the  railroad  company 
could  not  furnish  the  coaches  tor  the 
$200  that  had  been  subscribed. 

All  negotiations  were  declared  off,  .and 
then  it  was  decided  to  take  action  against 
the  army.  The  officials  received  infor- 
mation that  among  the  leaders  of  the 
army  was  a  man  who  had  been  inter- 
ested in  the  Haymarket  riots  in  Chicago. 
This  information  was  somewhat  alarm- 
ing to  the  officers  and ,  it  was  decided  to 
take  speedy  action  and  avoid  blood- 
shed if  possible.  Mayor  Pardee  called 
a  meeting  of  the  council,  and  a  plan  of 
campaign  was  decided  upon. 

At  1 1  o'clock  Mayor  Pardee  issued 
positive  orders  to  Chief  of  Police  Schaef- 
er  that  the  industrial  army  must  be 
diivenout  of  the  city  by  force.  The  or- 
ders were  of  such  a  character  that  the 
chief  felt  that  they  must  be  carried  out. 
He  made  a  secret  investigation  and 
learned  that  the  army  consisted  of  about 
640  men,  who  were  camped  in  the  taber- 
nacle. Chief  Schaefer  then  issued  a  gen- 
eral order  to  all  the  members  of  the  po- 
lice to  report  in  uniform  at  once  to  the 
city  hall.  In  response  to  this  order  some 
twenty-five  police  officers'  appeared  at 
the  city  hall. 

The  chief  came  to  the  decision    that 
this  number  was  not  sutricient    to  battle 
with  and  he  did  not  propose  to  take  any 
chances.    He  wanted  a  full  force  before 
he  attempted  the    raid.    A    report    was 
made  to  the  mayor  and  he  at  once 
graphed  to  the    governor  to    have 
militia    called  out.    The    telegram 
sent  to  Sacramento  and  in  case  the 
ernor  could  not  be  found  an  appeal 
to  be  made  to  Adjt.-Gen.  P'llen. 

Chief  Sch.ifer  sent  for  Sheriff  McKil- 
lican,  and  a  consultation  was  held  in  the 
city  ball.  The  sh  -riff  agreed  to  swear  in 
all  necessary  deputies  in  order"  to  keep 
the  peace.  In  the  meantime  Maj.  Frank 
O'Brien,  commanding  the  First  battalion 
of  the  Fifth  regiment,  including  compan- 
ies A,  F  and  G,  was  summoned  to  the 
city  hall.  He  was  notified  by  the  police 
to  prepare  for  action,  as  a  telegram  had 
been  sent  to  the  governor  asking  for 
assistance.  Maj,  O'Brien  at  once  re- 
paired to  the  army  on  Twelfth  street  and 
his  officers  were  summoned  to  duty.  He 
notified  the  police  that  he  would  be  in- 
readiness  to  report  for  duty  with  two 
companies  the  moment  he  received  word 
from  the  governor  or  the  adjutant  gen- 
eral. 

Under  the  direction  of  Maj.  O'Brien,  a 
Galling  gun  was  placed  in  front  of  the 
city  hall  and  loaded  for  action.  "The  gun 
was  placed  in  charge  of  militiamen  with 
instructions  to  take  no  action  until  word 
was  received  from  the  major  in  com- 
mand. At  midnight  the  mayor.  Sheriff 
McKillican  and  Chief  Schaefer  held  a 
consultation  and  it  was  decided  to  drive 
the  industrial  army  out  of  the  city  at  3 
o'clock  in  the  morning. 

The  excitement  .at  ihc  city  ball  was 
running  high.  Then  officers  were  arm- 
ing themselves  with  pistols,  clubs,  Win- 
chcbtei  rifles,  etc.  .Scrgt.  Fletcher  com- 
menced to  organize  the  men  into  com- 
panies, so  as  to  be  teadyat  a  moment's 
notice.  At  12:30  o'clock  no  word  had 
been  received  from  Sacramento  and  the 
militia  were  waiting  orders  to  move  and 
assist  the  police.  Ifhe  mayor  and  coun- 
cil were  still  at  the  city  hall  and  finally 
sent  the  chief  of  police  and  the  sherifif  to 


make  a  final  request  of  Superintendent 
Wilder  for  passenger  cars.  Wilder  re- 
fused and  final  preparations  for  action 
commenced.  Oakland's  police  force 
consists  of  fifty  men  and  they  were  all 
on  duty. 

At  2  o'clock  a  general  alarm  was 
sounded  by  the  fire  bells  and  the  citizens 
hastened  to  the  city  hall.  There  about 
1200  were  sworn  in  as  deputy  sheriff- 
and  were  armed.  The  fire  department 
also  responded  and  were  armed.  Then 
the  city's  forces  marched  to  the  taber- 
nacle where  the  army  was  peacefully 
slumbering.  They  were  awakened  and 
ordered  to  move  out.  The  men  refused 
and  things  looked  ominous.  Consulta- 
tions were  held  on  both  sides.  Finally 
the  police  arrested  Leader  Kelly  and 
several  of  his  men  and  penned  the  rest 
of  them  up  in  a  corner  of  the  tabernacle. 
They  still  refused  to  move  unless  their 
leader  was  returned  to  them,  and  the 
police  held  another  consultation. 

At  last  they  decided  to  release  him  and 
Kelly  was  carried  back  on  the  shoulders 
of  his  men  amid  enthusiastic  cheers.  He 
made  a  speech  to  his  followers  counsel- 
ing moderation  and  asked  them  to  com- 
ply with  the  demands  of  the  people  of 
Oakland,  In  the  meantime  arrange- 
ments had  been  made  v/ith  the  Southern 
Pacific  for  eight  box  cars. 

The  industrials  agreed  to  submit 
peacefully  and  at  3:20  a.  m,  formed  a 
line  and  escorted  by  200  armed  police 
and  citizens,  marched  to  Sixteenth  street 
station,  where  they  entered  the  box  cars 
and  shortly  after  4  o'clock  the  train 
pulled  out  for  Sacramento.  Oakland 
heaved  another  big  sigh  of  relief  and 
went  back  to  bed.  At  Sacramento  the 
army  will  be  reinforced  by  about  300 
men,  and  unless  the  railroad  company 
agrees  to  take  the  whole  lot  across  the 
country  a  riot  is  almost  certain  to  occur.

GROVER  UNLIKELY  TO  COME. 

Repott  That  President  Cleveland  Will   Make  a 
lake  Trip  Not  Confirmed. 
The  repcrt  that    President    Cleveland 
and  the  members  of  his  cabinet  have  ac- 
cepLed    an    invitation    from     President 
Hill,  of  the  Great   Northern    system,    to 
make  a  trip  to  Duluth  on  the  initial  voy- 
age of  the  North  West  is  incorrect.    No 
Jonnal  invitation  has  yet  been  tendered, 
hut  that  will    come    at    an    early    date. 
1  here  is  considerable   doubt    in    official 
circles,  however,  whether    such    a    trip 
would  be  possible,  especially  in  May. 

According  to  Private  Secretary  Thur- 
ber,  who  was  seen  by  a  Washington  cor- 
respondent yesterdav,  it  will  be  impos- 
sible for  President  Cleveland  to  go  in 
.May,  even  if  he  desired  to  do  so.  This 
is  TLurber's  opinion,  at  any  rate.  He 
was  asked  if  the  president  had  been  for- 
mally invited  to  take  such  a  trip. 

"Not  to  my  knowledge,"  replied  Mr. 
Thurber,  "and  I  think  I  would  know  it  if 
he  had.  1  know  that  there  has  been 
some  talk  about  such  a  trip.  It  may  be 
that  while  J.  J.  Hill  was  here  he  men- 
tioned this  plan  to  the  president.  Th.-it's 
as  far  as  the  matter  has  gone,  in  my 
opinion." 

"Could  the  president  go  if  formally  in- 
vited: '  was  asked. 

"How  lone  would  it  take:"  asked  Thur- 
ber. 
"Two  weeks,"  was  suggested. 
"It  would  be  impossible  then  for  the 
president  to  get  away,  in  my  opinion," 
was  Mr.  Thurber's  answer.  Representa- 
tive Baldwin  has  had  practically  the  same 
information  direct  from  the  president. 
The  Duluth  congressman  does  not  thiok 
it  will  be  possible  foi  the  president  to 
get  away  for  that  length  of  time  with 
congress  in  session.  Congress  has  not 
yet  been  formally  invited  either  and  the 
members,  with  a  few  exceptions,  have 
never  heard  anything  about  the  proposed 
trip. 

Maj.  Baldwin  says  that  although  con- 
gress has  not  been  invited,  while  Capt. 
McDougall,  of  Duluth,  was  before  the 
house  committee  on  rivers  and  harbors 
last  winter  he  invited  the  members  to 
take  some  such  trip  as  this.  He  also 
itated  that  an  invitation  would  be  ex- 
tended to  congress  as  a  body  later  on.

A  Washington  dispatch  says  that  Re- 
presentative Jerry  Simpson,  of  Kansas, 
is  preparing  a  joint  resolution  which  he 
will  soon  submit  to  congress  proposing 
an  international  commission  between 
the  United  States  and  Canada  with  a 
view  to  their  co-operation  in  a  system  of 
canal  and  waterways  closely  connecting 
the  great  lakes  with  ihe  Atlantic  ocean. 
Mr.  Simpson,  who  sailed  the  lakes  in  his 
early  days,  proposes  a  cut  from  Georgian 
bay  on  the  east  shore  of  Lake  Huron, 
through  to  Lake  Ontario.  This  cut  could 
be  made  by  way  of  Lake  Simcoe  and 
other  small  lakes,  so  that  the  actual  cut 
would  not  be  over  loo  miles.  It  would 
save  8oo  miles  of  the  present  route 
through  the  St.  Clair  and  Detroit  rivers, 
the  entire  length  of  Lake  Erie  and  the 
Welland  canal.  It  would  make  almost 
a  bee  line  from  the  upper  lakes  to  the 
St.  Lawrence,  and  thence  to  the  ocean. 

It  is  also  contemplated  that  joint  ac- 
tion be  taken  on  improving  the  Upper 
St.  Lawrence  in  order  to  open  this  lake 
and  ocean  route  to  the  largest  and  most 
modern  boats.  The  proposed  cut  from 
Georgian  bay  to  Lake  Ontario  would  be 
on  Canadian  soul,  and  would  have  to  be 
done  either  by  Canada  alone  or  by  co- 
operation with  this  country. 

Mr.  Simpson  takes  the  view  that  such 
a  canal,  even  on  Canadian  soil,  would  be 
mainly  of  advantage  to  American  com- 
merce. Most  of  the  shipping  on  the  up- 
per lakes  is  American.  The  great  grain 
regions  of  the  far  Northwest  would  thus 
have  a  direct  water  route  to  the  ocean, 
instead  of  a  circuitous  lake  route  to  Buf- 
falo and  trans-shipment  there  by  rail  to 
the  seaboard. 

The  interests  of  both  countries  are  so 
involved  that  Mr.  Simpson  will  now  urge 
a  resolution  empowering  the  president 
to  invite  Canada  to  join  this  country  in 
selecting  a  joint  commission  to  consider 
what  can  be  done  and  how  both  coun- 
tries can  co-operate  in  executing  it. 

This  is  an  important    move    in  which 
Duluth  has  a  direct  and    large    interest. 
Mr.  Simpson's    resolution    may    be    the 
first  step  in  a  movement  that  will   result 
in  the  improvement  of  the  direct    water- 
way which  nature  has  provided  between 
Duluth  and  the  Atlantic   ocean,  so  that 
the  largest  vessels  may  go   direct    from 
Duluth  to  foreign  ports,  and  the   dream 
of  Duluth  being  virtually  transformed  in- 
to a  sea  port,  be  realized.    Certainly  it  is 
only  by  this  plan  that  a   deep   waterway 
to  the  sea  can  be  secured.    The    vision- 
ary Oswego  scheme  of    a  Niagara  Falls 
ship  canal  in    conjunction    with   a  deep 
canal  through  New  York  state  will  never 
be  carried  out.    Even  if  it  were  practic- 
able, the  great  expense  of  construction, 
the  length  of  time  that  would    be    occu- 
pied    by     vessels     passing      through 
such         a         waterway         and         the 
extra  cost  of  numerous  lockages  would 
forbid  such  a  scheme  being  carried  out, 
and  the    only   hope  of   obtaining  a  deep 
waterway    from    Duluth  to  the  Atlantic 
lies  in  the    Canadian    canal    system  and 
the  St.  Lawrence  river  route. 

A  year  or  more    ago    Capt.  Alex.  Mc- 
Dougall    had    an    article  in  a  Canadian 
paper  advocating  some  such  scheme  as 
Mr,  Simpson  now  proposes  and  showing 
the  great  benefits  which    both  countries 
would    derive    from  a  waterway  of    this 
character.  Several  years  ago  Hon.  James 
Fisher,    of    Winnipeg,  a  member  of  the 
Manitoba  legislature  and  well    known  to 
many  Duluth    pc  *ple  on    account  of  the 
active  part  he  has  taken  in  the  recip«oci- 
ty     conventions,     published     a    small 
*  brochure      on      this        subject.         He 
earr:estly    advocated    the     advisability 
of  handing  over  the  control  of  the  Cana- 
dian canals    to  a  joint    commission    ap- 
pointed by  the  United  States  and  Canada 
which    should    proceed    to  deepen    the 
canals,  the  expense  being  borne  equally 
by  the  two    countries.    Mr.    Fisher  took 
up  all  the    objections    which  have  been 
raised  to  this  idea  and  readily    disposed 
of  them,    showing  that    it  is  possible    to 
enter  into  an    agreement  by  which    this 
greit  waterway  can  be  placed  under  in- 
ternational control  and  made  neutral  ter- 
ritory   in  case  of    war— a  very    unlikely 
contingency — and  furnish  the  most  dirsct 
route  obtainable  from  the  head  of  Lake 
Superior  to  the  ocean. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  Congressman 


Simpson's  resolution  will  receive  the 
solid  support  of  all  the  Northwestern 
representatives.  There  is  no  portion  of 
the  Northwest  which  would  not  be  bene- 
fited largely  by  this  project  being 
brought  to  a  successful  conclusion.  A 
glance  at  the  map  will  show  the  great 
saving  in  distance  and  time  that  would 
be  secured  by  the  cutting  of  a  canal 
from  Georgian  bay  to  Lake  Ontario. 
This  cut  ofif  would  save  8oo  miles  of  the 
distance  from  Duluth  to  the  St.  Law- 
rence by  the  existing  natural  waterways 
and  canals,  and  such  a  saving  in  distance 
and  time  would  result  in  a  further  re- 
duction of  freight  rates.  With  wheat 
selling  at  6o  cents,  the  necessity  of  re- 
ducing the  cost  of  transportation  from 
the  Northwest  to  the  Liverpool  market 
has  become  greater  than  at  any  previous 
period  in  the  history  of  this  country.  The 
Northwestern  farmer  has  a  vital  interest 
in  the  consummation  of  the  plan  which 
Congressman  Simpson's  resolution  pro- 
poses.

Tax  on  Labor's  Savings. 

There  is  one  feature  of  the  income  tax 
clause  of  the  Wilson  tariff  bill  which 
should  be  changed.  As  it  now  stands, 
it  imposes  a  direct  tax  on  the  hard- 
earned  savings  of  labor,  by  taxing  the 
building  and  loan  associations. 

Building  and  loan  associations,  in 
cities  especially,  are  the  people's  savings 
banks.  They  are  the  builders  of  the 
laboring  man's  house.  As  a  rule  they 
have  worked  well,  and  everywhere  are  a 
positive  blessing  to  tens  of  thousands  of 
hdrorers  in  their  efforts  to  secure  shelter 
for  themselves  and  their  families.  They 
teach  earners  of  money  bow  to  save  it; 
how  to  spend  it  so  as  to  get  homes. 

The  few  dollars  which  the  wage  workers 
have  put  into  these  associations  should 
be  free  from  the  income  tax,  because  it 
would  not  be  a  tax  upon  their  incomes 
but  a  direct  levy  upon  their  savings.  A 
tax  upon  the  dividends  which  they  secure 
from  this  source  would  also  be  unjust. 
The  senate  should  change  this  feature 
of  the  bill  before  its  passage.

Officers  Elected  for  the  Coming  Year  and 

the  Report  of  Secretary  Buchanan 

Presented. 


Several  Subjects,  Including  Insurance  Rates 
and  the  National  Educational  Asso- 
ciation Matter,  Discussed. 


A  Lumberman  Says  That  Two  Large 
Mills  Will  Coin  the  Duluth  Dis- 
trict This  Year.

The  jobbers'  union  held  its  annual 
meeting  last  evening  and  F.  A.  Patrick 
was  re-elected  president  and  P.  S.  An- 
nekc  treasurer  in  spite  of  their  requests 
that  they  be  allowed  to  retire.  Two  vice 
presiden's  were  elected,  Charles  Duncan 
and  \V.  H.  Blades.  An  amendment  to 
the  constitution  providing  (or  the  selec- 
tion of  the  secretary  by  the  whole  union 
instead  of  by  the  officers  is  pending  and 
will  probably  be  passed  as  scon  as  the 
constitution  will  permit.  The  selection 
of  a  secretary,  therefore,  went  over  and 
the  meeting  was  adjourned  until  next 
Thursday. 

In  his  report  Secretary  r>u:banan  dis- 
cussed a  number  of  pertinent  questions. 
Insurance  rates  were  commented  upon. 
Losses  here  are  proportionately  smaller 
than  in  the  Twin  Cities  yet  rates  are 
higher.  This  he  attributed  to  poor  water 
supply,  lack  of  apparatus  and  the  neces- 
sity- for  a  station  near  the  business  center. 

The  National  Educational  association 
convention  matter  was  touched  upon  and 
its  loss  to  Duluth  was  attributed  to  the 
obstinacy  of  the  railroads  in  refusing  to 
give  rates.  The  South  Shore  road  was 
the  only  trunk  line  that  made  unqualified 
concessions,  and  Mr.  Buchanan  said  it 
was  not  the  first  timethis  road  had  shown 
its  friendliness  to  Duluth. 

Mr.  Buchanan  also  suggested  that  this 
is  a  good  time  to  get  m  new  jobbing 
houses,  as  many  houses  during  the  finan- 
cial stringency  have  become  dissatisfied 
with  their  locations.

Donald  Grant,  of  Faribault,  was  inter- 
viewed in  Minneapolis  yesterday.  'The 
present  prospects,"  he  said,  "are  that 
there  will  be  very  little  railroad  building 
in  anv  part  of  the  country  this  year.  The 
country  is  as  full  of  projected  roads  as 
ever,  and  I  hear  ot  two  or  three  new 
schemes  every  week,  but  the  projectors 
haven't  the  money  to  do  the  building, 
and  it  is  almost  impossible  to  enlisr 
capital  in  a  new  railroad  enterprise  at 
this  time." 

"vVbat  will,  in  your  opinion,  be  the 
effect  on  Northern  Minnesota  ot  the 
Rockefellers'  control  of  the  Mesaba  iron 
interests?" 

"I  suppose  the  development  of  the 
country  will  continue  just  the  same," 
was  the  reply.  "  The  ore  is  there, 
and  it  matters  little  whether  the 
Merritts  or  the  Rockefellers  take 
it  out  of  the  ground,  but  if  the 
mines  were  worked  by  our  own  people 
there  would  soon  be  erected  mills  and 
factories  for  its  conversion  into  merchan- 
dise at  home.  This  we  cannot  expect 
from  the  Rockefellers.  They  are  inter- 
ested in  everv  sm;:le  steel  plant  in  this 
country,  and  there  is  no:  a  single  reason 
why  they  should  put  in  local  plants  that 
would  obtain  in  the  case  of  diflerent 
ownership." 

The  Rockefeller  absorption,  Mr.  Grant 
said,  extends  to  the  mining  properties  of 
the  Merritts.  In  manv  of  these  he  is 
heavily  interested.  "I  am,"  he  said, 
"thereby  placed  in  the  hands  of  these 
people  to  a  certain  extent,  but  you  will 
see  me  disposing  of  my  holdings,  and 
you  will  no:  have  to  wait  very  long 
either."

Being  Made  in  Pine 

Men  Are  Buyers. 

"How   is   the  lumber  business  now?" 

said  a  man  who  is  well   posted  last  night 

in   response  to  a  query,  "well,  it   is  not 

very  brisk,  but  this  will    not    be  a  bad 

year  bv  any  means.  The  Buffalo  and 
Tonawanda  fellows  are  not  stocking  up 
very  much  and  are  making  no  purchases 
to  speak  of.  They  are  waiting  to  see  if 
lumber  wiil  go  on  the  free  list.  If  the 
duty  of  $1  per  loco  is  taken  off  they 
think  they  can  pick  up  some  Canadian 
lumber  at  from  50  to  75  cents  cheaper 
than  they  cin  now  buy  it. 

"A  few  pine  land  deals  are  being 
made.  Next  spring  will  see  at  least  two 
large  saw  mills  added  to  those  already 
in  the  Duluth  district.  One  will  go  in 
the  Fall  Lake  district  in  addition  to  the 
Knox  Lumber  company.  The  location 
of  the  other  is  uncertain  but  it  wiil  be  in 
the  interior.  They  will  increase  the 
cutting  capacity  of  'q;  over  'q4  by  about 
75,000.000  feet.  Other  parties  are  pick- 
irig  up  groups  ('f  pine  presumably  with 
the  intention  of  putting  in   mills. 

'•The  activity  in  pice  is  principally 
due  to  timber  and  stone  lands  which  are 
being  placed  on  the  market.  They  are 
mostly  on  waters  in  the  Rainy  Lake  re- 
gion. Outside  of  this  there  is  very  li'.tle 
moving.  If  ttie  Rainy  Lake  country 
develops  and  they  get  railroads  in  there 
that  is  going  to  be  one  ot  the  great  lum- 
ber centers  of  the   Northwest. 

"Micbiean  men  are  the  principal 
buyers  of  timber  now  and  tney  are  going 
to  make  big  fortunes.  The  history  ot 
the  lumber  business  in  J»Iichigan  is  being 
repented  here  in  Minnesota.  Vou  can 
buy  stumpage  here  now  for  as  low  as 
Si  50  per  thousand  and  sometimes  even 
less,  just  as  you  could  in  Michigan.

They  see  the  saose 
conditions  here  now  that  they  found  in 
Michigan  years  ago  and  they  are  mak- 
ing no  experiment  in  coming  in  here. 
They  know  absolutely  what  the  outcome 
will  be. 

"Just  think  of  it.  You  can  buy  stump- 
age  here  for  $1  ;o  per  looo,  while  it  costs 
§5  to  $8  in  Michigan.  The  cost  of  man- 
ufacture is  about  the  same  and  you  can 
get  it  from  here  to  Tonawanda  for  $175 
per  1000.  There  is  an  advantage  which 
IS  hard  to  overcome. 

"Yet  there  are  going  to  be  some  for- 
tunes made  in  Minnesota  pine.  Men  up 
here  do  not  seem  to  realize  this,  but 
some  d.iy  they  will  wake  up  and  find 
some  millionaires  around  here  who  have 
made  their  pile  in  pine."

Cannot  Last  Long. 

London,  April  6,— The  fate  of  the 
Kosebery  government  is  being  warmly 
discussed  in  political  circles  here  today. 
The  defeat  of  the  government  by  a  ma- 
tority  of  one,  on  a  private  bill,  the  major- 
ities on  the  other  questions  falling  ott  18 
to  15  votes,  causes  much  excitement  in 
the  political  world  and  it  is  freely  pre- 
dicted that  the  government  cannot  last 
long. 

The  second  reading  of  the  East  Lon- 
don v.ater  bill  was  opposed  by  Mr.Shaw- 
I.efevre,  president  ot  the  local  govern- 
ment board,  on  behalf  of  the  govern- 
ment; but  the  measure  was  carried  in 
face  cf  vigorous  etTorts  upon  the  part  of 
the  whips  by  a  vote  of  22.S  to  227.  All 
the  Parnellitci  and  many  of  the  McCar- 
thvitcs  were  absent  from  the  division. 

The  Conservative  peers  comment  joy- 
fully upon  the  position  of  the  govern- 
ment, while  the  Liberal  organs,  such  as 
the  Daily  News  and  Westminster  Ga- 
zette, warn  the  Liberal  party  to  be 
careful. 

The  Daily  News  says: 
vigilance  is  not  observed  a 
aster  will  occur." 

The  Westminster  Gazette  remarks: 
"The  serious  feature  of  the  situation  was 
the  absence  of  the  Nationalists  aud  the 
Ivedmonditcs  from  the  house." 

The  same  paper  also  alludes  to  the  re- 
port that  a  section  of  the  McCirthyites, 
being  unable  to  settle  their  differences 
with  the  leader  of  that  party,  have  de- 
termined to  join  the  Redmondites  and 
upset  the  government,  and  adds:  "The 
Liberal  party  will  certainly  not  bend  its 
knees  to  beg  for  its  support,  and  the  re- 
sult of  such  a  course  would  be  to  set 
back  home  rule  for  ten  years.  Unfortu- 
nately the  misunderstanding';  within  the 
Irish  party  are  producing  a  'oad  impres- 
sion upon  the  country  and  are  certainly 
damaging  the  zqal  of  the  Liberals.  They 
(the  Irish)  have  need  of  a  strong  man  to 
lead  them."

His  A.-my  Stuck  at  East  St 
Food. 

St.  Louis,  April  6. — Under  the  orders 
of  the  chief  of  police  of  East  St.  Louis, 
"Gen."  Frye's  industrial  army  took  an- 
other but  very  short  step  towards  Wash- 
ington this  morning.  Satisfied  that  the 
railroads  would  not  voluntarily  trans- 
port the  travelers.  Chief  Watts  ordered 
Gen.  Frye  to  get  his  men  beyond  the 
city  limits  as  soon  after  8  o'clock  as  pos- 
sible. 

Frye  accepted  the  situation  and  after 
an  early  and  abbreviated  breakfast,  con- 
sisting principally  of  beans,  he  got  his 
m.en  in  line  and  ciuielly  moved  from 
Camp  Relay,  iu  the  muddy  bottoms  of 
Hast  St.  Louis,  to  a  point  on  the  CoUins- 
ville  turnpike  just  outside  the  limits  of 
East  St.  Louii.  7'hers  they  halted  and 
v/ent  into  camp  again  to  await  develop- 
ments. In  the  meantime  the  East  St. 
Louis  outposts  have  been  reinforced  and 
orders  issued  to  preveat  the  return  into 
the  city  limits  of  any  of  the  men  now 
that  they  have  been  forced  beyoad  the 
boundary. 

Just  what  will  become  of  the  men  is 
hard  to  say.  Thev  are  practically  with- 
out food  and  the  Eiist  bound  roads  re- 
fuse to  move  them  farther,  both  on  their 
own  account  and  because  of  instructions 
received  from  Eastern  cities  not  to  bring 
the  wanderers  into  their  limits. 

The  lack  of  food  for  the  men  increases, 
as  the  citizens  learn  of  the  unwillingness 
of  the  men  to  accept  the  offer  of  the  East 
St.  Louis  waterboard  of  Si. 50  per  day  for 
one  year  for  200  men  to  lay  pipes,  and 
un!es5  SDmething  new  develops  Frye 
may  put  into  effect  a  threat  made  yester- 
day to  surrender  to  the  East  St.  Louis 
police  as  vagrants  and  thus  compel  the 
city  to  «.are  for  them. 


DECISION  BY  JUDGE  JENKINS.

If  there  is  a  farewell  scene 
betv.een  mother  and  son  before  the  l.nttcr 
is  led  to  the  gallows,  she  mu.st  shed  real 
tears  or  none  at  all.  Our  pf^ople  won't 
stand  any  hase  imitations.  l!'  there  is  any 
Legree,  Uncle  Tom,  Brntus,  Hamlet  or 
deathbed  confes.^ion,  it  shouUi  bo  wheeled 
on  to  the  stage  in  thi.^  act.  TIio  boys  can 
stand  two  more  songs  and  five  minutes  of 
high  kicking.  Our  peoiile  love  ocean  .'jcvn- 
cry,  and  it  can  be  introduced  every  few 
minutes,  no  matter  whether  it  fits  tho 
play  or  not.  Red  fire  and  thundeps^torins 
.•ilways  elicit  admiration  and  applause  and 
cannot  be  used  too  often.  There  must  be 
a  grand  climax  as  the  curtain  falls  for  the 
Inst  time,  or  some  one  will  shoot  the  ceil- 
ing fi;ll  of  .stars.  It  won't  be  enough  that 
tho  villain  f;ills  dead  of  heart  di.scase  and 
the  heroine  discovers  her  long  lost;  mother, 
but  there  mu.«t  be  a  whooping  old  time, 
with  everybody  yelling  ancl  shooting  and 
the  river  overrunning  its  banks  and  inun- 
dating the  wIk.I"  valley.  As  a  p-^oplo  we 
love  the  drama,  but  it  must  be  the  real 
quill  and  no  adulteration.

A  POLICE  CONVENTION. 


Chiefs  of  the  Country  Will  Meet  at  St.  Louii 
on  May  8. 

On  May  8  the  first  annual  convention 
of  the  National  Chiefs  of  Police  union 
will  convene  at  St.  Louis.  This  organi- 
zation was  formed  at  Chicago  a  year  ago 

chiefly  through  the  efforts  of  Chief  W. 
S.  Seavy,  of  Omaha,  who  was  honored 
with  the  presidency.  At  the  St.  Louis 
meeting  the  Bertilhon  system  of  identi- 
fication, uniform  vagrancy  laws  and  a 
police  telegraph  code  will  be  among  the 
many  subjects  under  discussion. 

Chief  Armstrong  is  in  receipt  of  an 
announcement  of  the  convention  and  he 
expects  to  attend.  The  union  now  has  a 
membership  of  about  fifty  chiefs  and  no 
doubt  that  number  will  be  greatly  aug- 
mented at  this  convention.  Headciuar- 
ters  will  be  at  the  Laclede  hotel. 


The  authorities  at  police  headquarters 
think  they  at  last  know  where  Henry 
Haskms'  bottle  of  alcohol  went.  It  will 
be  remembered  that  Haskins  arrested  a 
Second  street  saloonkeeper  for  selling 
alcohol  to  minors  and  left  the  bottle  on 
the  top  of  a  safe  in  the  captain's  room  at 
police  headquarters.  When  the  trial  of 
the  offender  came,  Henry  produced  the 
bottle  but  what  was  his  surprise  when  he 

found  it  contained  nothing  but  plain 
water.  It  is  now  supposed  that  Harry 
Brown,  the  colored  janitor,  made  way 
with  the  stuff.  Brown  was  sent  up  tor 
ten  days  this  morning  as  the  result  of 
getting  drunk  yesterday,  which  was  his 
birthday. 

"  'Scuse  me"  said  he  as  he  leaned 
over  the  desk  in  a  city  hall  office  yester- 
day. 

"Well,  what's  up?"  said  the  clerk. 

"Fortv-five  yeabs  ago,  I  came  into  dis 
United  States." 

"I  don't  believe    you,"  was  the    reply. 

"Yes  sah,"  insisted  Brown  "forty-five 
yeahs  ago  today  I  was  bawn.  My  old 
grandmudder  put  some  hot  water  in  de 
ole  basin  to  wash  me.  Sez  the  doctor, 
sez  he,  'Ole  woman,  youah  bitter 
hab  a  little  whisky  in  dat  water.'  So  the 
old  woman  put  in  a  little  whisky  an  I's 
been  a  drinking  de  stuff  ever  since."  To- 
day he  is  repenting  on  the  stone  pile  and 
with  him  is  Harry  Grimes  who  was  also 
sent  up  for  drunkenness. 

The  better  part  of  the  forenoon  in 
police  court  was  taken  up  by  Judge 
Powell  in  hearing  the  case  m  which  W. 
E.  Bennett  charged  Charles  O'Malley 
with  threatening  a  breach  of  the  peace. 
It  seems  that  O'Malley  put  up  money 
and  cared  for  a  woman  who  has  had  sev- 
eral husbands  and  who  now  goes  by  the 
name  of  Jennie  Bartlett.  One  day  she 
suddenly  left  6o4  Garfield  avenue  and 
took  along  the  furniture  which  O'Malley 
saved  by  satisfying  a  mortgage    upon  it. 

Of  course  O'Malley,  who  is  a  sailor, 
felt  sore  and  when  he  saw  Bennett  walk- 
ing with  the  woman  whose  charms  had 
been  bestowed  upon  him  until  a  hand- 
somer man  came  along,  the  green-eyed 
monster  was  aroused.  He  warned  Ben- 
nett not  to  walk  with  her  and  a  rumpus, 
attended  by  lots  of  vile  talk  and  cheap 
bluffing  ensued.  O'Malley's  zeal  got  the 
belter  of  his  judgment  to  the  extent  that 
Bennett  was  enabled  to  file  the  complaint 
against  him.  A  grist  of  witnesses  testi- 
fied about  the  fuss  and  nearly  everything 
else  under  the  sun  with  the  result  that 
O'Malley  was  put  under  $50  bonds  for 
one  month. 

The  age  of  aggressive  woman  seems 
to  be  at  hand.  .  Of  late  any  number  of 
unfortunate  or  brutal  husbands  have 
been  prosecuted  for  failure  to  provide 
or  threatening  a  breach  of  the  peace,  as 
the  case  might  be.  Yesterday  three  dif- 
ferent women  poured  doleful  tales  into 
Assistant  City  Attorney  Benham's  ear 
about  their  cruel  lords  and  each  time  the 
complaining  dame  carried  a  complaint 
down  to  the  clerk  of  the  municipal 
court. 

Martin  Joyce,  charged  by  his  wife 
Sarah,  with  failing  to  properly  provide 
for  their  bed  and  board,  was  found 
guilty  and  sent  to  the  rock  pile  for  sixty 
days.  Martin  has  frequently  had  this 
complaint  lodged  against  him. 

John  D.  Seney,  1802  West  Michigan 
street  for  threatening  a  breach  of  the 
peace,  was  put  under  $100  bonds  and 
then  committed  until  this  afternoon 
when  his  hearing  was  to  come  up. 

This  morning  Cora  Harder  was  on 
hand  to  testify  against  her  husband,  who 
has  been  in  jail  all  winter  for  abusing  his 
helpmeet  and  who  now  is  accused  of 
threatening  to  do  her  great  bodily  harm. 
The  Bennett-O'Malley  case  took  up  all 
the  session,  so  Cora's  troubles  were  not 
ventilated  until  after  noon. 

John  Collins,  charged  with  vagrancy, 
pleaded  not  guilty  and  his  trial  was  set 
lor  the  afternoon  session  today. 


All  the  Poopio  In  the  Suburb  Enraged  Over  the 
Water  Service. 

The  Lakeside  people  are  nearly  wild 
over  their  water  service.  It  is  fearful 
stuff,  they  say;  in  fact,  smells  and  tastes 
so  badly  that  the  cows,  who  are  none  too 
fastidious,  will  not  drink  it.  This  morn- 
ing it  bad  the  color  of  beer,  but,  worse 
yet,  had  not  the  taste  and  effects  of  that 
popular  beverage. 

City  Engineer  Reed  says  that  it  tastes 
like  a  mixture  of  swamp  water,  red  clay, 
inanure  and  garbage.  He  now  gets  all 
his  water  from  the  lake,  which  is  right  at 
his  back  door.  He  says  that,  the  intake 
pipe  is  too  short  and  that  it  is  too  near 
the  mouths  of  the  two  creeks  and  the 
sewer  outlet.  He  thinks  that  an  intake 
pipe  1000  feet  long  would  give  good, 
clean,  clear  lake  water. 

Sometime  ago  J.  K.  Persons  and  J. 
C.  Carev,  with  about  forty  others,  signed 
a  complaint  which  they  say  has  proved  a 
boomerang  and  that  they  have  been 
hoisted  by  their  own  petard.  Not  only 
has  the  water  been  worse  ever  since,  but 
the  rates  have  been  raised  upon 
many,  if  not  all  those  who 
signed  the  petition  to  the  council. 
Carey's  April  bill  was  $8  larger  than  any 
month  in  the  past  and  J.  K.  Persons 
caught  it  in  the  neck  worse  yet.  His  an- 
nual rate  has  been  raised  from  $17  to  $27 
and  a  bill  for  $2.58  back  rent  for  bath 
tub  put  in. 

The  people  out  there  are  fully  aroused 
and  some  decisive  legal  steps  will,  it  is 
said,  be  taken  very  soon.  The  matter  is 
being  held  back  until  City  Attorney 
Morris  returns  from  St.  Paul.  Further 
communications  will  be  sent  into  the 
council  next  Monday  night  and  there's  a 
hub  bub  in  the  air  that  is  not  pleasant  to 
hear  if  one  has  a  timid  heart  or  weak 
nerves.

LOOKS  VERY  SUSPICIOUS. 


Hunger  Terrace  Seems  to  be  in   Danger  From 
Incendiaries. 

There  have  been  two  fires  in  the 
Munger  terrace  in  the  apartments  occu- 
pied by  the  Sisters  of  St.  Benedict  with- 
in two  days  and  the  circumstances  make 
them  very  suspicious.  One  occurred 
Wednesday  evening  and  one  last  even- 
ing, both  at  almost  precisely  the  same 
hour,  about  7:30  o'clock.  If  it  is  the 
work  of  an  incendiary  it  is  some  one 
acquainted  with  the  habits  and  move- 
ments of  those  within  the  building.  At 
the  hour  at  which  these  fires  occurred 
the  rear  of  the  house  is  practically  de- 
serted for  a  short  time.  Both  were  started 
but  a  few  moments  after  the  doors  were 
locked  and  everybody  had  left  the 
rooms. 

The  fire  Wednesday  night  was  in  the 
cellar.  It  was  fortunately  discovered 
just  in  time  and  was  squelched  with  but 
little  damage.  Last  evening,  as  usual, 
the  sister  in  charge  lucked  the 
doors  of  the  kitchen  and  went  into  an- 
other part  of  the  bouse.  A  light  was 
seen  through  a  window  in  the  partition 
and  she  went  back  to  investigate.  When 
she  got  to  the  door  she  reached  in  her 
pocket  for  the  key  at  the  same  time 
catching  hold  of  the  knob.  To  her  as- 
tonishment the  door  was  unlocked.  The 
room  was  in  darkness.  In  the  pantry 
adjoining  there  was  a  brisk  blaze.  She 
distinctly  heard  some  one  slip  through  a 
small  slide  door  in  the  wall  which  leads 
into  the  hall  opening  out  on  to  the  alley. 
This  door  can  only  be  opened  from  the 
kitchen  and  had  been  closed  before  that 
apartment  was  locked  up.  She  attempt- 
ed to  turn  on  the  lights  but  they  would 
not  work. 

In  the  meantime  others  came  and 
seeing  the  blaze  soineone  rushed  to  the 
telephone  to  send  in  an  alarm.  For  some 
reason  it  would  not  work,  although  there 
had  been  no  trouble  in  using  it  through 
the  day.  The  fire  was  not  serious,  how- 
ever, and  was  easily  extinguished.

The  short  ra- 
tions and  the  seven  days'  continuous 
marching  in  a  week  over  all  sorts  of 
roads  and  in  all  kinds  of  weather  is  hav- 
ing a  marked  eflfect  upon  the  members 
of  the  army. 

Their  sleep  on  bare  ground  for  one 
night  at  Exposition  park  in  Allegheny, 
with  the  rain  pouring  in  through  the 
rents  in  the  great  tent,  is  causing  rheum- 
atism and  a  feeling  of  discontent  due  to 
severe  colds.  The  jollity  has  largely 
disappeared  and  at  night  the  men  sit 
moodily  about  the  camp  fires  shivering 
m  their  rags.  Their  denunciations  ot 
the  fare,  the  quitters  and  the  alleged  un- 
pleasant domineering  of  several  of  the 
marshals  have  supplanted  the  song?,  the 
anecdotes  and  the  pleasing  fortitude  of 
the  first  days  out. 

With  the  lonp  march  in  prospect  it 
was  the  expectation  to  break  camp  at  8 
o'clock  sharp,  but  Commander  Coxey, 
Marshal  Browne  and  the  unknown  were 
late  in  reaching  headquarters  from  their 
pleasant  apartments  at  Hotel  Diamond, 
and  this  wuh  a  heavy  rain  delayed  the 
move,  aud  it  was  not  until  an  hour  later 
that  the  procession  moved.

BtH  KING  FOUND  DEAD. 

The  Michigan  Poet  and  Humorist  Died  of  Heart 
Disease. 

Bowling  Green,  Ky.,  April  7.— Ben 
King,  the  Michigan  poet  and  humorist, 
who  appeared  at  the  opera  house  here 
last  night  with  Opie  Read,  was  found 
dead  in  bed  at  his  room  in  the  Morehead 
house  this  morning.  When  the  clerk 
went  to  his  room  to  wake  him  to  go  to 
Owensboro  on  the  4  o'clock  tram  he 
could  not  be  aroused. 

Repeated  knoocking  at  the  door 
brought  no  response  and  an  entrance  to 
the  room  was  effected  through  the  tran- 
som. Mr  King  was  lying  in  bed  dead. 
He  had  evidently  died  from  heart  dis- 
ease. His  body  will  be  sent  to  his  home 
at  St.  Joseph,  Mich.,  where  he  has  a  wife 
and  two  children. 

THE  STORY  WAS  A  FAKE. 

The  Release  of  a  Convictod  Murderer  in  Mon- 
tana Not  Forthcoming. 

Helena,  Mont.,  April  7— Recent  dis- 
patches from  Pierre,  S.  D.,  said  that  John 
A.  Shea  had  started  for  Montana  to  re- 
lease from  the  penitentiary  at  Deer 
Lodge  one  Charles  Clayton,  who  is  serv- 
ing a  long  term  for  murder. 

The  story  says  Shea  ran  away  from 
Clayton,  who  was  his  master  several 
years  ago,  and  disappeared  and  that 
Clayton  was  accused  and  convicted  of 
his  murder  and  sent  to  prison  on  circum- 
stantial evidence.  The  Herald  today 
pronounces  the  story  a  fake.  Shea  has 
not  appeared  in  tfiese  parts  as  yet.

He  Was  Spirited  Away  to  Avoid  Being  Killed  by 
Fenians. 

LoNOoN,  April  7.— The  Admiralty  and 
Horse  Guards  Gazette  says  that  a  report 
is  current  that  Maj.  Le  Caron,  the  British 
government  spy,  who  was  so  prominently 
connected  with  the  prosecution  of  the 
late  Charles  Stewart  Parnell,  and  who 
was  announced  to  have  died  recently  in 
this  city,  is  not  dead.  The  Gazette  adds 
that  rumor  has  it  that  Le  Caron  is 
now  en  route  to  one  of  the  most  distant 
colonies,  under  government  officers'  pro- 
tection. 

It  is  added  that  this  disappearance  of 
the  British  spy  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
detectives,  who  have  been  guarding  Le 
Caron  ever  since  he  was  brought  so 
strongly  into  public  notice,  discovered 
some  time  ago  that  a  Fenian  plot  having 
its  ramifications  in  New  York  and  other 
American  cities  existed  with  the  object 
of  killing  him. 

When  informed  of  the  danger  to  which 
he  had  been  exposed,  LeCaron  is  said  to 
have  petitioned  the  British  government 
to  enable  him  to  leave  England  for  some 
distant  portion  of  the  queen's  dominions 
where  he  would  be  safer  from  the 
vengeance  of  the  Fenians. 

Prominent  Irishmen  who  were  ques- 
tioned upon  the  subject  of  Maj.  Le- 
Caron's  alleged  disappearance,  said  that 
they  would  not  be  astonished  it  the  re- 
port circulated  by  the  Admiralty  and 
Horse  Guards  Gazette  was  true,  but 
they  all  claim  to  know  absolutely  nothing 
about  the  alleged  Fenian  conspiracy  to 
kill  the  British  spy. 

Later — A  body  supposed  to  be  that  of 
Maj.  Le  Caron  was  buried  today  in  Nor- 
wood cemetery.  The  registrar  of  deaths 
ridicules  the  idea  that  Le  Caron  is  not 
dead  and  that  he  is  on  his  way  to  some 
distant  colony. 

DIED  FROM  POISONING. 

Dr.  James  M.Gaskill.  of  St.  Paul.  Poisoned 
at  a  Hotel. 

Danville,  III.,  April  7.— Dr.  James 
M.  Gaskill,  of  St.  Paul,  Minn.,  who  was 
in  this  city  for  treatment  for  cancer,  died 
today  from  the  effects  of  poisoning. 

He,  together  with  seven  other  guests, 
was  attacked  immediately  after  eating 
supper  at  a  hotel.  The  other  guests  re- 
covered. The  poisoning  is  attributed  to 
the  coffee  and  the  coroner's  jury  will  in- 
vestigate.

Bay  City.  Mich.,  April  7.— Charles  W. 
Newkirk,  the  defaulting  bank  clerk,  who 
was  recently  brought  back  from  Cali- 
fornia, has  admitted  to  the  Bank  of 
Commerce  that  his  shortages  exceed 
$10,000  and  he  has  been  dishonest  two 
years.  He  implicates  a  man  named  G. 
G.  Murray.  


Goodbye  to  All. 

New  York,  April  7.- -The  Herald's 
Monte  Carlo's  dispatch  says:  Lord  Clif- 
ford died  at  the  Grand  hotel  here  this 
afternoon  of  bronchitis  and  consumption. 
Half  an  hour  before  his  death  he  shook 
hands  with  his  friends,  saying:  "Say 
goodbye  for  me  to  all  the  boys  and  the 
pretty  Swiss."      


Honolulu,  March  31,  via  San  Fran- 
cisco, April  7.— The  Japanese  question 
is  the  all-absorbing  topic  of  interest 
here.  Since  the  arrival  of  the  new 
Japanese  warship,  the  Takachihou,  the 
Japanese  have  taken  on  a  much  more  in- 
dependent air  than  formerly  and  are 
openly  claiming  the  right  of  a  voice  in 
the  affairs  of  the  government.  The  war- 
ship Naniwa  went  to  Hilo,  on  the  island 
of  Hawaii,  recently,  carrying  the  Japan- 
ese minister,  Mr.  Fujy,  with  her.  The 
minister  has  not  yet  returned  and  is  said 
to  be  conferring  with  the  Japanese  con- 
tract laborers. 

As  there  are  many  thousands  of  these 
lal>orers  on  the  islands,  the  people  are 
becoming  alarmed  as  to  what  the  out- 
come may  be.  It  is  surmised  that  if  the 
Japanese  insist  on  the  voting  franchise 
and  it  is  refused  them,  they  will  try  to 
take  matters  into  the:r  own  hands  and 
compel  the  provisional  government  to 
recognize  them.  Should  such  a  contin- 
gency occur  it  is  more  than  likely  that 
the  Chinese  would  join  forces  with  the 
Japanese  and  the  white  population  of 
the  islands  would  stand  a  poor  chance  of 
victory. 

A  prominent  Japanese  official  con- 
nected with  the  legation  here  said  to  the 
Associated  Press  correspondent  a  few 
days  ago:  "The  Japanese  here  want  the 
franchise  and  they  are  going  to  get  it.  If 
they  cannot,  our  government  is  going  to 
take  a  hand  in  the  matter.  We  have 
two  big  men  ot  war  here,  and  we  do  not 
intend  to  let  our  interests  be  trampled 
upon  by  the  provisional  government." 

The  Portuguese  have  also  made  a  de- 
mand on  their  minister  for  a  warship. 
They  claim  they  are  in  fear  of  an  upris- 
ing in  the  near  future,  and  that  in  case 
of  victory  for  the  Royalists  they  would 
be  disfranchised.  Politically  matters 
have  been  quiet  since  the  last  advices 
and  nothing  important  has  transpired. 

The  American  uni(ui  party  organiza- 
tion that  has  taken  the  place  of  the  old 
Annexation  club,  has  held  an  election  on 
this  island,  Oahu,  for  the  purpose  of  ap- 
pointing delegates  to  the  central  com- 
mittee to  regulate  the  affairs  of  the 
party.  A  number  of  extreme  radicals 
have  been  elected  to  this  committee,  and 
it  is  anticipated  that  the  new  organiza- 
tion will  be  a  thorn  in  the  side  of  the 
government.  The  American  league, 
which  was  supposed  to  have  amalga- 
mated with  the  Union  party,  still  holds 
independent  meetings. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  councils  held  on 
March  29  the  minister  of  finance  intro- 
duced a  new  salary  list  for  the  govern- 
ment employes  that  will  save  the  coun- 
try about  $60,000  a  year.  It  had  been 
found  absolutely  necessary  to  cut  down 
the  government  expenses  as  much  as 
possible,  as  the  revenues  of  the  country 
are  decreasing. 

The  registration  of  voters  for  the 
coming  election  of  delegates  to  the 
constitutional  convention  has  com- 
menced. The  natives  are  not  register- 
ing, and  it  is  said  that  they  are  being 
made  to  think  that  in  the  case  of  a  res- 
toration their  lives  would  be  the  forfeit 
in  the  event  of  their  taking  oaths  to  sup- 
port the  provisional  government.

The  Strikers  Have  Not    Given  Up  the  Con- 
test and  Still  Talk  of  Final 
Success.

the  Operators  to  Accede  to  Their 

Demands. 


CoNNEi-LSViLLE,  Pa.,  April  7.— There 
is  more  activity  in  all  parts  of  the  coke 
regrion  today  than  at  any  time  since  the 
collapse  of  the  strike  on  Thursday.  The 
strikers,  however,  have  not  piven  up  the 
contest.  As  they  recover  from  the  con- 
sternation into  which  they  were  thrown 
by  the  arrest  of  their  leaders,  their  hope 
of  final  success  is  revived. 

Meetings  were  held  at  differeat  points 
last  night,  and  in  every  case  the  Hun- 
garians voted  to  hold  out  to  the  end  and 
compel  the  operators  to  accede  to  their 
demands.  The  speeches  indicated  that 
the  foreigners  were  becoming  tired  of 
being  led  by  men  of  other  nationalities 
and  evinced  an  intention  to  conduct  the 
strike  from  now  on  to  suit  thembclves. 

The  operators  report  everything  quiet 
today  and  have  no  fears  ot  further  vio- 
lence. They  believe  the  strike  is  settled 
and  that  in  a  few  days  the  region  will  be 
as  active  as  before  the  strike.  The 
Rainey  company,  it  is  said,  will  not  em- 
ploy any  Slavish  or  Hungarian  or  Polish 
people  in  the  future. 

An  armed  mob  of  700  camped  near 
Lamont,  but  no  trouble  is  expected,  as 
the  plant  is  well  guarded  by  deputies.

Another  Meeting  to  Be  Held  and  Two  Dele- 
gates Chosen  to  Investigate  the 
New  Country. 


The  colonization  scheme  which  has 
been  under  wav  for  some  time  was  fully 
matured  last  evening  at  a  meeting  held 
in  Johnson's  hail.  An  organization  was 
effected  by  the  selection  of  F.  Bjorge, 
president;  L.  L.  Aune,  secretary,  and 
Gust  Bergren,  treasurer.  After  a  dis- 
cussion relative  to  the  merits  of  several 
Southern  am!  We=stern  states,  a  proposi- 
tion from  the  Associated  Railway  Land 
Department  of  riorida,  was  virtually  ac- 
cepted as  the  most  promising  opportun- 
ity offered  the  colonists. 

The  terms  comprise  the  gift  of  a  whole 
township  in  Manatee  county  to  be  divid- 
ed into  parts  of  fortv  acres  each.  Free 
transportation  will  be  provided  for  two 
inspectors  appointed  by  the  colony  to 
visit  the  district  and  report  on  the  desir- 
ability of  the  location.  The  township 
designated  is  in  Southwestern  Florida,  a 
few  miles  trom  Tampa  bay  and  is  said  to 
be  most  favorably  siiuated  for  fruit  bear- 
ing and  general  farming.  The  climate 
IS  modified  by  the  sea  breeze  and  all  con- 
ditions are  suited  to  the  enjoyment  of 
life.

Railway  Building  in  Prospect. 
Within  tbe  last  twenty  years  over  107,- 
500  miles  of  railway  have  been  con- 
structed in  the  I'nitcd  States,  giving  an 
average  rate  of  5379  miles  a  year,  and 
within  the  last  ten  years  56,400  miles 
were  laiJ,  averaging  5640  miles  a  year. 
Within  thirty  years  the  railway  system 
of  this  new  country  has  grown  from  33,- 
000  to  177,850  miles  and  now  aggregates 
nearly  half  the  total  railway   mileage   of

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diocre  or  erratic  man  for  its  governor. 
It  is  a  serious  calamity  fora  state  to  have 
an  executive  with  a  constitutional  tend- 
ency to  do  the  wrong  thing  at  the  wrong 
time. 

Too  many  American  states  have  been 
careless  of  late  years  in  the  selection  of 
their  chief  e.xecutives.  The  best  man  in 
any  state  is  none  too  good  to  be  that 
state's  governor.  Minnesota  has  been 
fortunate  in  this  respect.  Its  governors 
have  been  men  of  hard  sense,  cool 
headed  and  of  good  judgment.  It  is 
true  that  they  have  never  been  con- 
fronted with  any  alarming  crisis,  but 
knowledge  of  their  characteristics  makes 
it  certain  that  they  would  have  met  the 
situation  in  an  intelligent  manner. 


Cause  of  Shallow  Culture. 

There  is  no  royal  road  to  sound  learn- 
ing. Real  intellectual  strength  and  solid 
cultuVe  can  no  more  be  got  by  a  wide 
range  of  dilettante  exercises  than  a 
strong  body  can  be  developed  simply  by 
parlor  systems  of  physical  culture.  This 
important  truth  is  set  forth  in  a  very 
graceful  wav  by  Miss  Agnes  Repplier  in 
the  April  number  of  the  Forum,  who 
shows  that  "the  necessity  of  knowing  a 
little  about  a  great  many  things  is  the 
most  grievous  burden  of  our  day,  be- 
cause it  deprives  us  of  leisure  on  one 
hand  and  scholarship  on  the  other.] 

The  dissipation  and  distraction  caused 
by  innumerable  courses  of  lectures  and 
the  cramming  of  digests   and  epitomes 


the  world.    Have  we  built  enough?     Is 

the   country    abundantly    siiiipHtdwitlit^-fte producing  a  very  serious  intellectual 


iron  roids,  and  is  the  railway  building 
industry,  which  during  the  last  ihree  or 
four  years  has  steadily  declined,  to  be- 
come practically  extinct? 

The  Railway  Age  answers  these  ques- 
tions with  a  decided  negative.  On  the 
other  hand  a  vast  mileage  is  yet  to  be 
built  and  an  increase  of  activity  in  this 
respect  is  already  at  hand.  The  proofs 
of  this  are  both  positive  and  presump- 
tive. First,  a  large  number  of  new  roads 
are  already  under  construction  or  about 
to  be  commenced.  In  this  week's  issue 
the  Age  devotes  large  space  to  a  list  of 
railway  enterprises  in  the  various  states 
upon  which  work  has  already  been  in- 
augurated, or  which  apparently 
give  promise  of  active  life 
in  the  near  future.  It  furnishes 
a  record  of  411  lines  aggregating  a  pro- 
posed length  of  over  22,500  miles,  and 
representing  every  one  of  the  forty-eight 
states  and  territories,  the  jpeedy  con- 
struction of  which  appears  to  be  de- 
manded. In  the  list  are  included  only 
those  enterprises  which  seem  to  have 
life  and  reasonable  prospect  of  ultimate 
completion.  Minnesota  is  credited  with 
eight  lines  aggregating  750  miles  in 
length. 

How  much  of  this  proposed  mileage 
will  actually  be  under  construction  dur- 
ing the  coming  year  of  course  cannot  be 
said,  but  the  hopeful  outlook  in  the  busi- 
ness world  and  the  remarkably  low 
pnces  at  which  material  can  now  be  pur- 
chased makes  it  seem  probable  to  the 
Railway  Age  that  the  railway  construc- 
tion record  of  i8q4  will  show  a  great  im- 
provement over  that  of  its  immediate 
predecessors. 

There  is  room  for  hundreds  of  thous- 
ands of  miles  more  of  railway  in  this 
country.  At  present  the  average  for  the 
entire  country  is  only  6  miles  for  every 
100  square  miles  of  land  surface,  not  m- 
cluding  Alaska,  while  in  some  of  the 
older  settled  states  it  already  reaches  27 
miles  per  100  square  miles  and  is  still 
growing.  Meantime  population  is  in- 
creasing at  an  astonishing  rate — 12,000,- 
000  in  ten  years— and  railway  building 
must  of  necessity  keep  on  at  a  rapid  pace 
to  open  new  regions  for  advancing  immi- 
gration and  meet  the  growing  demand 
for  increased  facilities  in  regions  which 
the  railway  has  already  developed. 

Even  to  reach  the  present  average  of 
young  Minnesou,  for  example,  the 
United  States  must  have  20,000  miles 
more,  and  to  compare  with  Georgia  33,- 
000  miles  are  immediately  needed.  But 
these  states  have  only  begun  to  be  sup- 
plied with  means  for  transportation,  and 
they  have  many  new  lines  under  way. 
In  every  part  of  the  country  the  ratio  of 
railway  mileage  to  area  is  steadily  rising, 
so  that  a  few  years  hence  the  present 
ratio  of  Illinois  or  even  Massachusetts 
will  not  seem  high,  and  it  will  be  recog- 
nized as  an  increasing  possibility  that  the 
railway  mileage  of  the  United  States 
may  reach  500,000  miles  or  more.  At  the 
actual  rate  of  increase  for  the  last  de- 
cade, concludes  the  Railway  Age,  we 
shall  have  211,500  miles  of  read  when 
ibe  new  century  opens,  only  six  years 
hence.

xsaaas  they  really  become  cultivated, 
«4iereas  they  fall  far  ^ort  of  any  real 
learning,and  put  themselves,  moreover, 
into  a  state  of  nervous  activity  which 
deprives  even  of  the  benefit  of  the  leis- 
ure that  wise  men  have,  and  even  of  the 
restful  results  of  idleness  which  those 
get  who  are  content  to  be  ignorant. 

The  tendency  of  our  whole  educational 
machinery  to  substitute  short  routes  to 
knowledge  for  continued  and  serious 
study  is  one  of  the  greatest  weaknesses 
of  the  scholastic  system.  Dr.  Johnson 
compared  this  system  of  education  to 
bread  in  a  besieged  town:  "Every  man 
gets  a  little,  but  no  man  gets  a  full  meal." 
The  tendency  is  toward  too  general  and 
too  shallow  a  culture.  It  is  better  to 
know  a  few  things  well  than  to  have  a 
mere  smattering  of  many  things,  but  how 
many  young  men  and  women  leave 
school  in  the  latter  unfortunate  condition 
and  deluded  with  the  idea  that  they  have 
received  an  education. 


A  moral  contemporary  congratulates 
the  public  that  the  revelations  in  the 
Breckinridge  case  "are  told  m  a  form  of 
words  which  is  in  no  way  shocking  to 
lite  pablic  sense  of  propriety."  This, 
says  the  Kansas  City  Star,  is  because  re- 
porting has  now  reached  a  stage  where 
it  is  properly  ranked  as  a  line  art.  To 
take  some  of  these  depositions  and  put 
put  them  into  Addisonian  English  with 
a  John  Bunyan  flavor  and  a  Cotton  Ma- 
ther moral  requires  the  genius  and  grace 
of  an  experienced  American  reporter. 


The  coke  manufacturers  in  Pennsyl- 
vania are  said  to  be  employing  only 
English-speaking  workmen  since  the 
strike,  the  foreign  element  being  ex- 
cluded. This  is  very  unjust  on  their 
part.  The  manufacturers  are  themselves 
responsible  for  the  presence  of  most  of 
these  Hungarians  in  this  country.  They 
were  unwilling  to  pay  fair  wages  to 
English-speaking  citizens  uid  imported 
Hungarians  and  others  who  were  willing 
to  work  at  starvation  rates.

A  Rich  Body  of  Quartz  as  Shown  by  the  Assays 
Made. 
The  announcement  that  rich  gold 
bearing  quartz  in  large  quantities  had 
been  discovered  near  Virginia  was  made 
last  week  and  has  caused  considerable 
excitement  in  that  locality.  The  editor 
of  the  Hibbing  News  started  out  last 
Tuesday  with  the  determination  to  find 
out  if  possible  the  real  status  of  the  case. 

He  found  P.  J.  McCann,  the  owner  of 
the  property,  Wednesday  as  he  was  re- 
turning from  a  trip  to  Duluth  where  he 
had  taken  a  sample  of  his  quartz  to  the 
well-known  assayer,  T.  L.  Lammers. 
This  assay  showed  that  while  the  quartz 
contained  no  gold,  it  ii  very  rich  in  sil- 
ver, assaying  $2690  to  the  ton,  reckon- 
ing its  value  from  a  59-cent  standard. 
Mr.  McCann  informs  us  that  the  out- 
cropping of  this  quarts  extends  over  an 
area  of  about  ten  acres,  and  is  located 
on  a  claim  taken  up  by  him  some  four 
years  ago  on  the  nw'^  of  the  nwX  of 
section  30-59-17.  It  seems  almost  in- 
credible that  such  a  body  of  quartz,  and 
so  rich  in  mineral,  should  have  lain  so 
long  in  such  close  proximity  to  civiliza- 
tion without  having  been  discover  ed. 

But  Mr.  McCann  says  he  has  known  of 
the  existence  of  valuable  mineral  bearing 
quartz  there  for  nearly  four  years,  when 
be  exhibited  a  sample  to  an  experienced 
mining  engineer  who  seemed  to  be 
greatly  interested  in  the  specimen  as 
well  as  the  locality  from  whence  it  came. 
In  reply  to  the  latter  question  Mr.  Mc- 
Cann informed  him  that  it  was  picked 
up  by  him  near  Grand  Marais. 

The  first  discovery  was  made  before 
he  had  proved  up  on  his  claim  and  at 
that  time  he  did  not  care  to  know  the 
value  of  his  mineral  possession  until  he 
was  sure  that  he  could  "read  his  title 
clear"  to  millions  in  the  ground. 

Mr.  McCann  has  had  a  portable  saw- 
mill in  operation  on  the  property  this 
winter  and  there  is  considerabl :  pine  yet 
standing  on  his  land.  As  to  his  future 
plans  he  is  as  yet  undecided.  There  are 
plenty  of  men  with  means  who  are  will- 
mg  to  go  in  and  furnish  the  money  to 
develop  the  mine  and  work  it,  but  he 
says  he  is  in  no  hurry.  This  property  is 
located  about  four  miles  from  Virginia 
and  about  three  miles  from  the  mining 
camps  of  the  Mountain  Iron  company. 
At  present  there|  is  a  winter  road  from 
Virginia,  but  in  summer  it  is  a  more 
feasible  route  via  Mountain  Iron,  from 
which  point  there  is  a  good  summer

Oliver  Moggard  Gets  Persecuted  for  Reducing 
Oraying  and  Express  Rates. 

Tuesday,  Oliver  Moggard,  the  big  man- 
ager of  the  Duluth  Van,  Express  and 
Storage  company,  was  arrested  on  com- 
plaint of  one  of  his  competitors  for  dray- 
ing  without  a  license.  The  case  came 
up  Wednesday  afternoon  and  was  dis- 
missed, the  complainants  being  unable 
to  prove  the  allegatioBs  to  which  solemn 
oath  was  made. 

This  is  the  third  time  Mr.  Moggard 
has  been  arrested  on  this  same  charge. 
The  city  authorities  say  that  technically 
Moggard  has  been  guilty  of  the  offenses 
charged,  but  that  from  a  standpoint  of 
right  and  fairness  he  has  not.  When  he 
purchased  the  draying  license  of  Mr. 
Gohagen  the  proper  endorsement  w.is 
not  made  on  the  license,  which,  from  a 
legal  standpoint,  made  it  impossible  for 
the  clerk  to  recognize  the  transfer. 
While  Daniel  Horgan  was  chief  of  po- 
lice, he  recognized  the  right  of  Moggard 
to  prosecute  bis  business  under  the  li- 
cense which  he  purchased  and  Chief 
Armstrong  is  inclined  to  do  the  same. 
May  I  a  new  license  will  be  taken  out 
and  then  all  prosecutions  must  necessar- 
ily cease. 

Mr.  Moggard  in  speaking  ol  this  mat- 
ter says:  "This  is  simply  a  petty  per- 
secution of  jealous  competitors.  Wc 
have  introduced  a  long  felt  want  here 
and  these  old  fossils  cannot  compete 
with  us.  We  first  put  on  a  two-horse 
dray  and  then  a  van  large  enough  to 
hold  the  contents  of  a  ten-room  house 
and  padded  on  the  inside  as  a  protec- 
tion to  furniture.  Wcjhave  all  we  can 
do  with  it.  Then  we  established  a  trunk 
and  baggage  transfer.  Instead  of  pay- 
ing from  50  cents  to  $1.50  each  for 
trunks,  we  take  them  to  any  part  of  the 
city  for  25  cents  and  we  make  a  profit  at 
it  too.  We  also  have  wagons  for  ex- 
press hauling,  moving  and  general  dray- 
ing, for  which  our  rates  are  reasonable. 
Yet,  every  time  we  make  an  improve- 
ment we  are  arrested.  We  have  pro- 
cured the  best  appliances  for  safe  mov- 
ing that  money  can  buy.  We  do  our 
vrofk  well  and  don't  charge  more  than  it 
is  worth.  As  a  result  we  get  the  busi- 
ness. I  presume,  however,  that  the  next 
time  we  do  a  job  we  and  our  appliances 
will  be  jailed.  If  this  meddling  don't 
stop,  I  fear  complaint  will  have  to  be 
made  against  one  of  our  ill  wishers  for 
stealing  hay.  We  are  the  people,  and 
the  Duluth  Van  and  Express  company, 
with  Oliver  Moggard.  manager,  will  still 
do  business  at  No.  206  West  Superior 
street

Rebecca  Raab's  case  against  Dr. 
Stewart  is  the  center  of  interest  at  the 
court  house  and  Judge  Lewis'  room  is 
filled  all  the  time  while  the  others  look 
deserted.  The  trial  of  the  case  began 
yesterday  afternoon,  that  is,  the  first  wit- 
ness was  then  put  on  the  stand.  Each 
of  the  witnesses  is  excluded  from  the 
room  except  while  testifying.  This  was 
at  Attorney  Towne's  request  and  he 
thought  today  it  was  good  policy  that 
he  was  prompted  to  ask  this.  The  jury 
is  the  subject  of  (|uite  frequent  comment 
and  it  is  generally  agreed  that  it  is  one 
of  the  best  that  has  served  for  some 
time. 

Rebecca  Raab,  the  (iefendant,  was  the 
first  witness.  Her  story  is  practically 
the  same  as  at  the  first  trial.  She  tells 
the  same  story,  claiming  that  Dr.  Stewart 
addressed  insulting  words  to  her  in  Sep- 
tember last  on  the  public  street  and  near 
the  Iron  Exchange  bank.  The  prosecu- 
tion, however,  went  a  little  farther  than 
this,  attempting  to  prove  that  previous 
to  this  occurrence  Dr.  Stewart  had  ad- 
dressed her  insultingly  and  abusively 
and  that  bad  feeling  existed  between 
them.  She  testified  that  sometime  dur- 
ing the  six  months  previous  to  Septem- 
ber last  she  had  gone  into  Dr.  Stewart's 
office  with  her  attorney,  O.  L.  Young, 
and  that  the  doctor  there  addressed  hard 
words  to  her;  also  that  he  once  did  the 
same  thing  on  the  First  National  bank 
corner. 

Mrs.  Raab  displayed  some  bitterness 
when  questioned  concerning  her  alleged 
attempt  to  get  Detective  Benson  to  pro- 
cure evidence  for  her.  She  denied  ever 
having  anything  to  do  with  him.  It  will 
be  remcmberea  that  Benson  said  she 
came  to  him  and  wanted  evidence.  He 
asked  if  Dr.  Stewart  said  the  words,  and 
she  replied,  "What  if  he  didn't;  what 
about  the  evidence?" 

O.  L.  Young  was  called  upon  to  cor- 
roborate this,  but  his  testimony  gave 
nothing  very  decided.  He  said  there 
was  an  excited  conversation  between  Dr. 
Stewart  and  Mrs.  Raab,  but  could  not 
give  the  language  used. 

This  morning  Mrs.  Raab  was  recalled 
for  a  few  moments,  and  then  her  hus- 
band, Jacob  Raab,  was  put  on  the  stand. 
He  testified  as  to  her  coming  home  in 
til  excited  condition  and  claiming  to 
with  Dr.  Stewart. 

s  Taiilly  were  also 
oil  the  sitaud.  The  hitter  is  the  man  who 
was  arrested  for  perjury  and  was  ac<|uit- 
tcd.

The  Murderer  of  John  McCaffrey  at  La  Prairie 
Caught  at  Last. 

Sheriff  Toole,  of  Itasca  counly,  re- 
ceived a  telegram  Thursday  evening 
from  Oakland,  Cal.,  saying  that  Thomas 
Dalton,  alias  Tom  Lewis,  had  been  ar- 
rested in  that  city  and  would  be  held 
subJLCt  to  the  Minnesota  authorities. 
The  sheriff  started  today  after  his  man 
and  will  bring  him  back  for  trial. 

The  murder  for  which  Dalton  is  now 
ar.csted  occurred  in  La  Prairie  on  Aug 
J7,  i8u2,  and  John  McCaffrey  was  the 
man  mirdered.  Lewis  was  the  keeper 
of  a  disreputable  house  and  was  the 
terror  of  the  community. 

On  the  day  of  ihe  murder  he  had  been 
drinking  heavily  and  had  tried  to  kill 
two  or  three  men.  In  the  evening  he 
happened  to  come  across  McCaffrey, 
against  whom  he  held  a  grudge,  and 
vvithout  any  provocation  i,hot  him  dead 
in  the  street  in  full  view  of  a  large  crowd 
of  spectators.  There  was  a  reward  cf 
$3000  for  Lewis'  capture.

On  the  contrary,  hardly  a 
day  passes  that  .some  one  or  other  of  the 
lately  oppressed  band  does  not  turn  with 
contempt  from  offered  sums  of  money 
which  are  large  enough  to  support  a  good 
sized  family  in  luxury.

"Foghorn"  by  his  friends  on  account  of 
the  inton.itlon  of  bis  chest  sounds,  turns  up 
his  Roman  nose  at  Yonder  Ahe's  offer  of. 
$33S.a3}i  per  month  to  play  west  of  the  Mis- 
sissippi. 

Amos  Rusle  treats  with  silent  contempt 
the  New  Yorks'  contract  forwarde<l  to  him, 
with  <'.">!I0  per  month  en,nros.swl  fin  the  s;il- 
ary  line.  Ned  Hanlon.  manager  of  the  Bal- 
timore club,  is  on  record  as  thrusting  satan 
l>ehind  him  when  lie  wns  tetripted  with  an 
offer  of  fS.OOO  a  year  to  go  to  St.  Louis  and 
manage  for  Von  der  Abe.  And  t^o  on  nd 
iutinitufn. 

The  most  remarkable  of  the.se  is  th.'it 
reputed  offer  made  by  Von  der  Abe  to  Han- 
lon. There  seems  to  be  no  dotiVit  that  the 
offer  was  made,  but  there  must  have  been 
some  private  conditions  attached  which 
made  the  acceptance  prohil)itory.  I  know 
tliat  Vou  der  Ahe  refused  to  give  Harry

Farrell's  di.s.satisfaction  with  the  salary 
offered  by  the  New  Yorks  grows  out  of  tlie 
fact,  no  doubt,  that  the  club  paid  so  much 
money  for  his  release.  .Seven  thon.sand  five 
hundred  dollars  cash  wiis  handed  to  the 
Washington  club  for  his  and  Meekin's  re- 
lease. aiKl  Farrell  a;  once  became  foil  of 
tbe  sophi-Htry  that  if  a  club  could  pay  that 
much  for  his  release  they  ought  to  double 
hii?  6.ilary.  lie  forgets  that  while  theclub 
paid  .so  much  (or  h\>^  release  they  have  con- 
trol of  a  half  dozen  other  players  for  e.«ich 
of  whom  they  could  gr*  equally  as  large  a 
sum  of  release  money,  yet  they  do  not  on 
that  jiccouut  pay  increjised  .vilaries. 

The  New  Yorks  have  17  men  under  con- 
tract, counting  Kusie,  whose  contract  is 
but  a  que.stion  of  time  and  endurance,  and 
these  17  men  will  draw  ?a4.0(KJ  from  the 
club's  treasury  for  .'^ix  months'  .»;ervices.  In 
the  light  of  the  hard  times  and  this  fact, 
tloes  anybiidy  l>elieve  that  a  ba«e,ljallpla.ver 
is  an  abused  or  suffering  mortal,  especially 
wlien  il  is  known  that  during  two  months 
of  the  six  he  is  living  at  the  l>e:<t  hotels  iu 
I  he  land  or  traveling  around  on  a  Pullman 
car  iit  the  club's  e.spense? 

Fan-oil,  it,  is  true,  is  a  ureat  catcher.  The 
I/caguehas  not  a  man  behind  the  bat  who  is 
his  superior,  but  84!HI  a  month  is  a  good  sal- 
ary iu  these  days  of  finan<ial  depres.*ioD. 
He  was  one  of  tbe  me:nbersof  Arson's  Chi- 
cago team  which  wa.s  so  completely  dis- 
rupted and  scattered  by  the  revolt  of  1890. 
Farrell,  Duffy,  Van  Maltren.  Pfeffer,  Ryan 
and  Williamson  deserted  Anson,  leaving 
Burns,  Hutchison  and  Wilmot  all  that 
were  saved  from  the  wreck.

An  Obstinate  Colonel. 

The  present  emperor  of  Germany,  Wil- 
liam II,  is  a  stern  moralist  after  the  Ger- 
man standard,  and  in  the  efforts  which  he 
has  been  making  to  break  up  gaming  among 
the  oflScers  of  the  army  he  has  l)een  inexor- 
able. 

An  authentic  anecdote  which  was  related

The  officers  regardetl  this  command  &a  an 
infringement  of  their  personal  liberty,  and 
the  pr^jiuti^c  ot  tiie  club,  Prince  K.,  went, 
as  .1  represent^itive  of  their  wishes,  to  the 
emperor  and  requested  him  to  remove  the 
interdiction. 

The  emperor  sent  for  the  prince,  his 
grandson,  and  told  him  to  revoke  the  order. 

"Am  I  still  colonel  of  the  regiment,  your 
majesty!'"  the  prince  asked. 

'"Certainly,"  said  the  emperor. 

"Then,"  said  the  prince,  "permit  me 
either  to  retain  my  authority  in  it  or  to  re- 
sign my  commission." 

No  answer  could  have  pleased  the  old 
sovereign  better. 

"Oh,"  he  said,  "stick  to  your  order!  1 
should  never  finfl  another  colonel  for  the 
regiment  so  good  as  this  one."

Jndsing  from  a  careful  review  of  Jamea 
J.  Corbett's  career,  I  cannot  escape  the  be- 
lief that  he  is  the  luckiest  man  that  ever 
stepped  over  the  ringside  ropes.  To  borrow 
a  phrase  from  my  friend,  "Parson"  Davies, 
Corbett  has  been  dining  on  turkey  all  his 
life  and  has  never  but  once  in  his  career 
been  obliged  to  masticate  a  hard  bit  of 
steak.  I  do  not  wish  to  detract  from  the 
merits  of  his  past  performances  nor  ques- 
tion his  right  to  the  title  of  American  cham- 
pion. He  is  America's  premier  gladiator, 
and  his  feats  in  the  ring  are  creditable  if 
not  brilliant.  I  wish  to  call  attention,  how- 
ever, to  the  "easy  game  he  has  gone  up 
against,"  as  Philosopher  Billy  Madden 
would  put  it,  and  contrast  his  hollow  vic- 
tories with  the  heroic  battles  fought  by 
Hyer,  Keenan,  Yankee  Sullivan,  Morrissey 
and  Coburu  in  this  country  for  champion- 
ship honors,  and  with  the  glorious  strug- 
gles of  Cribb,  Cooper,  Dan  Donnelly,  Lang- 
ham,  Sayers,  Mace  and  King  for  the  fistic 
supremacy  of  Albion  and  her  sister  isles. 

"The  English  and  Irish  champions  fought 
from  a  dozen  to  30  battles  with  men  in  ev- 
ery wTiy  presumed  to  be  their  peers.  With 
the  American  champions  the  same  rule  held 
sway  save  in  the  cases  of  Hyer  and  Hee- 
nan.  They  only  fought  two  great  battles, 
but  they  were  human  hurricanes.  Corbt^tt 
on  the  other  hand,  has  escaped  all  these 
trials  which  give  unerring  indication 
whether  or  not  ambitious  gladiators  pos- 
sess that  Spartan  spirit  which  will  sur- 
moiint  all  obstacles  and  enable  them  to 
mount  the  top  rving  of  the  ladder  of  fistic 
fame.  His  luck  has  been  astounding.  He 
is  the  Grover  Cleveland  of  pugilism.  He 
practically  has  had  grwitness  thrust  upon 
him,  and,  like  Mr.  Cleveland,  it  must  be 
conceded  that  he  rises  to  the  occasion. 

Let  us  analyze  Champion  Corbett's  ca- 
reer. In  early  youth  he  met  John  Brady, 
the  Porto  Costa  giant.  Jack  Burke,  Dave 
Campbell  and  Frank  Glover,  a  lot  of  indif- 
ferent fellows  whom  he  either  defeated  or 
fought  to  a  draw.  The  only  hard  battle  he 
ever  fought  at  this  juvenile  periotl  was  the 
memorable  one  with  ciiiue  Joe  Choyn.ski. 
That  wa.s  the  hard  piece  of  steak  which  I 
mentioned  ia  the  beginning  of  this  article. 
That  battle  lasted  27  rounds  and  was  what 
sportsmen  call  a  "corker."  Corbett  won 
by  superior  cleverness.  It  was  so  hard  a 
game,  however,  that  the  handsome  Cali-

fornian  w^anted  no  more  of  it.  He  even 
went  so  far  as  to  peremptorily  refuse  to  go 
on  with  a  match  which  his  backer,  Phil 
Dwyer,  had  entered  into  with  "Parson" 
Davies  on  behalf  of  Choynski. 

The  victory  over  Choynski  was  Corbett's 
entering  wedge  to  fame.  Note  his  marvel- 
ous good  fortune  from  that  date.  First  he 
meets  poor  old  Jake  Kilrain  at  New  Or- 
leans in  a  .six  round  bout  for  $3,000.  Kilrain 
was  suffering  from  a  chronic  malady  aud 
had  not  recovered  from  the  fearful  Ideating 
John  L.  Sullivan  had  administered  to  him  a 
short  time  before.  Of  course  Corbett  won. 
That  victory  served  as  a  further  herald  to 
renown.  Corbett  journeys  noi-th,  and  to 
keep  his  hand  in  engages  in  a  limited  con- 
test with  Dominick  McCaffrey  in  Brook- 
lyn. McCaffrey  had  once  bested  Charley 
Mitchell  and  stood  up  eight  rounds  before 
.John  L.  Sullivan  without  being  inducted 
into  a  state  of  somnolent  quietude.  Mc- 
Caffrey had  been  in  a  physician's  hands  for 
a  long  time,  was  pudgy  and  clumsy  in 
movement  and  notoriously  unfit  for  a  con- 
te.st  of  any  kind.  Naturally  the  Califor- 
nian  whipped  him  with  scarcely  an  effort. 

Now  we  come  to  the  only  time  in  which 
Corbett  ever  made  what  sport.smen  call  n 
dangerous  match  and  one  in  which  he  in- 
vited a  Waterloo.  That  was  the  famous 
one  with  Peter  Jackson.  The  young  Cali- 
fornian  was  getting  near  the  top  of  the  lad- 
der then,  and  despite  the  advice  of  friends 
he  resolve<l  to  "chance  it"  aud  give  Peter 
battle  and  get  a  step  higher.  Here  again 
his  Clevelandlike  luck  stood  him  in  good 
stead.  Jackson  sprained  his  right  leg  a 
short  time  before  the  battle,  and  after  fight- 
ing for  an  hour  or  more  that  leg  gave  wa5 
and  was  practically  useless.  Corbett  dis- 
played great  generalship  and  kept  out  of 
harm's  way.  The  result  was  a  draw  of  61 
rounds  after  four  hours  and  four  minutes 
of  fighting. 

That  battle  afforded  Corbett  the  oppor- 
tunity of  a  lifetime,  and  he  was  not  the 
man  to  neglect  it.  It  put  him  in  the  cham- 
pion-ship  class,  and  he  went  gunning  for 
champions,  not  for  sturdy,  youthful,  ag- 
gressive fellows  of  the  Frank  P.  Plavin  or 
even  Joe  Goddard  order,  but  for  champions 
who  were  either  broken  down  by  dissipa- 
tion or  disease,  or  both,  although  they  did 
not  know  it  (a  champion  never  does).  .loLn 
Im  fcullivan  or  Charley  Mitchell  would  do 
to  a  nicety,  but  81avin  and  Goddard  must 
be  avoided— at  least  until  their  .'strength 
had  l)eeu  sapped  by  dissipation  or  other- 
wise. To  Jackson's  importunities  for  an- 
other b.ittle  Corbett  turned  a  deaf  ear.  He 
wanted  no  such  game  until  it  had  been 
thoroughly  seasoned.  "I'll  t^e  on  Sulli- 
van first  and  then  Mitchell,"  he  said,  with  a 
laugh,  to  Macon  McCormick,  "and  after 
that  Jackson  can  be  accommodatetl.  Mean- 
while Peter  won't  be  growing  any  younger 
or  any  better,"  and  the  big  Californiau 
chuckled  complacently  over  what  he  rightly 
adjudged  to  be  an  exhibition  of  cunning. 

It  is  an  English  maxim  that  a  match  well 
made  is  half  won.  Corbett  can  give  the 
foreigners  cards  and  spades  at  that  game

Sullivan  and  Mitchell.  He  would  not  have 
any  part  of  either  of  tbe  AuBtralian  giants, 
Slavin  01  Goddard,  while  they  were  still 
unbeaten  men,  rugged  and  strong,  but  be 

was  open  for  John  L.  Sullivan  and  Charley 
Mitchell  at  any  time.  These  two  men  he 
finally  caught  in  his  web.  Sullivan  was 
tbe  first  victim.  He  was  utterly  broken 
down  by  his  numerous  excesses,  slow, 
clumsy  and  unwieldy.  Besides  he  was  a 
prematurely  old  man,  fat,  gray  and  griz- 
zled. He  had  been  at  death's  door  a  few 
years  before  with  typhoid  fever,  pneumo- 
nia, liver,  kidney  and  even  heart  troubles. 
His  legs,  too,  were  subject  to  paralysis  and 
liable  to  give  way  at  any  moment.  In  fact, 
they  did  after  au  hour's  use  at  the  battle 
In  New  Orleans.  What  credit  Is  Corbett 
entitled  to  for  whipping  such  a  man? 

Looking  into  the  questiou  fairly  and  with- 
out bias,  what  credit  should  be  given  to  our 
champion  for  defeating  Mitchell?  Corl>ett 
was  six  years  younger  than  the  English- 
man, towered  over  him  by  five  inches  and 
outweighed  him  by  nearly  40  pounds.  It 
was  a  giant  heavyweight  going  against  a 
middleweight.  What  credit  would  Sulli- 
van have  received  had  he  defeated,  when  in 
his  prime.  Jack  Dempsey  or  La  Blanche, 
"The  Marine?"'  Yet  thatis  just  about  what 
Corbett  did  in  cru-shing  Middleweight 
Mitchell,  who  tipped  the  beam  at  just  154H 
pounds.  Besides  Mitchell,  by  reason  of  his 
years  and  his  social  indulgences,  was  not  as 
speedy  or  as  strong  as  when  he  met  John  L. 
Sullivan  11  years  ago  in  Madison  .Square 
Garden  or  six  years  ago  at  Chantilly,  France. 
Corbett's  next  battle  will,  however,  prove 
whether  or  not  iie  is  the  great  world  beater 
his  friends  claim  he  is.  In  June  next  he 
meets  Peter  Jackson,  and  that  contest  will 
be  for  the  world's  championship.  Corbett 
is  not  the  champion  pugilist  of  the  world, 
as  is  fallaciously  supposed.  He  is  only  the 
champion  of  America.  That  title  he  gained 
by  defeating  John  L.  Sullivan.  To  win  the 
title  of  world's  champion  he  must  defeat 
Peter  Jackson,  who  is  both  champion  of 
Australia  aud  England.  He  earned  the 
former  title  by  defeating  Tom  Lees  in  the 
land  of  the  kangaroo,  and  the  latter  by 
vanquishing  Jem  Smith,  the  real  champion 
of  England,  in  London. 

The  contest  bet  wwn  Jackson  and  Corbett 
will  be  the  battle  ot  a  century,  and  the 
winner  will  be  the  unquestioned  cham- 
pion of  the  world.  Corbett  has  whipped 
all  American  champions  and  Jackson  the 
English  and  Australian  champions, includ- 
ing the  redoubtable  Paddy  Slavin. 

Which  will  win?  That  depends  largely 
upon  the  conditions  of  the  men  when 
stripped  for  the  fi-ay,  they  are  so  evenly 
matcbc<l  in  point  of  size,  strength  and  skill. 
As  a  practicing  physician  I  have  taken  the 
keenest  possible  interest  in  the  magnificent 
animal,  man,  and  have  thoroughly  examin- 
ed John  L.  Sullivan,  James  J.  Corbett  and 
Peter  Jackson,  all  of  whom  have  at  various 
times  been  my  patients.  Corbett  I  know 
now  to  be  in  the  acme  of  condition.  Jack- 
son has  been  ailing,  but  is  himself  again. 
He  has  not,  contrary  to  general  supposi- 
tion, any  constitutional  ailment.  He  was 
simply  suffering  from  the  effects  of  one  of 
Slavin's  terrible  botly  blows  received  in 
that  famous  London  battle.  That  Caused 
a  slight  derangement  of  the  liver,  which 
brought  about  bleeding  at  the  nose.  Peter 
paid  no  attention  to  the  matter  for  a  time 
and  partook  generously  of  the  good  things 
of  life.  This  accentuated  the  trouble.  Then 
he  came  to  me,  and  I  was  enabled  in  a  short 
time  to  regulate  the  liver  and  check  the 
nose  bleedings.  .Jackson  is  now  leading  an 
exemplary  life,  aud  by  June  next,  wheu  he 
and  Corbett  are  matched  to  meet,  I  am  ab- 
solutely confident  he  will  be  in  better  con- 
dition than  he  ever  was  in  his  life.

How    the    Board    Frequently   Warned    the 

Council  of  the  Financial  Dangers

Excellent  Work  Done  by  Miron  Bunnell  and 

Henry  Truelsen  When  Members 

of  the  Board. 


I  cannot  bm  be  admitted  that  frail 
.boman  nature  is  prone  to  criti- 
cise without  cause  and  reason  in  only 
too  many  instances.  The  board  of  pub- 
lic works  in  this  city  has  probably  been 
the  object  and  victim  of  pronounced 
criticism  as  much  as  any  institution  con- 
nected with  the  municipal  government. 
There  are  those  who  hold  and  believe 
that  this  inclination  on  the  part  of  the 
people  is  allowed  too  much  freedom  and 
amonp  those  is  one  who,  for  several 
years,  lias  belonged  to  the  board's  cleri- 
cal force,  lieing  most  familiar  with  all 
the  proceedings,  even  to  the  writing  of 
the  books  of  record,  that  attache  of  the 
board  who,  by  the  way,  does  not  feel 
called  upon  to  retain  bis  present  position 
by  defending  the  board,  wishes,  if  pos- 
sible, to  correct  wiiat  he  considers  some 
very  erroneous  opinions.  As  the  result 
of  some  recent  researches,  coupled  with 
his  general  knowledge,  he  recently  made 
the  foUowmg  statements  to  a  Herald  re- 
porter: 

"Ip  to  the  year  1S92,  but  little  com- 
plaint was  heard  from  property  owners 
regarding  assessnisnts  for  special  im- 
provements. Indeed,  the  mania  for  im- 
provements had  so  entirely  taken  pos- 
session of  the  people  that  fault  was 
rather  found  with  the  city  officials  for 
declining  to  accede  immediately  to  every 
petitiirfi  for  public  improvement  that  was 
presented  to  them.  When,  in  the  course 
of  the  year  referred  to,  the  tirst  touches 
began  to  be  felt  of  the  depression  which 
soon  afterward  took  possession  of  almost 
the  entire  world,  the  tax-payers  raised 
the  cry  that  city  affairs  in  the  line  of 
public  improvements  had  been  reckless- 
ly and  extravagantly  administered. 

"The  close  of  the  year  1893,  found  the 
city's  finances  far  below  the  condition 
that  would  have  enabled  her  to  keep  up 
an  easy  pace  through  the  remainder  of 
the  dull  times,  and  the  people  with  con- 
venient consistency  laid  the  entire  blame 
upon  the  city  officials— particularly  upon 
the  board  of  public  works. 

"As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  r«;cords  show 
that  the  board  of  public  works  was  alive 
to  the  situation  long  before  the  hopeful 
property  owner  had  occasion  to  make  his 
tirst  kick:  that  had  its  first  faithful  warn- 
ings been  heeded  the  city  would  have 
escaped  much  of  the  embarrassment 
which  it  afterwards  encountered;  and 
that,  bad  it  not  been  for  its  efforts,  the 
city  would  be  vastly  worse  off  than   it  is. 

"The  cost  of  public  improvements  un- 
der construction  in  1891  was,  in  round 
numbers,  Si.ooo.ooo.  On  Feb.  23,  pre- 
ceding the  openinij  of  that  season,  the 
baard  of  public  works  addressed  the  fol- 
lowing communication  to  the  common 
council:

'  Ihen  was  submitted  the  fcllowirg 
clear  and  intelligent  statement  of  the 
condition  of  public  improvements  which 
showed  that  the  board  at  that  time  had 
matters  well  in  hand.  No  citizen  could 
fairly  claim  Ignorance  of  these  matter?, 
for.  at  that  time,  all  the  reports  and 
recommendations  of  the  board  of  public 
wofks  were  published  in  full  in  ths  offi- 
cial proceedings  of  the  common  council 
and  not,  as  at  present,  simply  mentioned 
and  laid  away  forever  from  the  gaze  of 
the  inquiring  citizen:

"At  the  time  the  board  which  recently 
retired  came  into  oltice.  Piedmont  ave- 
nue east  had  been  favorablv  reported  to 
the  council,  bat  with  the  same  caution  as 
in  the  preceding  improvements.  Then, 
when  the  council  issued  an  order  for  the 
work,  it  would  have  been  a  high  handed 
proceeding  lor  the  meinbers  of  the  new 
board  to  check  it.  It  is  true,  however, 
that  owing  to  a  clerical  error  in  the  en- 
gineering department.  City  Engineer 
Fuller's  estimate  of  cost  was  below  what 
it  should  have  been,  the  estimate,  as  the 
result  of  the  mistake,  allowmg  for  tifty 
cubic  yards  of  rock  work  when  it  should 
have  been  5000  cubic  y.ards. 

"Soon  after  Henry  Truelsen  came  onto 
the  board,  in  May,  1891,  the  petition  for 
the  improvement  and  extension  of  Third 
street  through  Walbank's  addition  came 
in  from  those  interested.  The  council 
referred  the  matter  to  the  board  and  the 
following  report  was  the  result: 

"First — That  the  proposed  extension 
may  be  a  proper  improvement. 

"Second — That  the  improvement  is 
not  petitioned  for  by  a  majority  of  own- 
ers to  be  assessed  therefor. 

"Third- -That  real  estate  cannot  be 
found  benefited  to  the  extent  of  the 
damages,  costs  and  expenses  to  be  in- 
curred in  making  the  improvement. 

"That  report  was  signed  by  Henry 
Truelsen  as  president  ofthe  board.  The 
common  council,  however,  in  its  wisdom 
exercised  its  final  authority,  ordered  the 
contract  let,  which  was  done  and  carried 
out. 

"In  the  matter  of  the  improvement  of 
West  Superior  street.between  Thirteenth 
avenue  west  to  Thirty-second  avenue 
west,  the  assessment  for  the  improve- 
ment was  fought  bv  the  property  owners 
and,  on  a  technicality,  was  thrown  out. 
A  re-assessment  was  then  made  by  com- 
missioners, as  provided  for  in  the  char- 
ter, .and  the  case  is  now  in  the  supreme 
court.  At  the  time,  and  since,  the  board 
was  roundly  abqsed.  The  property 
holders  said  that  it  was  unnecessary,  and 
that  it  followed  too  closely  on  the  grad- 
ing of  West  Superior  street,  which  also 
had  not  been  done  without  warning  and 
caution  from  the  board.  The  board's 
report  in  the  West  Superior  street  im- 
provement was: 

"First — That  the  contemplated  im- 
provement is  neither  necessary  or  pro- 
per. 

"Second— That  the  improvement  is 
not  petitioned  for  by  a  majority  to  be  as- 
sessed therefor. 

"Third — That  the  real  estate  cannot 
now  at  present  be  found  benefited  to  the 
extent  of  damages,  costs  and  expenses 
incurred  in  making  the  improvement. 

"The  injustice  of  the  complaints  of  the 
public  against  the  board  in  this  case  is 
most  apparent.  Fault  was  then  found 
with  the  board  for  the  improvement  of 
East  Superior  street,  but  they  considered 
strong  reasons  for  having  it  done,  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  no  street  car  com- 
munication would  be  established  between 
Lakeside  and  the  city  until  it  was  done. 

"The  board  again  incurred  as  much 
criticism  and  ill-will  for  refusing  to  re- 
port favorably  on  petitions  for  the  im- 
provement of  Sixth  and  Eighth  streets 
as  it  did  in  recommending  these  other 
improvements.  It  is  most  certainly  a 
fact,  too,  that  other  works  and  improve- 
ments were  ordered  by  the  council 
against  the  judgment  of  the  board,  but 
the  records  are  too  voluminous  to  search 
out  the  particular  instances  and  attend- 
ing circumstances. 

The  cost  of  the  improvement  of  Fourth 
street  was  greatly  reduced  by  decreas- 
ing the  length,  omitting  certain  parts 
and  the  wisdom  of  that  is  most  apparent 
today  and  no  material  public  inconven- 
ience has  resulted.  The  general  ten- 
dency of  the  board  under  the  pre- 
sidency of  both  IJ  unnell  and  Truel- 
sen, was  to  hold  back  all  the 
lime,  to  do  nothing  in  baste  and 
to  recommend  nothing  prematurely. 
The  members  were  familiar  with  the 
work  and  knew  better  ho»v  matters  stood 
with  the  whole  ciiy  than  the  citizens  or 
even  th-i  council  men,  many  of  the  for- 
mer, too,  having  personal,  local  and  even 
stlfish  interests.  When  IJuluth  Heights 
began  to  be  settled,  the  board  wasthreat- 
ened  with  all  sorts  ol  things  becauie  de- 
sired improvements  were  not  recom- 
mended. In  the  great  majority  of  cases, 
the  wisdom  of  the  board  stands  out  clear 
and  plain.  Of  course,  the  board  has 
made  mistakes  nor  was  it  wholly  faultless 
Such  ofhcials  are  rare  on  earth,  yet  it  is 
most  certain  that  the  members  of  the 
board  of  public  works  in  the  past  have 
not  received  due  credit  and  appreciation. 
One  thing  I  hrmly  believe  and  that  is 
that  the  employment  of  Miron  Bunnell 
and  Henry  Truelsen  as  presidents  of  tht 
board  were  two  of  the  most  profitable  in- 
vestments ever  made  by  the  matchles.. 
city  of  Duluth."

A  very  remarkable  book,  differing  es- 
sentially in  character  from  anything  ever 
before  published,  will  be  completed  and 
in  the  hands  of  fortunate  art  lovers  be- 
fore the  end  of  another  month,  said  tie 
New  York  Telegram  of  March  26.  This 
is  the  work  comprising  the  written 
record  of  Daniel  Hudson  Burnham,  chief 
ol  construction  and  director  ot  works  for 
the  Columbian  exposition,  with  the  art 
reproductions  arranged  by  Francis  Davis 
Millet,  director  ol  decoration,  which  are 
due  to  a  numerous  companv  of  artists. 
An  inconceivable  amount  of  labor  and 
care  has  been  devoted  to  this  work. 

Yesterday  for  the  first  time  the  genial 
art  chief  could  tell  freely  about  the  great 
book  which  is  to  contain  the  work  of  a 
number  of  artists.  In  his  studio  in  Clin- 
ton place  he  looked  the  happy  victor 
amidst  the  treasures  of  a  newly-con- 
quered kingdom.  To  nearly  that  time 
he  had  continued  unable  to  dehnitelv 
assure  himself  of  the  character  in  which 
the  treasures  ii>  every  case  were  to  show 
up.  That  was  the  reason  he  was  reticent 
and  denied  his  confidence  on  this  subject 
to  men  who  loved  him. 

The  book,  as  Mr.  Millet  explained, 
will  be  published  in  twenty-five  parts. 
It  is  to  be  issued  by  a  company  organ- 
ized for  the  purpose — the  Columbian 
.Memorial  Publication  society.  The  title 
is  as  follows:  "The  Book  of  the  Build- 
ers"—with  the  sub-title,  "Being  the 
chronicle  of  the  origin  and  plan  of  the 
World's  fair;  the  architecture  of  the 
buildings  and  landscape;  of  the  work  of 
construction;  of  the  decoration  and  em- 
bellishments and  of  the  operation."  This 
publication,  Mr.  Millet  states,  has  been 
a  scheme  in  the  mind  of  Mr,  Burn- 
ham  ever  since  be  got  well  into  ih* 
work  in  Chicago,  in  the  active 
constructive  period.  "It  is  really,"  he 
continues,  "the  outcome  of  a  refusal  on 
the  part  of  the  exposition  authorities  to 
publish  his  report  for  wide  circulation. 
This  would  have  cost  $100,000.  They 
were  net  ready  to  agree  to  such  an  ex- 
penditure, nor  could  it  be  expected  that 
they  would  do  so  for  purely  educational 
purposes.  The  motive  was  then 
prompted  to  do  this  privately — with  a 
plan  to  make  public  the  history  of  the 
construction  of  the  exposition  work  in 
not  too  technical  a  manner. 

"That  was  the  broad  idea  of  the  enter- 
prise. When  considering  the  means  it 
was  found  best  to  place  the  work  in  the 
hands  of  artists.  The  ordinary  way 
would  be  to  write  the  history  and  illus- 
trate this  with  photographs.  But  to 
supplement  the  written  record  with 
sketches  would  give  an  individual  and 
art  interest  to  be  prized. 

"A  photograph  concession  was  given 
by  the  exposition  to  an  oflicial  photo- 
grapher. The  record  of  the  exposition 
as  it  exists  in  large  photographs  was 
limited  to  the  work  of  this  single  person. 
If  artists  wished  to  take  photographs, 
they  could  onlv  do  so  "with  small  ko- 
daks. Now,  ofticial  photographs,  how- 
ever good  they  may  be  in  their  way,  are 
not  like  those  taken  from  an  artistic 
point  ot  view.  Therefore,  to  satisfy  the 
people  ot  sensitive  taste,  it  is  needful  to 
have  something  other  than  the  dull  pho- 
tographs." 

This  "something  other"  is  to  be  a  book 
containing  one  hundred  productions  in 
f.icsimile  colors  of  original  paintings. 
The  work  in  these  sketches  is  by  artists 
of  eminciice. 

"The  scries  begins,"  as  Mr.  Millet 
state-,  "with  the  choice  of  the  site,  and 
goes  through  to  the  end  of  the  exposition. 
This  arrangement  gives  it  a  human  in- 
terest. Here  is  a  sketch  of  the  site  of 
the  administration  building.  This  is 
Whittemore's  "Old  \  ienna."  He  could 
not  put  the  figures  in  while  there,  with 
the  rush  of  movement,  but  painted  m 
figures  afterward,  Mr.  Colman  was  out 
there  about  a  year.  Harry  Fenn  was 
there  a  great  deal,  and  made  his  sketches 
which  have  since  been  finished.  Has- 
sam's  were  all  painted  on  the 
spot.  J.  Francis  Murphy  was 
a        Chicago         boy,         and  used 

to  painting  in  that  locality.  Wp  asked 
him  to  do  the  landscapes.  Frank  Rus- 
sell Green  was  out  there  a  good  deal.  So 
was  Thomas  Moran,  and  we  have  good 
things  from  him.  H.  Bolton  Jones  was 
out  there  a  good  deal.  Francis  C.  Jones 
was,  also,  and  so  was  Blashfield.  1  was 
there  a  year  and  a  half;  the  only  one  I 
have  finished  so  far  is  that  statue  of  the 
Republic." 

This  stood  on  the  easel,  a  beautiful 
work  over  which  the  artist  has  thrown 
the  witchery  of  poetic  imagination.  The 
other  paintings  shown  were  of  a  high 
order,  and  Mr.  Millet  viewed  one  after 
another  with  constantly  increasing  de- 
light. He  ran  a  fore  finger  fondly  down 
over  the  names  of  his  list  of  artists  i^hich 
was  spread  before  him  on  the  table.  He 
said  them  over  in  the  tone  of  one  who 
offers  thanksgiving  prayer:  Curran, 
Blashfield,  the  two  Joneses,  Theodore 
Robinson,  Whittemore — "who  did  very 
well  'indeed" — Frederick  Dielman,  Fenn, 
Gifford,  Childe  Hassam— "who  has  done 
some  of  the  very  best  things"— Reinhart, 
Smedley,  Harry  B.  Snell  and  T.  deThul- 
stnip.  But  these  were  not  half  the  cber- 
isht  I  names. 

'  You  will  agree  with  us,"  the  artist 
said,  "iliat  no  such  congregation  of  art- 
ist* b^ve  '^ver  been  united  in  any  pui  lic- 
atiu-  .  1  ne  men  who  made  the  decor- 
ations reproduce  their  own  work. 

"The  point  ot  chief  interest  is  that  so 
many  painters  are  working  on  the  same 
thing,  making  in  a  serious  way  a  record 
of  their  different  impressions  all  under 
a' single  impulse.  I  have  never  known 
of  men  working  on  anything  in  the  same 


way.  If  you  h  ive  any  account  of  such  a 
thing  in  art  or  literature  wc  will  say  no 
more  about  it. 

"The  work,"  he  said,  "is  in  a  perfect 
free  spirit  of  fraternal  co-operation. 
Wc  have  been  trying  to  build  the  book 
as  the  fair  was  built.  It  is  put  on  an 
entirely  artistic  basis.  Wc  do  not  tell  u 
man  to  do  a  ?io<>  worth  of  work.  We 
want  each  to  do  his  very  best  work  fot 
his  own  reputation  as  for  that  of  the 
fiook. 

"In  the  same  way  that  the  fair  was 
built  by  calling  together  the  architects  of 
the  country  our  book  is  being  built  by 
artists.  The  work  is  different — some 
impressionistic,  some  elaborate,  some  in 
sketches— but  all  individual."

Coiuuient  by  Rov.  8.  11.  Uoyle. 

Topic— Envy  and  covet ousneas— bow  to  con- 
quer them.    IJohn  11. 9-11. 1&-17. 

Envy  19  a  spirit  of  ill  feeling  toward 
one  who  may  occupy  a  better  position 
or  possess  moro  advantagoa  than  our- 
BulvtM.  Covetunsnees  is  an  unlawful  de- 
siro  to  possess  that  which  does  not  be- 
long to  us.  It  is  strictly  and  einphatic- 
»Ily  forbidden  in  God's  word,  tho  last 
ono  of  the  fommandmcnts  given  to 
Moses  being  a  prohibition  of  covetous- 
nc'ss. 

1.  Envy  and  covetonsness  (I  John  ii, 
9-11).  These  words  have  already  boon 
popularly  defined.  John  here  speaks  of 
ono  who  hates  his  brother,  and  tho  topic 
would  seein  to  iutimato  that  the  hatred 
arose  from  envy  or  covetonsness.  John 
hero  also  describes  tho  condition  of  tho 
ono  who  envies  or  hates  his  brother.  He 
may  think  that  he  is  in  the  light,  but 
ho  is  niistfiken.  "He  that  snyeth  he  is 
in  the  light  and  hateth  lli^'  brother  is  in 
darkness,  even  until  now.  Ho  that 
loveth  his  brother  abidetb  in  the  light, 
and  tliero  is  none  occasion  of  stumbling 
in  him."  Wo  may  think  that  we  are 
in  the  light,  that  we  are  children  of  God, 
bnt  if  there  is  hatred  and  envy  and  cov- 
etonsness in  our  hearts  toward  our  broth- 
ers we  deceive  ourselves,  and  the  love 
of  God  is  not  in  ns. 

2.  How  to  conquer  envy  and  covet- 
onsness (I  John  ii,  15-17).  "Love  not 
tho  world,  neither  the  things  that  are 
in  the  world,  for  if  any  man  love  the 
world  the  love  of  tho  Father  i^  not  in 
him,  *  *  *■  and  the  world  iiasseth  away 
and  the  Inst  thereof, bnt  hethatdoeth  the 
will  of  God  abideth  forever."  Envy 
and  covetonsness  area  result  of  tho  love 
of  tho  world  and  the  things  of  the 
world.  If  the  love  of  tho  things  of  this 
world  in  us  is  small  and  the  love  ot 
heavenly  things  is  great,  there  is  little 
possibility  of  our  being  either  envious 
or  covetous,  for  we  are  rarely  ever  en- 
vious or  covetous  of  the  spiritual  at- 
tainments of  one  who  has  had  a  richer 
esperieuce  than  ourselves.  Therefore 
the  way  to  conquer  envy  and  coveton.s- 
ness  is  to  crush  out  anundne  love  of  the 
world  in  our  heart''.  John  gives  two 
reasons  why  this  should  be.  (1)  The 
law  of  tho  world  is  inconsistent  with  tho 
law  of  God.  He  who  loves  the  world 
exees.sively  will  have  no  room  in  his 
heart  for  God.  (2).  The  things  of  the 
world  soon  pass  away.  It  is  folly,  there- 
fore, to  wastooaratiectionsou  what  will 
soon  disappear.

I  think  it  can  he  trutlifally  said  that  the  last 
twelvemonth  ha.s  hecu  the  bt'bt  year  lor  the 
Cliristian  Endeiivor  movement  in  all  our  Lis- 
tt-Ty.  More  Biwieties  have  been  formed  than 
iu  any  jirevious  twclvemontli,  tho  junior  work 
has  had  a  very  lar^e  extension,  and  siieeial  ef- 
forts for  bailors  and  t<oldierii,  for  life  .>'uvin;{8ta,- 
lions  and  for  traveline  men  have  been  pros- 
pered. 

Tlior©  arc  now  in  all  the  world  about  au.fiflO 
Eocictics,  with  nearly  l,70(t,U»)  members.  In 
other  lands  than  ours  have  Kndcavor  princi- 
luc  s  taken  deop  root.  In  England  the  Bocieties 
have  more  tlimi  donblod,  there  being  now  over 
1,<X)0.  In  Australia  there  arc  nearly  that  num- 
bier,  and  national  organ i7.ationii  for  both  these 
countries  have  been  eftected. 

In  Japan  and  China  there  aro  also  national 
societies  of  Christian  Endeav<ir,  and  encourag- 
ing news  comes  in  every  mail.  In  India  tho 
couKtitution  and  other -literature  have  been 
translated  into  not  lees  than  half  a  dozen  dif- 
ferent languages,  while  in  Madagascar,  .Samoa 
and  iu  parts  of  Persia,  Turkey  and  South  Af- 
rica tlie  work  is  also  flourishing. 

Most  gratifying  of  all  is  the  fact  that  the  va- 
rious evangelical  denominations  arc  indorsing 
more  and  more  fully  the  Endeavor  principle.-*, 
and  tho  society  is  coming  to  be  accepted  every 
month  more  widely  as  the  young  people's  so- 
ciety of  tho  world. 

In  lines  of  Christian  citizenship  American 
Endeavorcrs  are  in  many  places  doing  notable 
aervicc  against  tho  saloon^  for  the  Christian 
Sabbat  ii,  against  tho  Sunday  theater.  Sunday 
baseball  games  and  all  forms  of  lawlessness. 
Their  missionary  enthusiasm  is  rising,  too,  and 
it  Is  believed  that  tho  Endeavor  eocieticB  will 
give  this  year  at  least  $250,000  through  their 
own  donomiiuitional  boards  on  Christian  En- 
deavor day. 

Much  is  being  done  also  in  great  cities  for 
tho  relief  of  the  destitute  by  unions  and  En- 
deavor societicE.  May  I  not  ask  the  prayers  of 
your  readers  for  those  increasing  hosts  of 
Christian  young  people,  that  their  wide  fellow- 
fihlp  may  grow  yet  wider,  and  that  their 
abounding  energies  may  all  l>o  devoted  to  the 
liuilding  up  of  the  kingdom  of  God?

Good  Works,  Would  Do  Likewise. 


jphilidelplila  tor  a  short  time,  cauen  xipou 
the  late  Geor{,'e  W.  Chikls  ct  his  office  in 
The  Public  Ledger  building  at  Sixth  and 
Chestnut  streets.  It  was  one  of  many 
such  visits  made  to  the  philanthropist 
during  an  acquaintanceship  eztending 
over  a  period  of  20  years. 

Mr.  Cliilds  asked  to  be  excused  for  a 
few  uiiuutes  while  he  oiicn.?;!  some  let- 
ters which  were  laid  before  him.  After 
reading  several  he  tossed  one  over  to  his 
viailur,  with  the  quiet  remark,  '-Read 
that." 

The  letter  was  evidently  written  by  a 
hand  tinfamiliar  with  the  use  of  the  pen. 
It  ran  about  like  this: 

Mk.  Chiujs— Excuse  me,  but  1  must  writo  lo 
you.  I  did  not  know  until  this  morninar  tiiivt  it 
^^■as  you  who  saNed  inc.  God  bless  you,  and  my 
wife  says  God  bluss  you  loo. 

The  letter  was  ret'arned  silently  to  the 
hands  of  Mr.  Childs,  whose  face,  glow- 
ing with  good  health,  good  humor  and 
Iriudnoss,  bore  a  smile  which  indicated 
gratification. 

"I  have  been  laughed  at  more  by  news- 
paper iTieuthan  by  almost  anybody  else," 
he  said,  "notwithstanding  the  fact  that 
I  am  ancvy-spaper  man  myself.  But  I 
don't  mind  their  having  a  little  ftm  with 
me.  It  pleases  them  and  doesn't  do  me 
any  harm.  Let  tens  like  that  aSord  suffi- 
cient ccmpensation  for  any  wounds  that 
men  in  my  own  profession  may  thought- 
lessly inflict.  I  never  think  of  them,  but 
I  always  remember  with  pleasure  ac- 
knowledgments such  as  you  see  in  that 
letter."' 

"Some  people  haye  the  idea,"  said  the 
writer,  "that  you  are  vainglorious  and 
exploit  your  gifts  for  the  sake  of  attract- 
ing attention  to  yourself."' 

"I  know  there  are  people  who  think 
sc,"  replied  Mr.  Childs,  "but  men  can- 
not give  freely  while  they  live  without 
attracting  attention,  and  I  think  a  man 
can  give  better  as  he  goes  along  through 
life  than  by  waiting  until  he  is  dead.  I 
appreciate  fully  the  criticisms  made  upon 
me,  but  let  me  tell  yon,  my  young  friend, 
what  my  theory  is.  You  are  an  Episco- 
palian, and  you  know  how  frequently 
the  oiiertory  is  imnot^nced  in  our  church, 
with  the  text,  'Let  your  light  so  shine 
before  men  that  they  may  see  your  good 
works  and  glorify  the  Father  which  is  in 
heaven.' 

"That  has  been  my  principle,  and  I 
guess  I  will  follow  it  up  until  the  end 
comes,  no  matter  how  much  people  may 
laugh  at  me." 

The  end  has  come  to  Mr.  Childs  so  far 
as  this  world  is  concerned,  but  the  ex- 
ample afforded  by  his  useful  and  good 
life  and  pursuit  of  the  principle  embod- 
ied in  the  text  quoted  still  lives  and  will 


dividends  on  capital  invested,  were  form- 
ed in  various  parts  of  the  country. 

While  these  associations  fur  difterent 
causes  failed,  so  far  as  the  people  com- 
posing them  were  concerned,  yet  capital, 
as  never  before,  discovered  the  great  ad- 
vantages of  combination.  Capitalists 
soon  found  that  it  was  better  for  capital 
to  buy  the  labor  needed  in  the  market 
rath<-T  than  to  organize  tiie  ])eople  into 
phalanxes  or  associations.  Consequently 
only  one  element  of  Fourier's  scheme 
continued,  and  as  a  result  we  have  today 
in  our  country  a  communism  of  capital 
that  is  all  powerful  and  includes  the  bulk 
of  the  nation's  wealth. 

An  examination  of  Fourier's  books 
shovv-s  that  tntsts  and  combines  are  all 
organized  in  harmony  with  the  doctrines 
of  this  great  communist,  omitting  the 
humane  part  of  his  scheme  whereby  the 
people  who  did  the  work  became  a  fixed 
part  of  tho  commune  or  combination  or- 
ganized. Thus  it  seems  to  me  that  the 
capitalists  are  the  communists  of  our 
country  at  the  present  time,  and  while 
they  cr>'  out  vigorousfy  against  socialism 
or  communism  they  condemn  that  whic'n 
they  practice  to  their  own  great  advan- 
tage.—J.  W.  Coultas  in  Chicago  Record. 


UBOR  CONFERENCE. 


Delay  That  ts  Full  oi  Danger  for  the   Work- 
ingman. 

Three  months  and  over  have  elapsed 
rlnce  the  American  Federation  of  Labor 
notified    the     general    officers    of     tlio 
Knights  of  Labor  that  the  order"8  invi- 
tation to  appoint  a  conference  commit- 
tee had  been  complied  with,   and  the 
conference  has  not  yet  been  held.    Un- 
der ordinary  circumstances  threo  months 
might  not  be  considered  a  very  long  pe- 
riod to  cons'ame  in  arranging  for  a  mat- 
ter of  so  much  importance  as  getting 
the   "various  labor  organizations    into 
close    touch,"    but   the   circumstances 
which  huve  pressed  the  labor  organiza- 
tions upon  all  sides  during  the  past  few 
months,  nnd  which  are  .-till  present,  have 
been  and  are  far  from  ordinary.     Be- 
sides, it  does  not  look  as  if  the  day  of  the 
proposed  conference  is  any  closer  than  it 
was  last  Christmas.    Wiio  is  to  blame 
for  the  delay  I  am  not  fully  prepared  to 
Bay,  but  in  justice  one  thing  must  he 
baid,  and  that  is  that  no  blame  can  at- 
tach to  th3  American  Federation  of  Lar 
bor  or  to  its  committee. 


Against  Imported  Decorations. 

Much  discontent  has  been  caused  of 
late  among  the  men  in  the  building 
trades  in  New  York  by  the  action  of 
several  rich  men  in  having  the  decorative 
work  on  their  homes  done  in  Europe  and 
sent  over  here  in  finished  form  ready  to 
be  set  up.  The  unions  in  tho  trades  af- 
fected are  made  up  of  s'Rilled  workmen, 
many  of  them  Europeans.  Ma^y  of  the 
employers  have  signified  their  willing- 
ness to  co-operate  with  the  workmen,  as 
the  custom  hurts  them  just  as  much  as 
their  employees. 

A  circular  sent  out  with  reference  to 
the  matter  says  the  same  interior  decora- 
tion work  can  be  made  by  resident  firms 
equally  as  well  and  cheap,  and  that  after 
June  1  all  members  of  the  wood  carvers', 
modelers',  ornameirtal  plasterers',  mar- 
ble cutters',  marble  polishers'  and  other 
trades  affiliated  \vith  the  Central  Labor 
organizations  of  New  York  will  refuse  to 
handle  any  imported  decorative  or  other 
building  material  and  will  tiike  any 
steps  necessary  to  protect  the  interests 
affected  by  these  methods.

Successful  Co-operation. 

According  to  tho  New  York  Herald, 
3nc  of  the  best  examples  of  co-operation 
exists  in  Lyons,  la.,  "where  five  years 
ago  a  small  co-operative  store,  rented  at 
$15  a  month,  was  started.  -It  embraces 
among  its  members  today  nearly  every 
person  in  town.  Its  store  occupies  a 
s.lid  'olock  and  employs  13  clerks.  It  is 
worth  today  between  $.">U,00Oand$7r),(X)O, 
which  of  course  belongs  to  the  meuibers, 
who  all  this  time  have  been  enjoying  the 
dividends  paid  on  the  stock,  which  in 
this  instance  is  7  per  cent,  and  some  of 
the  members  have  been  drawing  their 
c^viarterly  profits."

The  cniTeat  number  of  The  Federa- 
tionist  gives  in  full  the  corrcsiwndence 
which  has  passed  between  Mr.  Gompers 
of  the  Federation  and  lit.  Hayes  of  the 
Knights  relative  to  a  d;ite  for  the  confer- 
ence.   According  to  Mr.  Hayes,  the  de- 
lay, in  the  first  place,  was  occasioned  by 
tho  absence  from  Philadelphia  of  G.  M. 
"W.  Sovereign,  who  is  one  of  the  Knigiits' 
committee.    Tho  latest  letter  from  Mr. 
Hayes  contains  the  statement  that  the 
railroad  organizations  invited  to  partici- 
pate in  the  conference  have  asked  time 
(the  engineers  until  May)  to  consider  and 
act  upon  the  invits'.tion.    It  is  evident 
that  t!ie  federation  committee  feels  that 
somebody  will  be  blamed  for  what  will 
look  to  the  workingmen  of  the  country 
like  unnecessary  delay,  for  the  following 
note  accompanies  the  correspondence  in 
The  Federationist:  "In  order  that  the  re- 
sponsibility for  the  delay  in  holding  the 
conference  may  be  iilaced  where  it  right- 
ly belongs  and  our  fellow  workers  may 
know  that  neither  the  American  Federa- 
tion of  Labor  officers  nor  its  conference 
committee  are  blamable,  we  have  deemed 
it  necessary  to  make  public  the  corre- 
8i)ondence." 

The  officials  of  t'ne  federatoin  say  that 
a  number  of  complr.ir.ts  have  reached 
their  office  from  affiliated  unions  r.harg- 
ingthat  there  "is  a  puriwsoin  t'a^^  delay." 
which  purpose,  it  is  alleged,  is  t-liown  in 
tho  warfare  waged  against  the  Garment 
Workers  in  Boston  by  t):e  Knights  of  La- 
bor.   Yv'hile  not  sanctioning  this  charge 
against  Mr.  IlaycB,  I  will  say  that  un- 
less he  can  fix  tfio  blame  upon  the  rail- 
way organizatiPt^is  ho  must  julmit  the 
responsibility  Cor  the  delay.     In  liis  let- 
ter to  Mr.  Gmc-?2t-s,  In-ariiig  date  Mar^h 
13,  Mr.  Haj  ts  states  that   he  has,  coni- 
municationd  from  the  Locomotive  Fire- 
men, dated  March  8,  and  the  ^iailway 
Trainmen,  dated   March  10,  Asking  for 
more  time.     The  dates  ou    these  com- 
{ munication^   indicate   tlujc  Mr.   Haves 


Ts'as  very  slow  in  e'itending  his  invitation 
to  these  two  organizations  or  that  they 
took  their  time  in  replying  and  got 
their  answers  in  just  in  lime  to  bo  men- 
tioned in  the  answer  to  Mr.  Gompers' 
very  urgent  letter.  Tiiere  are  nearly  four 
months  to  be  accounted  for  bc^tween  the 
Knights  of  Labor'  convention,  Avhen  tho 
resolution  calling  for  the  conference 
was  adopted,  and  the  dates  on  the  letters 
refeiTcd  to.  In  letters  previous  to  that 
one  bearing  dato  Mai-ch  13  Mr.  Hayes 
wrote  nothing  to  Mr.  Gompers  concern- 
ing the  railway  organizations. 

I  am  not  trying  to  make  a  case  against 
Mr.  Hayes,  and  if  I  have  a  grievance 
against  him  it  is  the  same  that  every 
friend  of  ors.anized  labor  has,  and  if  he 
is    not    responsible    for    the    delay    in 
getting  the  conference  committees  to- 
gether   than    I    apologize  to  him  here 
and    now.     There   has    been    careless- 
ness, indifference  or  worse  somewhere— 
that  is,   when   one  knows  the  need  for 
prompt  act: on,  little  short  of   criminal. 
The  labor  movement  of   the    country, 
dividjed  as  it  now  is,   invites    destruc- 
tion.    The  vronder  is  that  it  has  not 
gone  entirely  to  pieces  during  the  past 
six  months.     That  it  has  not  done  so  is 
not  a  guarantee  that  it  can  co?itinue  for- 
f>\-er  in  its  present  unorganized  state. 
While  the  wi  ater  just  past  lias  been  a 
hard  one  on  tl  lo  workers,  ther«3  is  a  worse 
one  to  follow':  "i  those  who  ha-s'e  the  pow- 
er and  the  influence  do  not  op,?anize  and 
prepare  the    army  of  labor  to  meet  it. 
There  are  a   few  months  of  grace,  and 
much  depend  s  upon  the  use  we  make  of 
the  time. 


forces,  and  if  they  can  hi  bi'bught'  to- 
gether I  am  firmly  convinced  that  paet 
personal  differences  will  not  stand  in  the 
way  of  united  action  upcn  a  platform 
that  all  can  agree  to.  I  do  not  mean 
that  a  platform  can  be  msde  which  will 
contain  all  the  demands  oi'  every  school, 
but  I  believe  the  time  hits  come  when 
the  working  people  are  o\  erwhelmingly 
in  favor  of  the  adoption  ol  a  programme 
containing  the  essentials  whicli  all  can 
agree  to,  leaving  to  the  fu'uro  the  settle- 
ment of  the  points  upon  which  there  is 
disagreement.

I  have  been  carefully  canvass- 
ing the  subject  for  sever;  d  months  and 
am  not  now  overlooking  any  of  the  mam 
points.     Of  course,  when  t'ne  time  comes 
for  finally  adopting  a  policy  and  launch- 
ing it,  there  will  be  some  i  issatified  ones, 
but  in  the  main  they  will  not  amount  to 
enough  to  seriously  impeietho  progress 
of  the  movement,  and  tjose  who  can- 
not be  won  over  through  a  desire  to  see 
the  whole  army  of  workeis  benefited  can 
]ie  spared.    The  important  question  now 
ip,  'Will  \h<\  conference  provided  for  by 
the  general  assembly  of   the  Knights  of 
Labor  set  the  ball  rolling  without  losing 
more  precious  time,  or  will  the  imi)etus 
come  from  another  direcl  ion?

7heir  Eflforts  to  Crush  the  Slanhood  Out  ol 
Their  Employees  Has  I 'roved  Costly. 

The  attempt  of  tho  Carnegies  to  break 
up  the  labor  organization  of  the  men  em- 
ployed by  them  at  Homestead  was  suc- 
cessful. The  object  was  principally  to 
put  themselves  in  a  posh  ion  to  regulate 
wages  to  suit  themselves.  Since  then 
they  have  reduced  wages  materially,  and 
all  the  other  iron  and  stjel  works  of  the 
region  being  in  sympathy  with  their  pur- 
pose the  workmen  l\^ve  been  obliged  to 
submit  to  any  terms  ofiered  fhem  or  go

uuworlhv  empWees,  thus  prov^mg  occc 
more  if  they  are  to  be  believed,  that  in- 
ferior wages  insure  inferior  workmen 
and  of  course  inferior  workmanship. 
As  they  put  it,  "it  was  suggested  that 
i  Z)lates  inferior  to  the  test  plates  were 
t  substituted  by  some  foreman  or  other 
person  having  an  interest  in  showing  a 
gieater  percentage  of  excellence  la  his 
work  than  the  facts  -warranted."'

-olates  referred  to  wer>3  something  tliat 
the  foreman  or  other  dishonest  person 
■could  hide  under  his  coattailwhen  he 
wont  out.  However,  wt>  may  let  it  go 
with  this  lame  explanation,  feeling  ^f- 
sured  that  the  Carnegies  have  made  noth- 
ing in  tho  cud  by  their  efforts  to  crush 
the  manhood  out  of  their  employees.- 
JBrooklyn  Eagle.

The  Kethodists  Want  Minnesota  Made  Into 
Two  Conferences. 

Minnesota  Methodists  are  discussing 
the  proposed  division  of  the  Minnesota 
conference,  which  question  will  come  up 
for  settlennent  at  tho  next  session  of  the 
conference.  Those  in  favor  of  such  a 
division  argue  that  conference  entertain- 
ment would  be  made  easier,  more  time 
could  be  devoted  to  discussing  the  var- 
ious measures  belore  the  conference,  a 
greater  business  capacity  would  be 
effected,  and  th»*  missioii.iiy  and  church 
-"xtension  funcis  for  the  state  work  would 
be  considerab  y  increased. 

It  has  been  proposed  to  divide  the  con- 
ference by  a  line  running  north  and 
south,  beeinning  jit  the  north  of  Big  Fork 
river  on  Rainy  river  and  running  south, 
strike  the  Mi.ssissippi  river  near  Ailkin; 
thence  follow  the  Mississippi  to  the 
mouth  of  the  Minnesota  river;  thence  up 
the  Minnesota  river  to  Mankato,  and 
thence  south  on  the  Om.iha  railroad  to 
the  southern  boundary  of  the  state,  in- 
cluding the  whole  of  the  city  of  Minne- 
apolis in  the  western  division,  which 
would  divide  the  state  into  two  equal 
conferences  with  a  central  city  in  each 
couicicucc.  The  ctrergth  in  rrso'ircs 
and  numbers  of  the  two  conferences, 
which  would  thus  be  formed,  is  about  as 
follows:
